Volumes I to X 
and XII fall into this category. 

Volumes XI, XIII and XIV deal 
with Treaties, Engagements etc. with 
territories which now form part of 
foreign countries. Their destinies were 
however governed by the then British 
authority of India under the compulsion 
of the then prevailing forces of history. 

It is a work of immense historical 
value and research utility and undoubt- 
edly a veritable mine of information 
equally for the historians, rcsearsh 
scholars, statesmen, diplomats, public 
servants, educationists, administrators, 
and serious students of contemporary 
history. It will prove a valuable source 
of reference for Govt. Deptts., 
Public libraries and also libraries of all 
educational institutions of higher learn- 
ing, including universities and colleges. 

A serious work of this kind 
will help stimulate more enterprising 
research on the source material provided 
in these volumes. They throw a flood of 
light on the evolution and expansion of 
the old British empire in this part of 
the world and the craft and the strategy 
employed by them before which the 
hetrogenous native stales and their 
weak rulers were no match. They had 
thus no option but to acquescc to the 
terms and conditions dictated to them. 

Such a useful work should be the 
proud possession of all concerned inclu- 
ding the research scholars, historians 
and libraries in India and abroad.

T he Stotea in Gential Indie ere in political rclationa with tho 
OoTcnunoni of India throiigli the Agent to the Goremor^ieneral 
in Central India and the Ueeideut, Gwalior. The Central India Agency 
includee the ■ubordinate Agenoiee of Bhopal, Sonthem Statee el Ctotrel 
India and Malwa, Bnndelkhand end Deghelkhand. In 1021 the 
Gwalior Besident^ waa aeparated from the Oentrel India Agency and 
placed in direct r^tiona with the GoTemment of India. 

There are in Central India 29 Salute Statea, eleeen of which are 
under direct treaty engagementa with the British Gorerntnent. These 
are Gwalior, Indore, Blio^, Hewn, Orchha, Datia, Dhar, Bearaa (Senior 
and Junior branches), Samthar and Jaora. Next in order come the 
Mediatised State of Uatlam, the Sanad States of Panna, Charkhari, 
Ajaigarh, Bijawar, Baoni and Ohhatarpnr, the Mediatiaed States of 
Sitamau, Sailana, Itejgarh and Narsingarh, the Sanad States of Baiann- 
dha, Nagod and lUhar, and the Mediatised States of Jhahna, 
Barwani, Ali-Bajpur and Khilchipnr. There are also a large number 
of minor States and Estates, the majority of which are held under agree- 
ments mediated between them and their superior Ohiefs fay the Britiak 
Government 

Of the TVsaty Statee, Bhopal and Jaora are Muhammadan; Gwalior, 
Indore, IMiar and Dewas, Mshratta; Bewa, Orchha and Batia, Bajput; 
and Smthar, Gojar. With the exception of the Muhammadan State 
of Baoni, all the Mediatised and Sanad Salute States are Bajput 
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The multiplicity of petty Chiefs, and the peculiarity of the tenures 
on which th^ hold their States, founded as they are on tlie measures 
adopted for the pacification of the country after the Pindari war, neces- 
sitate in Central India and Malwa more interference on the part of I he 
British Government in the affairs of the Cliiefs than it is usual or ex- 
pedient to exercise in the States of Rajputana. Under the Malirattas, 
as had previously been the case under the Muhaunnadaii governors, the 
petty Chiefs in Central India exercised but limited powers within their 
respective States: and, on the establishment of British supreinncy in 
these provinces, the officers of the British Government inilmally assumed 
the j^ition of arbiters of all differences by which the public pence couhl 
be disturbed, and of judicial functionaries to whom nil sentences of life 
and death were referred, except in the case of offences committed within 
the jurisdiction of the larger States which hud vitality enough to preserve 
peace within their limits. The minor Chiefs, other than those in wdiose 
favour an exception has been made by the Go /eminent of India, refer 
all eerious cases, more especially those involving cnpitnl ))unishment, 
whether inter-jurisdictional or not, to the political agents concerned, or 
the Suicrain Darbar. 

A list of the various payiueuts, made under treaty or otherwise by 
or to the British Government, is appended to this Introduction. 

Buies for the amicable settlement of boundary disputes between tlie 
States of Central India by mutual agreement and, failing that, for iheir 
judicial settlement by a boundary commission ; for the demarcation of the 
boundary ; for the erection of pillars and for their preservation ; for the 
exaction of penalties from States whose subjects infringe the settlement; 
and for appeals from the decisions given, were laid down by Govenimenl 
in 1862. These rules formed the basis of those prepared in 1877 and at 
present followed in settling disputed boundary cases in Central India and 
Bajputana. Th^ were sfightly modified in 1891 and again in 1904, 
obiefiy with a view to the better protection of boundary marks., 

In 1889 Rules were framed, vrith the approval of the Government of 
India, for facilitating the pursuit, apprehension and extradition of 
criminals between some of the States of Central India. These rules 
are now observed by them all. There are also reciprocal arrangements 
on cerUin matters, such as extradition, surrender of police and military 
deeerters, waiver of charges, service of summons, etc., between certain 
States in and outside Central India and the adjoining British districts. 

The area of Central India is about 77,914* square miles; and the 
population, according to the Census of 1921, 9,192,499.*

At ^ oloM of ike Pindori war the ditirioU in Malwa and Cintnd 
India wm in ao diaorganiaad a itata aa to ba nnaala aran for troopa to 
paaa throngb. It had baaa tha poUoj of tha chkf Mahratta powarai 
during tha praoading yaara of anarchy, to raduoa to aubjaoixon tha patty 
liajput Ohiafa with^ thair induanca. Tha Mahratta iaadara paraallad 
out tha diatriota among thamaalTaa aithar by mutual agiaamant or cap* 
rioa, or aocording to lhair powar to anforca bbadiaaca to thair will and 
autJ^ty. Thua it cama to paaa that, at tha tima of tha intraduatiim d 
tha Britiah powar, tha amallar Stataa warn found to ba undar tributaiy 
obligationa to Saindia, Molkar, or tha Puara of Dhar and Dawaa, and 
aomatimaa to all thaaa Chiafa. Tha tributary elaima of tha Mahratta 
Stataa wara oacaaionally dzad and wall dafinad, but ganarallj aariad, 
both in amount and in tha regularity of thair anfoicamant, with tha 
powar to aiaet tham. Many of tha anudlar Ohiafa, who had baan driaan 
tnm thair poaaaaaiona, found rafuga in tha hill f aa tn aaaaa ttd junglaa 
and aaangad thamsalTaa by levying oontributiona from, or alti^gatiiar 
daati^ing, tha detached villagaa which had baan uaurpad by tha itrcngar 
powara. Thair aiampla waa imitated by man who, without ai^ cla^ 
to tanitorial inharitanoa, had iniluaaoa enough to gather round thmn a 
aulBoiaut number d! robbara to make thamaalvaa laarad. Unable to 
auppraaa audi outragaa, tha larger Stataa found thamadvaa ao mp d l a d 
to purchaaa tha goad-will of tha plundering Iaadara by allowing them 
a ahara of tha rovanuaa of thair diatriota aa Uack-mail, or tanka, on 
condition of thair abataining from aggraaaiona. 

Such a ayatam could only aziat in the abaanca of a powar atreng 
enough to anforca peace and good order. Far tha pacification of the coun* 
try partiaa eagerly aolicitad the intarfaranca of tha Britiah Qovam- 
mant, who tha mora readily undertook tha taak bacauaa of tha oppor- 
tunity which it alordad tham of breaking tha continuity of tha infiuanca 
of tha Mahratta powara, with whom th^ had recently baan engaged in 
a gaadeat for empire, by aataUiahiiig thTOui^ont Malwa a a ue caaa i cn oi 
Bajput Ohiaia and othara owing t£i aacurity of thair aatataa and tha 
comparative indepandanca of thair poaitum to tha intarvantkm of tha 
Britiah Cfovemmant. Tha policy purauad by tha Britiah Qovammant 
waa to declare tha parmananc^ cl tha righta aziating at the tima of tha 
Brit^ ocoupaiM^, on condition of tha maintenance of order; to adjuat 
and guimntaa the rriationa of auch Ohiali aa owed mere aubordination 
or tribute, ao aa to deprive tha i^gar powara of all pratezt for intar- 
faranca in their afiaira; and to induce tha plundering Iaadara to betake 
thiOMilvit to Ipaacafnl purauita aithar by requiring their aupariora to 
gmnt them landa under tha Britiah guarantee, or by guaranteeing to 
them payiaanti equiyalani to tta tankaa which they Mtd. 
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The reeults of tlieee measures, as clesc^ribed by Sir John Malcolm, 
were a virtual surrender of the supremacy over the petty States* and 
Cfliiefs to the Dritisli Government; the reduction of the military classes

cull for the interference of the lirifish Government and an engage- 
ment or guarantee is given, jio departui^e fiom that is permitted, 
it is indeed hy the iiiaiiiteuuuce of the impressiou that the 
sigjiuiure and seal of a llritish officer is, to whomsoever granted, 
the conipietest of all securities for his rights, privileges, or possessions, 
that our power over the niultiplicity of iSiate.s and Chiefships depends; 
and it is, above all others, a point upon which we cun never with 
safety admit the slightest evasion, much less deviation **. In latei 
times, however, when long y<*»*rs of ]ience have obliterated the memory 
of the embarrassments wliicb tlie Girusia leaders were able to create, 
their gunraiitee<1 rights have (S't-asionally been lost sight of. The larger 
States have forgotten that their (duiins over the less powerful Chiefs 
were only established iiy a power stronger than their own; and it has 
been their policy to ein*roae)i on the guaranteed rights of their sub- 
ordinates. which they justly consider to he iimrks of depetideifi^e, and 
gradually to reduce the sulKirdiiiate.s to entire obedience to themselves. 

On the other hand, the guaranteed Chiefs, relying on the protection 
of the Dritish Government and the limitalion iin|)osed on the |)owet 
of their superiors, have not: iiifrotpiently otfempted to assume a degree 
of inde|K*ndem-e to ivhich they ais* not entitled. Tt has pimed a mutter 
of much ditficulty for Ihe otfit ers of tlie'Hritisii Goveriiiiieiit to hold laitli 
parties fast to their engagements; hut the nw^essity for a strict adherence 
to the iMigugeiiient.s concluded in 1818 is us strong non* as it was then. 
The degree f»f iiilerferencc exercised hy the llritish Govern iiieiit in the 
affairs of the guaranteed Chiefs varies with the nature of the engage- 
ments «*on<‘luded, which were very iiuiiieroiis and diverse in character: 
some lieing in the form of engagements Imfweeri the superior State and 
the su1.M)rdi nates giiaiaiitecd by the Dritish Goveriiment ; others being 
saiiuds or det^ls issued hy the representative of the Dritish Government 
either alone or conjointly with (he ruler of the superior State; and 
others lieing meiv orders or imrwaiias issued by the superior Cliief to 
which the repivseiifative of the British Government attached his signa- 
ture a.s guarantee. But although there is very great diversity in their 
tenures, the giinjutiteed Cliiefs may all lie divided roughly inhi three 
main classes: firMt, those Chiefs in the administration of whose affairs 
the interference of the superior is ezetuded % the express terms of the 
guaitintee: nevondhf, those Chiefs whose sapads contain no such 
stipulaiioii ; and tJiirM'jf, those Chiefs who pOHsess no ssnads at all. The 
second class may lie further subdivided into those in the udministrailon 
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of whose affaire inierferonoe ie (a) now ezeliided bgr praoliei« (h) etill 
aimiaid. 

Fatil 1921 none of iho Madiaiieod Statee had power ol Ufa aid death. 
They referred all cases of heinous crimes inTolring sentenoss of death,, 
or transportation, or imprisonment for life, to the local officer of the 
British GoTsmment. But in 1921 most, of them were empowered to 
dispose of all criminal cases, except those against Europeans, Amerieans 
and Qovernment senrants, subject to the condition that persons sentenced 
to death, transportation, or imprisonment for life should be giren e?ery 
facility to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor- 
General. 


In cases where guaranteed land or tanka holders also hold un- 
guaranteed land or tankas, it has been decided to omit all reference to 
such unguaranteed holdings in this publication; but, in the case, of 
guaranteed landholders, it has not been found practicable to separate 
the statistics of area, population and revenue; which, as given, are those 
of the entire holding whether guaranteed or not. In the case of 
guaranteed tanka holers, holding no guaranteed land, statistics of area, 
population and revenue have been omitted altogether. It has also been 
decided that, when the same individual has a guaranteed holding from 
two or more Darhars, the account of the Estate will appear under the. 
Agency concerned with the most important holding, with a cross- 
reference under* the Agency concerned with that, or those, of less 
importanoe. 

With regard to the dates given in ihc Documents held by the 
Mediatised Chiefs, it is to be noted that there are two (Tikrama) Samvat 
eras (the Eorthem and Southern) differing from each other by six 
months : two Fasli eral'^he Eorthem and Deccan) differing from each 
ether by two years: and^two Arabic eras — Hijri (A. H.), the lunar 
year, and Arabi (A. A.), the solar year that begins and ends on the 
same dates as the Fasli year, which runs from June to June. The 
Arabi year is seven years behind the Northern, and nine years bdiind 
the IkHscan Fasli; thus 1219 A. A. (June 6th, 1818— June 5th, 1819 
A.D.)»1226 Nor&em Fasli and 1228 Deccan Fasli; while the approii- 
inately corresponding lunar year was 1234 A. H. 


This Tolume deals with the States and Estates in political relations 
with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General 
in Central India, and with the subordinate Agencies of Bhi^ and 
Southern States of Central India and Malwa. The States in the 
Bundelkhand and Baghelkhand Agencies, which are treated separately 
as differing in many respects fnm other parts of Central India, and 
the Gwalior Besidency are dealt with in Tolume T.

Tka aftdn of the Indore Stete wore under the immedinte poUikel 
eupervieion end control of the Agent to the OoTmnor-Generel in Central 
Indie until September when e eeperate Beeident wee eppointed to 
oondnet politicel reletione with the Mehereje Holker. The eppointment 
of Beeident wee eboliehed in November 1916 end the reletione of the 
Indore 8tet§ were egain pieced under the direct politicel control of 
the Agent to the Governor-Cenerel in Central Indie. 

The outlying portions of the State, for the purpose of routine metters 
such ae extradition, are in the political charge of the Political Agent 
in the Southern' States of Central Indie end ICelwa; while the 
Pergane of Alempur is within the political charge of the Politicel Agent 
in Bundelkhand end the Pargene of Nendwei in that of the Agent to 
the Covernor-Qeneral in Central Indie. 

The Agent to the Governor-General in Central India alto deals 
directly with eight mediatised land and tanka holders. 

On the abolition of the post of Besident at Indore in 1916, the 
guaranteed holdings of Bai, Bilaude*, Dheora Ganjere, Keyathe, Men, 
Naulana* and Sheogarh* came under this Agency : also Hirapur, whjoh 
had been transferred from the Bhopal Agency to the Indore Besidency in 
1909. 

The Estate of Lalgerh, which is included in the Gwalior Besidency, 
is described under this Agency, since the Thekur’s most important hold- 
ing is from Holker. 

In 1909 the Estate of Bhatkheri, which was then in the Melwa 
Agency, lapsed to the Indore Berber : end Ajraode* in 1915, end 
Dhuletie* in 1919, both of which were then in the Gwalior Besidency, 
lapsed to the Gwalior and Indore Berbers. 

In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Besidency from the 
Central India Agency, it was decided that the Estates named below who, 
besides their holdings from Gwalior, either hdd lend or receive tankas 
from fhe States shown against their names, should in respect of their 
Gwalior holdi^ deal with the Gwalior Besidency, and for the others 
witii this Agaiwy entered against their names :

The Bhumia of Rajgarh, lieaidee his grant from the British Govern- 
ment, has guaranteed holdings from Indore and Dhar. In respect of 
all these he denis with the Political Agent, Southern States of Genti-al 
India and Malwa. 

In 1921 the Estates of Bilauda, Hinipur, Lalgarh, Naulana and 
Sheognrh came under the settlement, made with Gwalior in that year, 
in regard to their guaranteed holdings from the Gwalior Darbar. In 
respe^ of those holdings they deni with the Resident, Gwalior, 

(1) INDORE. 

, The Holkar family who rule at Indore are Hindus of the Dhangar or 
shepherd caste. * The first of. the Holkar family who rose to eminence 
was Malhar Rao, who was one of the most distinguished leaders in the 
first Hahratta invasion of Northern Indin. His only son, Khande 
Rao, married the famous Ahalya Bai and was killed in battle in 1754, 
leaving a son, Mali {t^o. Malhar Rao died in 17G6 and was succeeded 
by his grandson Mali Rao, who died insane nine months after his 
accession. His mother Ahalya Bai then assumed personal charge of the 
administration, and appointed Tukoji Rao Holkar, who belonged to 
the same caste, but was in no way related to Malhar Rao, to bear titular 
honours, command her army in the field, and discharge such duties 
ns from her sex, she was unable to perform. Ahalya Bni died^in 1795 
and the rule of the State devolved on Tukoji Rao. He died in 1797, 
leavinir two legitimate sons, Kashi Rao and Malhar Rao, and two 
illegitimate sons, Yeshwant Rao and Tithoji. Malhar Rao was killed 
in battle in 1798; and Yeshwant Rao then became the real chief of 
the liouse of Holkar, though professedly acting in the name of Khande 
Rao, infant son of Malhar Rao. Yithoji was raptured and put to death 
by the Peshwa Baji Rao in 1801. 

In 1803 Yeshwant Rao defeated the united forces of Srindia and 
the Peshwa near Poona. The conclusion of the Treaty of Bassein (see

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Yd. YII, The Peehwa, Vo. Xlll)» by which the eabordiiiaiioii of 
the Peshwa to the British GoTemmeni was fiimly established, defeated 
Teshtraat Bao*s hopes of possessing himself of the person of the Periiwa. 
In 1808, when Scindia and the Baja of Berar oombined against the 
British, Holkar promised to join the confederacy; bnt on &e actual 
outbreak of hostilities he kept aloof, and apparently intended to take 
advantage of the war to aggrandise himself at Soindia’s expense. His 
schemes were,, however, rendered hopeless by the peace with Scindia, 
which ensued upon the conclusion of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon 
(tee Vol. y, Gwalior, No. lY); and Holkar, aftor making a series of 
unacceptable proposals for an alliance, drifted into war with the British. 
In the military operations which followed he was pursued by Lord 
Lake across the Sutlej, whither he had retired in the hopes of forming a 
combination with the Sikhs against the British Government: and in 
December 1805 he signed a Tmty (No. I) on the banks of the Baas, 
by which he surrendered a large portion of his territories. (Nee also 
Appendix No. I.) 

Lord Cornwallis* second appointment as Governor-General marked 
a change in the policy of the British Government, and it was considered 
expedient to withdraw from the connection formed with some of the 
minor Bajas in the conquered provinces to the west of the Jumna. 
His successor Sir George Barlow was guided by the same policy notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of Lord Lake, who not only considered 
that the British Government were pledged to respect their engagements 
with these Chiefs, but also that ^e alliances with them interposed a 
strong barrier against the future encroachments of the Mahrattas. In 
pursuance of his policy, however, Bir George Barlow caused a declara- 
toiy article to be added in February 1806 to the Treaty of December 
1805, rriinquishing to Holkar the districts of Tonk, Bampura, and other 
districts forming, the ancient possessions of the Holkar family, which 
at one time it had been the intention of Government to cede to Scindia 
in lieu of the actual grant of four lakhs of rupees assigned to him 
under the Treaty of 1806 (tee Yol. Y, Gwalior, No. Yl). By article 
4 of the Treaty with Holkar the district of Eunch in Bunddkhand was 
assigned as a life-grant to Bhima Bai Sahiba, daughter of Yeshwant 
Bao Holkar. This lady died in November 1858, and the district of 
Eunch then reverted to the British Government. A pension of Bs. 20,000 
a year was assigned for life to her grandson Govind Bao Bolia, for 
the support of the old retainers of the family; but, as Govind Bao did 
not devote this money to the purpose for which it was intended, the 
grant was resumed and the retainers pensioned for life by the British 
Government. 

Soon aflar ilie ccmolnsion of the Treaty of 1805 Tedhwant Bao Holkar 
poisoned his nephew Ehande Bao and Ekshi Bao was put to death by 

rr 
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hit ffttmifito, OhinuM Blura. Yefkwaat Bao that beoaaie ia aaiii 0 » 
as wall as in fact, the head of the hoase, bat soon after became insane. 
'He died in 1811» leaving a sooi Ifalhar Bao, daring whose minorily 
the State was tom by the most violent dissensions. Talsi Bai» 
Yeshwant Bao’s favoaritejconoabine, secared herself in the regency. 

In entering on the Pindari war it was the policy of the Marqaess of 
Bastings to pat a stop to the predatory q^m by a revival of the 
political alliances which had been abandoned in 1805. The weakness 
of Holkar, which formed an excuse for connivance at Pindari depre- 
dations, necessitated the intervention of the British to restore his govern* 
ment and to sabdae his matinoas army. Proposals for an alliance were 
on the point of being offered when Talsi Bai secretly expressed a denre 
to place the yoang Holkar and his government ander the protectioa 
of the British 

While negotiations were pending, however, information was received 
of the probable outbreak of hostilities with the Pediwa, and a hostile 
l)earing was immediately assumed by Holkar^s Dgrbar. It is probable 
that Tulsi Bai would have concluded the alliance with the British; bat 
a sudden revolution was effected by the mutinous army, she was seised 
and barbarously murdered, and the Paihan Chiefs who headed the mili- 
tary faction, having pledged themselves to adopt the cause of Baji 
Bao, broke off the negotiations. Holkar’s army sustained a complete 
defeat at Mahidpur on the 21st December 1817. and on the 0th January 
1818 the Treaty of Mandasor (Mandsaur) was cfoncluded (No. II), by 
which the engagement between the British Qovemment nnd Amir Khan 
was confirmed; four districts rented by Zalim Singh of Kotah were 
ceded to him; Holkar lost all his possessions within, and to the south 
of, the Satpura hills; and. his remaining territories came under the 
protection of the British (Jo^emment. By article 4 of the Treaty, 
Holkar ceded to the British Govemment all his claims to tribute and 
revenue over the Bajput princes, some of whom were specified : the list 
did not include Partabgarh, but an arrangement was come to later, 
whereby the British Government undertMk to pay to Holkar the 
Partabgarh tribute of Salim Shahi Bs. 72,700. The equivdient 
(Bs. 57,874-3-2) in British currency, at the rate of exchange then 
obtaining, is still paid by the Govemment of India to the Indore State, 
in spite of the subsequent depreciation in the value of the Salim Shahi 
coin in which payment is recovered from Partabgarh, By article 5, 
Holkar ceded all his territories within or north of the Bnndi hflls: 
and thte cession was erroneously supposed to include Holkar’s one-thifd 
diare of the pargana of Heshoraipaten, which was accordingly confened 
on Bundi by a Treaty concluded in 1818 (nee Vol. TIT, Haraoti and 
Tbnk Agency, No I). When the correct facts were afterwards ascer- 
tained, the transfer to Bundi was allowed to stand, and the British

CtoftnuBMit agreed to pay Holkar Ra. 90,000 (Bandi mimiu^) annually, 
u eompenaation lor the territory of which he had been emneonely / 
leprived. It appears, from contemporary documente, that the originid 
ntention was to make this payment until a suitable grant of territory 
sould be assigned; but this intention, if it erer really existed, was not 
inieued. By article 6 of the Treaty, Holkar transferred the fort of 
Sendhwa to the British OoTemment. But it was restored in 1806 in 
consideration of a payment of Bs. 16,000 for the construction of a bridge 
over the Gobi Nadi, and on the conditions that no alteration would 
be made in the existing customs duties on the Agra-Bombay road, 
snd that the residents of Sendhwa were not allowed to stdler by the 
transfer of the fort to Holkar. 

The anarchy and confusion which prevailed in Holkar’s territories 
previous to the conclusion of the Treaty of Mandasor had completely 
ruined the finances of the country. Tantia Jogh, Holkar's Minister,' 
set himself lealously to effect their recovery. Occasional loans were 
made to him by the British Government on the security of the Hunch 
jagir and the Fartabgarh tribute, by which means the Minister was 
enabled to discharge the arrears of the disbanded troops and other 
pressing demands. Of the troops retained a portion was set apart for 
the formation of the Mahidpur Ck>ntingent, others were sent into ^the 
districts, and only a select body of about 500 cavalry was retained at 
the capital, together with a sufficient force of infantry. 

Two insurrections broke out in 1819, one occasioned by an impostor 
personating Malhar Rao Holkar, and the other by the pretensions of 
Hari Rao Holkar, son of Vithoji and cousin of the Maharaja. The 
impostor, whose real name was Krishna Kunwar, assembled a consider- 
able force to the west of the Chaihbal, and kept the field for some 
1 months, supported by a body of Arab and Makrani mercenaries from 
I the Gujarat border; but he was at length encountered by the Mahidpur 
Contingent, and his party broken and dispersed. He then fled to Kotah; 
j but being there recognised by an agent of Holkar’s government, he 
! warn seised and brought to Indore, where he was kept in confinement 
! for some time, but was ultimately pardoned and set at liberty. The 
I insurrection of Hari Rao Holkar was less formidable; for soon becoming 
; sensible of the folly of his enterprise he relinquished it, and threw him- 
i self on the generosity of his young cousin who. it is said, was disposed 
. to pardon him, but was dissuaded from his purpose by Tantia Jogh, 
who thought it imprudent that he should be left at liberty to disturb the 
peace of the country. He was accordingly kept under confinement 
Serious disturbances broke out on the Rampnra frontier in 1821, 
tenanted by the Thakur of Bhatkberi and others, which were not finally 
quelled until the beginning of the following vear and after the employ- 
ment of the Centingent under a Britiab officer. The results of the

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opmliimt wm tiiat the Bhettheri^C^id’e niieooiidiiot wm penfahid bgr 
the lequeetratiim of thml portion of hii Jegir which he hdd nadir 
HoUnw^s govemment; that Bhairur Singh, another of the leading ininir- 
gents, delirered himedf up under the promise of subsistence; that 
Ajit Singh, the Chief of the jimnd of Sondhia plunderers, was sent with 
some of his companions to Sondhwara for a year’s close confinement. 
Again towards the end of 1822 it became necessary to employ a detadi* 
ment of British troops for the reduction of the fort of Barkhera, in 
which a body of insurgents had assembled and were committing various 
excesses in Ae neigh^uring districts* 

In 1826 an Agreement (No. Ill) was made with Holkar, Shar, 
Dewas and other States in Malwa, securing to the British (lovemment 
the exclusive right to purchase opium grown in Malwa; but, as the 
result of this arrangement was unsatisfactory, the monopoly was 
abandoned in 1829, and a transit duty was levied instead upon the opium 
in its passage through the British territories to the sea coast. 

In 1829 the Begu Thakur, a feudatory of Mewar, took possession 
of Holkar’s district of Nandwas. The invader was expelled a body 
of Holkar’s troops ; but the Thakur, about a year after the first aggres- 
sion, again seised the same district, and was again driven off by Holkar’s 
troops and the Contingent. The Mewar State was held responsible for 
the Thakur’s aggression, and a demand of Bs. 24,000 in payment of the 
expenses incurred by Holkar in repelling the first attack was made upon 
the Maharana. This compensation was not paid until eight years had 
elapsed after the occurrences for which it was claimed : and Uie Indore 
Darbar never obtained compensation for the loss and expense incurred 
by the second aggression of the Thakur. 

Malhar Bao Holkar diedjn October 1833. He left no issue, but 
his widow and his mother adapted a child, who was said te be of the 
same caste and lineage as Malhar Bao. The British Government mpde 
no objection to this adoption, but at the same time did not bind them- 
selves te support the arrangement if it should appear to be illegal or 
subversive of the rights of any othmr party, or contrary to the wishes^of 
the majority of the Chiefs and followers of the Holkar State. It was 
acknowledged simply as the spontaneous and unopposed act of the govern- 
ment of Indore, in which the people seemingly acquiesced. The child 
was publicly installed in Januaiy 1834 under the title of Martend Bao 
Holkar. ihe ado|i^ion of Mariand Bao, however, proved to be a 
device of the mother of Malhar Bao Holkar for the purpose of keeping 
the powM in her own hands during a long minority. It was not indeed 
acceptable to the people, trho were in favour of the succession of Hari 
Bao Holkar, who had been imprisoned in 1819 for rebellion, and had 
ever since been kept in rigorous confinement. He was released in 
Pebruai^ 1884 a powerful body of his partisags, and received a ready 
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wdooiiM from iko troops and paopla. The policy of non-intarforanca 
pramtad tha Baaidsnt from gidng aotiya supp^ to ICartaaid lUo» 
alUioiig]i tha inatallation had bm a^owladgad hy fha Biitiah Ohmna* 
mant. Sarioos disiurbancas followed. The wealthy merchants fled from 
Indore; trade was snapaadad; and the marauding Bhil tribes infested 
the roads and plundered many Tillages. As Hari Bao eyidently had the 
popular voice on his side, and it was necessary to put a stop to the 
anarchy which prevailed, it was decided to support him : and ha was 
eventually escorted into Indore by a detachment of the Contingent under 
command of a British officer, and was formally installed in April 1884. 
Martand Bao was banished, and granted an allowance of Bs. 600 a month 
on condition of his resigning alt claims to the succession. 

The long impr^nment of Hari Bao had unfitted him for government : 
and the management of affairs was left in the hadds of his Minister Baja 
Bhao Phansiai whose oppressive and unpopular measures revived the 
hopes of Martand Bao*s party. In September 18»% an attach was made 
on the palace for the purpose of assassinating the Maharaja and his 
Minister. The attempt was unsucceMful. and resulted in the slaughter 
of the whole of the assailants. 

At this juncture Hari Bao applied to the British Government for aid; 
but it was refused, on the ground that the engagement to maintain the 
internal tranquillity of the country depended on the condition that the 
measures of its government were not directly or indirectly the cause of 
disturbance, and because the grant of assistance would require a contin- 
ual interference in the internal affisirs of the State, inconsistent alike 
with the position of Holkar and the policy of the Briiish Government. 

In 1841 the Maharaja adopted as his heir and successor Khande Bao, 
a boy of thirteen years of age, distantly related to the ruling family. 
Hari Bao died in October 1843. Warned by the evils which resulted 
from the policy pursued on the accession of Martand Bao, the British 
Government took immediate measures to proclaim Khande Bao as the 
acknowledged subpessor to the gaddi, and to make it known that no other 
claims^wodd be recognised. Khande Boo died in February 1844. He 
was never married, and there was no lineal heir to the State, and no 
person who had a legitimate right to adopt. 

The nomination of a snooessor was therefore declared to rest ezdn- 
sively with the British Government: and the Besident, Sir B. Hamilton, 
was instructed to make the selection in such a way as to show that it was 
manilsstly the sob act of the British Government. The mother of Hari 
Bao Holkmr, who was greatly respected by the people, and who had been 
assoobtod with the B^dont in the administration bMore Khande Bao*s 
death, pleaded the claims of Martand Bao; but Government refused to 
ssleet him, and intimated their intention of nominating the second son 
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of Martand Bao’s patemal nnele Bkau Holkar» if Iio diovld ba foimd 
on enqniry to be the moat eligible. ^The Beeident thereupon declared in 
full Ibrbar the deeire of the Britieh OoTemment to perp^uate the State 
of Holkar by the eelegtioh of a anooeeeor from amongst those eligible to 
such distinction ; that the Mah Sahiba had pointed out the second son of 
Bhau Holkar as a fit successor; and that the OoTemor-Oeneral, having a 
great lespect for the. Mah Sahiba, had determined to place him on the 
(foddi. Three days later, the Besident installed the b^ as Tnhoji Bao 
II. In a letter, dated 9th November 1844, to the young Chief the 
Oovemor-Oeneral explained the conditions on which the State was con- 
ferred on him. This Letter (No. IV) was declared to have th» force of 
a Sanad, and the Maharaja was required to present a naiar of 101 gold 
mohurs on its delivery. 

Martand Bao Holkar died without issue in 1849, and with his death 
ended the intrigues which from time to time endangered the peace of the 
State during the rule of Hari Bao Holkar and his successor. 

During the mutiny of 1857 a portion of the Indore troops made an 
attack on the Besidency, which obliged the officiating Agent to the 
Governor-General, Colonel Durand, to retire -to Bhopal. The mutineers 
were also joined by the Malwa Contingent, a local corps, stationed at 
Mahidpur, towards the maintenance of which Holkar paid an annual 
subvention of Bs. 1,11,214 in lieu of his obligation under article 11 of 
the Treaty of Mandasor. In recognition of his services during the 
mutiny Tukoji Bao II received the thanks of the Government of India, 
and the expenditure of Bs. 3,06,992-8-3, incurred by him on the troops 
which had done duty for the rebel contingent, was iefunded. 

In 1862 the Buler of Indore was granted a Sanad of Adoption (No. V). 

In 1864 Holkar agrecfA^ (No. VI) to cede,, free of charge, all land 
required specially for railway purposes; to compensate owners for land 
and buildings taken up by the line; to give full civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over this land to the British Government; and to remit all 
transit duties on through traffic. Certain conditions regarding the sur- 
render of Indore subjects within railway limits were at the same time 
agreed to by the British Government and embodied in the same memo- 
randum. 

In 1866 Holkar was permitted (No. VII) to capitalise his contribu- 
tions towards the Mahidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bhil Corps. 
Accordingly, the State deposited Bs. 28,81|520 with the Govoiiiment of 
India, the interest thereon at 5 per cent, being assigned as the payment 
for the future, ** thereby relieving His Highness from all demands on 
account of the said contingent and Bhil corps, as well as from all 
pecuniary demands, present or future, and from service with troops 
The place of the disbanded Contingent was taken the Central India 
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Hotm, which wM iwiced by the Government M India in 1858, one regi 
ment being stationed at Agar with a detachimnt at Mahidpvr. In IM 
the cantonment of Mahidpnr was restored toUhe Darbar. 

In 1887 the Baler of Indore was granted a permanent salnte of 19 
gnns, and a ^^rmanent local salute of 21 guns within his own territory. 

In 1889 Holkar offered a loan of a crore of rupees to the British 
Government. for the construction of a railway from Qandwa to Indore. 
The offer was accepted, and the terms of the loan were finally settled in 
1870 by a formal Agreement (No. VIII). The extension of the' line 
northward to Batlam, with a branch from Fatehabad to XJjjain, was 
undertaken in 1878, and its further continuation to Neemuoh in 1877, 
the necessary land in Indore territory being made over in each case in 
accordance with the Agreement of 1864. The working of the line on 
behalf of the British Government was made over to the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway Company in 1885, and this contract was 
renewed in 1901 and again in 1906. 

In 1872 the Maharaja was required to relinquish the manufacture 
of arms in his own territory and their importation from abroad, on the 
ground that the accumulation of arms of precision and cannon 'in the 
Indore arsenals could not be justified for the purpose of internal safety 
or by the necessity of external defence. 

By article 6 of the Treaty of Mandasor, Holkar had ceded to the 
British Government all his territories and claims of every description 
whatever within, and south of, the Satpura range of hills. But no exact 
demarcation was attempted till 1864, and its final settlement was only 
concluded in April 1873. In 1877, as an act of grace and to comma* 
morateHhe assumption by Her Majesty Queen Victoria of the title of 
Empress of India, it was determined to make over to the Maharaja 
Holkar a portion of this territory, comprising an area of 360 square miles 
on the Satpura frontier of the district of Khandesh. 

In 1878 a Postal Convention (No. IX) was made with Holkar to 
ffioilitate the interchange of correspondence between the Imperial poet 
and the Indore State post. 

In 1861 the Government of India had authorised the Agent to the 
Governor-General to institute negotiations for an exchange of territotiea 
Holkar agreed to cede a number of scattered villages in the Deccan, and 
five in the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh (known at that time as 
the North-Western Provinces), for lands of equal value in the districts 
of Satwas-Nimawar and Nimar. The astual transfer of the lands was 
finally concluded in 1868; but the adjustment of the accounts in con- 
nectioB with the exchanges was not finally settled till 1881, when a 
Khaiita (No. X) was sent to the Maharaja, intimating the coj^uaion of 
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the B 0 g 0 tiatioiis and approval of tho arrangemanta that had baan inada, 
paxgana of Barwaha in Bimar was inolnd^d in iha lands transfemd 
to tha ICaharaja, on the condition that ha ahalidiad all transit dntias on 
tha trunk road hatwaan Indora and Khandwa. For oartain iron works 
which had bean astahlishad at Barwaha tha Maharaja paid Bs. 60,000 
in 1868. 

In 1880 the British Oovemment, having acquired a virtual salt 
. monopoly by the purchase of the salt sources of Bajputana, addressed tha 
savarid States of Centxal India in which salt was not produced, proposing 
to thmH the abolition of the duties which they levied on salt passing 
through their territories and offering at the same time to compensate 
them for any loss which their revenues might suffer in consequence. The 
Maharaja Holkar consented (No. XI) to these proposals in 1881, on 
condition of receiving as compensation for his concession 45,000 maunds 
of salt annually fiom the British Government, to be delivered by them at 
Indora on payment of Rs. 2-12-0 per maund, the selling price of salt at 
Indora being then over Ks. 5 per maund. This compensation represented 
four times the amount of revenue which the Maharaja Holkar had derived 
from tha abolished duties. Similar agieements were concluded with 
other States, and it soon became clear that, in consequence of an increased 
consumption, the British Government .were in a position to reduce their 
own tax on salt. The price of salt consequently fell, and Holkar com* 
plained that the value of the compensation made to him in kind had 
been seriously affected, and asked that it might be paid in cash. Both 
the justice and the propriety of the claim were questionable; but the 
Government of India conceded his request, and a Supplementary Agree* 
ment (No. Ill) was concluded in 1883, under which the State receives 
Bs. 61,875 a year in lieu of the original payment in kind. 

Tukoji Bao II died in 1886^ and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Shivaji Bao. His first administrative act was the abolition of all transit 
duties throughout the State. 

In 1870-71 an exchange of terriiory had been negotiated between the 
States of Indore and Jbabua, whereby Indore acquired the town 
pargana of Petlawad, and Jhabua acquired the town and pargana of 
Thandla* Indore's right to three-fourths of the sayar revenue at Petla- 
wad, Thandla, and other places in Jhabua territory was adjusted at the 
same time, by assigning to Indore the sole sayar rights in the town and 
par^na of Petlawad, and to Jhabua the sole sayar rights in Jhabua 
territory, . Jhabua paying to Indore a compensation of Salim 

7,172 a ywr, bamd on the average receipts of the preceding ten years. 
The calculation included receipts from transit duties; and, .when that 
tom ot taxation m abolished in Jhabua territory in 1887, fihe yearly 
payment was reduced to Bs. 1,278-11-10, at which it now stands.

In 1899 Shivaji Bao’s maladministration had become so serious that 
a Basident was appointed to the direct political charge of the State in 
subordination to the Agent to the OovemorwGeneral, and the Maharaja 
was required to consult him in all important matters. 

in 1901 an Agreement (No. XIII) was entered into with the Maharaja 
for the eSective control aiid discipline of his Imperial Service Troops 
ahen serving beyond the frontier of the State. 

In 1902 the British rupee was adopted as the standard coin of the 
State. 

In January 1903 Shivaji Bao resigned the gaddi in favour of his son, 
Tukoji Bao Holkar. Shivaji Bao was permitted to retain the personal 
title of Maharaja and to reside in the State, receiving an allowance of 
Be. 4,00,000 a year. He died in 1908. 

During the minority of Tukoji Bao III the State was administered 
by a Oouncil of Begency under the supervision of the Besident. 

In 1905 land * was made over on the usual terms, including cession 
(No. XIY) of full jurisdiction, for the construction of the portion of the 
Nagda-Muttra Bailway running through the State. 

In 1907 the Indore Darbar’s half share of the village of Talen and the 
village of Latakheri were, with the approval of the Government of India, 
exdianged for the villages of Lasuria and Kundeli of Bajgarh. 

In 1908 the Indore State, with the sanction of the Government of 
India, scid all^ rights and powers exercised by them in the Jagir village 
of Datwani to'the Barwani State for Bs. 60,000. 

In the same year the uniScaiion of the Holkar State Poet Ottce with 
the Imperial Post Office was approved and introduced. By this arrange* 

. meni the State was granted a free supply of British service stamps to 
the value of Bh. 85,000, provisionally raM to Bs. 86,000 in 1928. 

In 1911 Tukoji Bao III was invested with full powers.

m British India. The Agreement was renewed in 1922 and again, lor 
n smaller quantity, in 1926 (No. XY). 

Tukoji Rao III was suspected ol some sort of complicity in the 
murder of one Bawls, a prominent Hemon merchant of Bombay, which 
was committed at Bombay in 1925. He was therefore inyited by the 
GoTomment of India in 1^2lb to submit to a Commission of Enquiry; but 
in preference to doing so he expressed a desire to abdicate. This was 
permitted, and he abdicated on the 26ih February 1926 in fawmr of his 
minor son, the present Maharaja Teshwant Bao II, bom in September 
1908. The Maharaja resided in England for education from 1920 to 
1923 and 1926 to 1929 when he was at Christchurch, Oxford. He was 
inrested with full ruling powers on the 9th May 1930. During , his 
minority the administration of the State was carried oh by the State 
Cabinet with the Prime Minister as its President, under the supervision 
and with the advice of the Agent to the Govemor-General. 

In 1928 the Government of India sanctioned the payment to the 
Indore Darbar, with effect from the 22nd August 1872, of arrears, at the 
rate of Bs. 61*104) per annum, on account of the jama of village Laundi 
in the Burwai pargana: which, though included amongst the lands 
transferred to Holkar in 1868 (see No. X, Annexuie to Schedule A) was 
in 1872 granted on quit-rent tenure to one Bana Kirat Singh who, it was 
found, had held it on quit-rent tenure previous to its transfer to Holkar. 
The annual sum payable to Govemmmt by the Darbar (see Memoran- 
dum annexed to No. X) has therefore now been reduced by Bs. 61-104). 

The State’s treaty pageants with the British Gkrvemment are ta^- 
lated in the Introduction. The State also receives from other States the 
following sums annually: — 

(i) From the Narsinghgarh State a tribute of Salim Shahi 
Bs. 85,000, which has bean converted into Bs. 59,577-14) 
British. Payment is made through the Bhopal Agency, 
and the tribute carries with it no rights of supremacy. 

(n) From the Jhabua State, as the result of the Thandla-Petlawad 
settlement, Bs. 1,400 on account of difference of revenue on 
land exchanged, and Bs. i;278-il-10 in lieu of sayar rights. 
Also Bs. 2,014-124) on account of tribute on three Hmraos* 
estates in Jhabua territory which have escheated to that 
Darbar ; and Bs. 1,500 on account of the Khawasa Estate. 
These sums are all in Salim Shahi rupees, but are paid in 
Britidi currency at the oonvirsion rate of exchange, 100 
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Briiidi eumaoy •qual to 200 Salim Shahi. The caetoms 
and 'Khawaia paymente are made through the Southern 
States, of Cen^ India and Malwa Agency, the others 
direct. 

(tw) From fifteen Umraos* in Jhabua territory separate tributes, 
totalling Salim Shahi Bs. 11,084-1-0. These sums were 
originally assigned to Indore by Jhabua in part Hatisfaftioii 
of its own obligations to the Maharaja Holkar, and are paid 
direct. The Maharaja Holkiir possesses no suaerainty over 
these XJmraos. 

The Eiasba of Sundersi which was under the triple jurisdiction of 
Gwalior, Indore and Dhar was exchanged lor five villages of Gwalior in 

1929. 

In accordance with the provisions of article XIV of the Treaty of 
Mandsor (1818) the Maharaja appointed his Vakil with the Viceroy in 

1930. 

On the death of the late Bawat Sajjan Singh in 1908 without heirs, 
the guarantee of the Estate of Bhatkheri (No. XXXI) lapsed to the 
State. The Darbar, however, continued the Estate to the widow of the 
deceased for her life. 

Similarly on the deaths without heirs of the guaranteed Tankadars ol 
Ajraoda and Dhuletiu (see Vol. V, Gw'alior Besidency — Lapsed Estates) 
in 1915 and 1918 rospectively, the tankas lapsed to the State.

The Indore State agreed to entertain in its service 
seven of the Tarwi's adherents and to give him two villages on rent, 
subject after the seventh year to a payment of one rupee per bigha, on 
condition that the Tarwi made no further collections on passengers and 
goods between Mhow and Jam, and was responsible for the prevention of 
.robberies. 

No copy of this engagement is forthcoming, but the Indore Darbar 
have produced an Engagement (No. XXX) written by Kaisha Paima and 
Ajba, the nephews of Tesa Tarwi, whereby they bind themselves to enter 
the service of the Darbar and to hold themselves responsible for the 
protection of the Country within certain limits. The Darbar state that 
lor this service they get Rs. 508 a year, being the equivalent of Hali 
Rs. 60 a month, dir^ from the Dar^r treasury. The circumstances in 
which the settlement of Sir John Malcolm was modified have not been 
dearly ascertained.

Whereas by the second Article of the abovementkmed Treaty Maharaja Jeswunt 
Bao Holkar renounces all right and title to the districts of Tonk, Bampoora,Boondee, 
Lekherreo, Sameydee, Bhaumungaum, Dase, and other places north of the Boondee 
hflk, and now in the occupatiqn of the British Qovemment ; and whereas it has 
been imderstood that the Maharaja attaches great value to the district of Tonk, 
Bampoora, and other districts in that vicinity, which constituted the ancient 
possessions of the Holkar family, and the relations of amity and peace beiDg now 
happily restored between the British Government, and Maharaja Jeswunt Bao 
Holiur, the British Government is desirous of gratifying the wjshes of the Maharaja 
to the utmost practicable extent oonabtent with obnsiderationB of equity, and 
of manifesting its soHdtude to cultivate the friendship and good-will of the Maha- 
laja ; therefore the British Government hereby agrees to consider the provisions 
of the second Article of tiie Treaty aforesaid to be void and of no effect, and to 
relinquish all daim to the districts of Tonk, Bampoora, and soch other districts 
in their vicinity as were formerly in the possession of the Hollaff fami^, and are 
nowin the oocnpation of the Biitidi Govemmsiit.

Tour 
Highness further remarks thet et the condusion of the period of mourning yon 
had been, by the greet kindness of the British Government, installed as suooessor 
to the vecent guddee; end Your Highness proceeds to state thet it irill be your 
aim end objeot so to o^uot the dudes of the office to which you heve been celled 
as to promote the weBere end happiness of the people of the Hblkex State. 

The iutelligeBce of the eeity death of the late Meherejeh was a cense of mneh 
grief to me. B|y thet event the gnddee of the Holkai State beoanse vecent, thcfo 
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beii^p no one M tlid Ifolkir liadty itindbaiiig

I have every confidence that Tour Highness will, to the utmost of your endea- 
vour, administer the duties of the government in which you have been thus in- 
stalled in a manner befitting yonr high station, and with a becoming impression 
of the importance of the interests which will on your coming of age be entrusted 
to yonr care. 

It is the intention of the British Government in thus bestowing on Your High- 
ness the principality of the Holkar State, that the Ghiefship sh<^d descend tp the 
heirs male of Your Highness’ body lawfully begotten, in due succession, from gene- 
ration to generation. 

Until the period of Your Highness coming of age the ailsirs of the government 
will be administered in your behalf, as at present, by a competent Regency acting 
under the general superintendence, and in all matters of importance the instructions 
of the British Besitot, whc will make arrangements for the education of Your 
Highness during your minority in a manner suitable to Your Highness’ future 
high destmies. 

All existing engagements with other Chiefs and States made by the Chiefs d 
Holkar and in force at the time of the death of the late Haharaja will continue 
binding on Your Highnesl and on Your Hi|^ness’ Government.

IV.— The claim to a deduction of Bnpees 8,800 from the amonnt of Hdlhar’s 
Deshmookhi hnqs in commutation of service was waived, and the total amounts 
of these huqs, Bnpees 11,410, was credited to the land instead of to jkhe cash ae- 
count to which they properly banged. 

y.— Ho interest has been claimed on account of the deferred payment to the 
Government of India of revennes of flatwas-Mimawar, which, without giving any 
equivalent, the Malmraja enjoyed from June 1861 to July 1866. The annual 
land revenne derived from the district by the Government of India before trandPer 
was Bnpees 28,872. The Bevenue for the four years therefore would amount to 
Bnpees 12,15,488, and on this sum several years' inteesat ^s been foregone. 

VI. — In Angnst 1872 the Government of India yielded to the Maharaja's 
request to be credited with the sum of Bopees 6,886-16 on account of repairs 
to Public Works alleged to kh^e been made at his expense in Ghandore after the 
transfer of that estate to the G^emment of India. 

VII. — Finally the capitalisation of the Maharaja's ananal eontribntion to- 
wards the maintenance oi the Mehidpnr Oontiafenl and the Malwa Bheel Corps, 
which it was origbially intended should be treated in close ionneetion trith the 
territorial exchanges, was in 1866 carried out separately at a loss to the British 
Government of rather more than 6| lalhs of rupees.

at Mandleaiir. of the Talae of Rnpeea 19,225. 

VI.— No intereat haa been claimed on account of defened pajrment to the 
Goyemment of India of the reyeniie of villagea which the Maharaja did not give up 
for aome tim^ after he receiYed poaaeaeion of the Nimat Peigannaha. Moreover, 
the NimarPeigaainahawtta handed over to Maharaja Holkar under a light amcaa- 
ment at the ezpny of the aetllBmeiit, and iAe leaaaeooment ainee made haa given 
the Ridore Dafhar three or loir timea the revenne whidt the Government of 
India received horn the diatricta, and three or four timea the value at Hdkar'a 
hereditary landa and hnqa in the Deccan.

2. The Britiah Government, in consideration of the loss which the abolition 
of the above duties will entaU on Hia Highness, agrees to deliver to the Indore 
Government at Indore annually forty-five thousand maunds of Baragara salt, at 
the rateof Rupees 2 and annas 12 per maund, each maund weighing 82^bs. 

Thia Agreement shall have effeet from the eighteenth day of November one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, being the date on which the duties in 
question were abolished.

IL-OOPAL AGBNOr. 

This Agency inolndesi beeidee the Treaty State of Bhopal, and the two 
minor Statce of Knrwni and If nhammadgarh which are* immediately 
dependent on the Britiih Ooremnient, the three mediatimd Salute Staten 
of Bajgarh, Narsinghgarh and Khilchipur, and the three mediatised 
Bstates of Baaoda, Fathari and Bamgarh. 

Basoda and Fathari are feudatories of Gwalior: and though, in the 
past, Basoda has been treated as guaranteed by the British Government, 
the question, whether it should be so treated in future, is now under 
consideration. Though holding only from Gwalior, these two Estates 
are included in the Bhopal Agency: and their accounts are, for this 
reason, reproduced under the Bhopal Agency, not under Gwalior.

In 1906 the Estates of Daria Kheri, Dhabla Dhir, Dhabla Ghosi, 
Jhalera, Kamalpur, Kharsia, Paiharia, the Pindara Jagirs, Sadan Kheri 
and Tappa, being feudatories of Gwalior, were transfer^ to the Gwalior 
Besidency. Hirapur was transferred in 1909 to the Besident at Indore : 
and, on the abolition of that post, came under the Central India Agency. 


Larawat lapsed in 1879 to the Dhar and Dewas Darbars : Maksudan* 
garb* lapsed to Gwalior in 1900 : and Suthalia lapsed to Bajgarh in 1910. 


In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Besideni^ from the Central 
India Agency, it was decided that the Estates named below who, besides 
their holdings from Gwalior, either hold land or receive tankas from the

All the Chiefs in this Agency, whether immediately dependent on, or 
mediated and guaranteed by, the Britieli Qot*erpment, have adopted 
British ciirrenoy and the special Arms Itulee. 


1. BHOPAL. 

Bhopal is the principal Mnssalman State in Central India, and ranks 
next in importance to Hyderabad among the Muhammadan States of 
India. The ruling family was founded by Dost Muhammad, an Afghan, 
who went to Delhi during the first years of Bahadur Shah (1708). In 
1709 he obtained a lease of the Berasia pargana. Ho died about 1740. 
On his death his minor legitimate son Sultan Muhammad Khan was put 
in power by the Pathan Chiefs; but the cause of Yar Muhammad Khan, 
an elder but illegitimate son, wos espoused by the Nisam, and Sultan 
Muhammad was compelled to abdicate in his favour. Tar Muhammad 
Khan was succeeded by his eldest son Fais Muhammad Khan. The claims 
of his uncle Sultan Muhammad Khan were again brought forward by a 
powerful party; but in the contest which ensued Sultan Muhammad Khan 
was defeated and was obliged to accept the grant of Rahatgarh for himself 
and his descendants, and to renounce all claims to the sovereignty of 
Bhopal and all iu^rference with the affairs of the State. 

At this time tlie Peshwa Baji Rao, while returning from Delhi, 
demanded in the name of the Emperor the restoration of the territories 
usurped hy the PathanS: of Bhopal : and the Nawab was compelleil hy 
treaty to relinquish all hnl possessions in Malwa except a few towns, being 
confirmed by Die Peshwa iir his remaining possessions in Oondwara. 

Fail Mnhammad Khan left no issue and was succeeded ty his brother 
Tasin Muhammad, who survived only a few days, and was succeeded hy 
his brother Hayat Muhammad Khan, during whoee weak administration 
the real power remained in the hands of his ministert. 

Towards the doee of the mgliteenth century the Bhopal territories were 
overrun by plundering bai^ of Pindaris, and were also invaded by 
Ragbuji BhoDda. At this time Waiir Muhammad, son of the Kawab's

Bnt hia 
power and abilitioa oseitad tin «tvy and jaaknay of Ghana ICnhaaainad, 
tha MW and ancoaaaor of Hayat llnhwnmad Khan, who, to atrangthon 
hianalf againat Waair Mahaannad, inrited tha aimiao of Seindia aad 
Nagpnr to aoeityy tha oaaatoy, aad agraod to pay to Soiadia aa annnal 
trihirto. From ^ tima Ghana Mohammad, thiragh ho long annrirad 
aad onjoyod tin titnlar dignity of Nawah, had no inf nonoa in tho 
gommaaant of tha eonatiy, nor ware hia olaima over agitated ia tin die. 
enariona whieh anhaoqnaati/ atom regarding the a n eeaa ain n to tin Bhopal 
Stoto. 

Waair Mnhammad'a frat aflOrta, made ahont tho year 1800, to ohtain 
the aaeiatauoe end mediation of tin Britiah Goremmant in hia atmg^m 
with tin Mahrattaa ware nnanooeaatnl. Ho waa oompdled for aaU-prmer 
▼atioB to leagne himadf with tha Fiadari leadera. In 1812 a oomhinatioB 
waa made hetwean Soiadia aad Baghnji Bhonala to omah him, and 
Bhopal waa heaiaged hy their nnited armiee towarda the oloae of 1818. 
Waair Unhammod made a gallant defenm during a aiege of nine montiia, 
aad tin Mahrattaa were compiled to retire nnanooetafnl. Seindia wu 
making active eforta to renew the aiege in tin following year, but he waa 
reatraiaed hy the int^erence of the Britiah Government, who began to 
aee eaum for len reliaitty on the frianddiip of Baghnji Bhontia, and to 
value more tiie importaaet of Bhopal aa a maana otohookiag tin kpreda. 
tiona of the Pindaru. Tha connection of Waair Muhammad with tin 
Britiah Govemmont, however, never ripenad into any fomnl angagaaaant 
during hia lifatian. 

Waair Mfhaaumd died in 1818, and wm anaeaadad hy hia medhd aon 
Vaiar Muhammad, with fha canant el all partfaa aad, among otinra, of 
tin oMar aon Amir Muhammad Khan, who waa diaqua li fad hy riaioua 
iwmiHii Maaar Muhammad waa mairiad to aoKudaiaBagom,da«|^riar 
of Ghana Muhaanmd. 

Ona of the fiat amaanaa tohan hy tho Britiah Gafvanannt at tha ooaa* 
meMaaiaat of tin Fiadari war ia.lS17 waa tin famnlioB of a dam allianoe 
win llhnpil Tho Fiadari laadme had long found a aaeureratroat in tin 
Bhopal Stoto, aad it waa ohkfy hy tiimr halp tint tito Kawnhi af Bhopal 
had hoin dfa to racial tin attodn of Seindia aad the B^a af VaQW. 
But the f— with them f ireehe e tow waa diatoatofd to tin Hawab, 
aad flbiatod onty femn inahOity to oontrol tinn. Raaar Muhammad 
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^adlj aeo^led tli« Briiiih alliance. An agreement was made 
with him on conditions proposed 1^ himself, with the addition of an 
engagement to give the British Government the service of his troops. No 
fonnal treaty was executed, but the correspondence (No. I) which passed 
in 1817 was declared to have the force and validity of a treaty. The 
conditions of this engagement weiw faithfully fulfilled, and they wars 
made the basis of a formal Treaty (No. II) of perpetual friendship and 
alliance concluded with the Nawab in 1818, by which his State was 
guaranteed; he agreed to furnish a contingent of GOO horse and 400 
infantry; and he received five districts in Malwa ns a reward for his 
services, and to enable him to maintain the contingent. The grant of 
these districts was subject to an assignment of Rs. 6,000 a year on their 
revenues to Khande Bao, the former manager, which provision was 
guaranteed by the British Government, No. Ill being the sanad granted 
in 1818 to Khande Bao by Naa-ab Nasar Muhammad under the guarantee 
of Captain Stewart, sub^uently countersigned by Sir John Malcolm. 
The town and fort of Islamnagar, which had pass^ from the possessioa 
of the Nawab, were also restored to him. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the treaty, Nasar Muhammad met his 
death through an accident. He left one daughter, Sikandar Begam. It 
was arranged with the consent of the Bhopal nobles, and with the sanction 
of the British Government, that he should be succeeded, under the regency 
of the Kudsia Begam, by his nephew Munir Muhammad Khan, son of his 
elder brother Amir Muhammad Khan, who had resigned his claims when 
Nasar Muhammad Khan became Nawab in 1816 ; and that Munir Muham- 
mad Khan should marry Sikandar Begam. In 1827 Munir Muhammad 
Khan endeavoured to assert his authority, but was resisted by the regent : 
and he eventually resigned his claim to Sikandar Begam’s hand and to the 
succession in favour of his younger brother Jahangir Muhammad Khan, 
receiving as compensation a jagir of Bs. 40,000 a year which was guaran- 
teed by the Britidi Government. This arrangement was effec:ie<1 in con- 
cert with the Chiefs of the State, who claim by custom a limited privilege 
in tluTselection of their ruler. 

The Kudsia Begam, anxious to retain the power in her own hands, 
long delayed, on various pretexts, the celebration of the marriage of her 
deleter wi& Jahangir Muhammad Khan. But finding her endeavoum 
to secure the eouutenance of the British Government to her retention of 
the administration during her life unavailing, the Begam at last 3 rislded, 
and the ouurriage was celebrated in April 1^35. This, however, did not 
put an end to t£i family dissensions, tl^ Begem still hoping to evade the 
ectiial rseignatHm of ppwer, and Sikandar Begam entertaining ambitious 
views of her own. In 1886 a plot of the Nawab Jahangir Muhammad 
Bfcaw to seiae the peroon of the Kudsia Begam was disoemed. He was 
anestod and pul under restraint, but effe^ his ssrape in April 1837 
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and, being joined 1^ a lorge party of hie followere, raieeil the standard 
of rebellion. Although Government admitted the Nawah’a claim to be 
jnet, and nlthougli it had Ik^eii i*ecogniaed by Government and by the 
Kudaia Begam on the supeieesflion of hie elder brother, yet formal inter- 
ference declined.,,. The Nawab was defeated and compelled to seek 
shelter behind the walls of Ashta. Aftir the siege of this town had lasted 
for some months without any decisive result, the Kudsia Begam and the 
Nawab accepted the proposed mediation of the British Government. An 
Agreement (No. IV), which was afterwards countersigned by ihe Gover- 
nor-General, was concluded between them in Novemlier 1887, by which 
the Nawab was left in charge of the administration, and the Kudsia 
Begum received a life-jagir of 5 lakhs (Bhopal coin) a year, with which 
the Nuwah pledged himself not to interfere. 

The Nawab and Sikandar Begam also executed an agreement in 1837 
not to design or commit injury to each other; hut, while approving of 
this agreement. Government considered it io he of too private a nature to 
admit of its formal ratification. 

The reconciliation of the Nawab with Sikandar Begam was not sincere, 
and shortly after his accession she retireil to live with the Kudsia Begam 
at Islunmagar. The Nawab die^l in December 1844, having previously 
executed a will to the effect that his illegitimate son Dnstgir should suc- 
ceed him in power, and that his daughter by Sikandar Begam, Shah 
Jahan, should he married to a descendant of Wimr Muhammad Kha'' of 
pure blood. 

The will in favour of Diistgir was set aside, and several plots to place 
him in power failed. The British Government r€»cogni8ed the succession 
of Shah Jahan in the some manner ns, on the death of Naxar Muhammad 
Khan, it had admitted the claims of Sikandar Begam; and if was decided 
that the future husband of Shnh Jahan, who was to h»» selected from the 
Bhopal family with a viewNo the aiiinlgnmntion of the two branches de- 
scended from Ghaus Muhammad Khan and Waxir Muhammad Khan, 
should he Chief of Bhopal ; and that in the meantime Faujdnr Muhammad 
Khan, brother of Kudsia Begam, should act ns regent, receiving co-opera- 
tion from Sikandar Begam. The arrangement did imt work well:^and 
eventually Faujdar Muhammad Khan resigned his office, and Sikandar 
Begam was appointed regent in February 1847. 

Sikandar Begam conducted the administration with great vigour and 
ability. She abolished the system of fanning the revenue and made 
settlements directly with the heads of villages; regulated the assessments 
of the estates of the jagirdars; abolished monopolies of trades; brought 
the mint under her direct management: i-e-organised the police; ond made 
arrangements for the linuidntion of the debts of the State. 

The Bhopal Contingent was reformed in 1840, and the Nawab agreed 
to increase the yearly tribute paid for its maintenance from Bs. t,«10,000 
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to Bt. l,dSfiOO (Bhopal cnmitoy). I'Hi t!6ittiiig«nt was again rMigw* 
ited in when a Snpplfmentairy Article (No. V) to the Treaty of ISIS 
wae agreed to by Sikandar Begam, by which the annual contribution lor 
the perpetual maintenance of the Gontingent wae raiaed to Ra. 2,00,000 
(Bhopal currency), on conation that the whole liabilities of the State for 
the Gontingent were thenceforth to be limited to that sum. 

In ^ly 1855 Shah Jahan Begam was married to Bakshi Baki Muham* 
mad Khan of Bhopal. He did not belong to the Bhopal family. Indeed, 
there existed no member of the family with whom Shah Jahan Begam 
could contract an eligible marriage; and, as the nobles of Bhopal, al- 
though willing to submit to the Begam, were not prepared to acknowledge 
as ruler of Bhopal anyone who did not belong to the ruling family, some 
modification of the arrangements made in 1844 became necessary. It was 
eventually decided that Shah Jahan Begam should be the Ghief of the 
State, her husband being only titular Nawab, and that Sikandar Begam 
should continue to act as regent till Shah Jahan Begam should reach the 
age of twenty-one. 

Sikandar Begam, however, was dissatisfied with her position. She 
complained of the recognition of her late husband as Ghief of Bhopal, die 
being sovereign in her own right, and of the consequent recognition of her 
own daughter daring her lifetime. Government, however, having recog- 
nised the claims of Shah Jahan Begam, could not set them aside; but 
Shah Jahan Begam voluntarily resigned her right to rule during her 
mother’s lifetime. Arcoidingly in 1859 Sikandar Begam was proclaimed 
Ruler and Shah Jahan Begam her heir, the succession remaining with 
Shah Jahan’s children. 

For her services during the mutiny of 1857 Sikandar Begam received, 
in 1860, a Grant (No. VI) of the pargana of Berasia, which had been con. 
ftscated on account of the rebellion ^at took place in the Dhar State (see 
Part III (1), Southern States of Gentral India). The Begam liberally 
rewarded with jagirs those of her own subjects who rendered good service 
in theeorisis of 1857. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Bhopal received an Adoption Sanad (No. VII). 

The Bhopal Contingent mutinied in 1857 and was disbanded, its duties 
being undertaken paitiy by regular troops and partly by the Bhopal 
Battalion, which was raM in 1859. In 1862 the Begam lonni^y 
assented (No. YIII) to this arrangement, which was practically a modi- 
fication of the Supplementary Article of 1849. 

In IM the Begam appealed against the exercise of jurisdiction by 
the Polmcal Agent in respect of cases where British subjects, Indian or 
European, wm either plaintiffs or defendants, as a violation of the 9th 
article of the Bhopal Traaty of 1818; and clai?ned the right, unber certain 
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•miiBtiiii&ti* mad# (without tho authority or knowlodga ol tha Gofom* 
iMit at India) with the Political Agent in 1847, to tiy in bar own oonrtt 
Briiidi rabjacts guilty of offenoei within har tairitorias, and tha imrandar 
of Britifh snbjaetft guilty ot luoh'oitanooa whan apprahandad in Britiih 
tarritoriaa. Tha claims howavar, waa not admitted. Tha Bagam waa told 
that the principle und^lying tha Treaty of 1818 waa contaii^ in article 
8, which declaraa that tha Bhopal Darba^ will act in subordinate oo-opera- 
tion with tha Britiah OoTamment and aoknowledga its aupramacj; that 
the 9th artida ralarrad to tha authority of the Nawab of Bhopal over hia 
own aubjacts within hia own territory and not to British subjects; that 
this waa apparent, /frit, from tha corraapondanca which took place whan 
tha treaty was concluded, and which showed that the object of the clause

And.— In new and raoant oases whan oBandara, after tha parpatr a tion of a orima, 
fly to the Bhopal t^toay, and the thanadaia or poliM of ttia British G orsir n mant 
gat oorraet information of their harinn dona ao, they will tollow the offondara into 
the Bhimal territory and apprehend and deUrar them to tha Bhopal looal tha n ad ar ; 
they wilt not in eooh casae be at liberty to arrest and bring away offenders without 
the knowledge of the oflfeials of tha Bb^ State; but if tha Britiah oflioials in 
the pursuit of snob offenders happen to raaoh a plaoe within tha Bhopal State, 
where, owing to there being no thana, or being wild and uninhabited, no aaelstoaoe 
oan be obtained, than they may arrest the offender and taka him with them, 
adring'howafar due notioa of their prooeedingi to the nearest thana of the Bhopal 
Stota. The oflMals of tha Bhopal State in similar cases oan in like manner enter 
tha Britiah territories and aot similariy. 

Oriminale in heinous aeaes only will be deliyared up by the two OorarnmentB. 
The above rule appUes onty^ saeh o ff e nd ers.

remitted in 1872, on the understanding that the Begam would keep in 
proper repair the roads already made and spend a reasonable sum anaually 
in opening up others. In 1888 the maintenance o£ thoee seetions of the 
Sehore-Bewas road and the Sehore-Biaora rokd, which lie within the 
limits of the Bhopal State, was entrusted to the Barbvi under certain 
conditions. 

In 1878 the Bhopal Battalion serred in the A^fhan campaign. 

In 1879 it was proposed by the Bhopal Stats to establish opium scales 
at the new settlement of Shahjahanabad near Bhopal, with a bounty on 
all opium brought there for weighment. Conditional sanction to this 
arrangement, which was at first tentative for three years, was accorded in 
the following year the Government of India. The opium scales were 
abolished in 1914. 

In 1880 an Agreement (No. X) was concluded between the Govern* 
ment of li dia and the Bhopal State for the construction of a line of rail- 
way from Hoshangabad to Bhopal, the State paying 60 lakhs of rupees 
on that account, and receiving in perpetuity any profits which might 
aeorue on that sum. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. XI) was concluded b^ which the Bhopal 
State abolished the levy of transit duties on salt passing through its terri- 
torieSf and the British Government agreed. to pay as compensation an 
annual sum of Bs. 10|000. 

The Kudsia Begam died in December 1881, and her jagir lapsed to the 
State. Her pers^^ property, amounting to nearly 15 lakhs, was in- 
herited by her grand-daughter Shah Jahan Begam, daughter of Sikandar 
Begam. 

In 1887 certain provisions in the Railway Agreement of 1880 were 
modified a Supplementary Agreement (No. XII). In 1888 the man- 
agement of the railway Vas transferred, by order of the Government of 
India, from the Griat Indian Peninsula B^way Company to the Indian 
Midlsmd Bailway Company. Civil and criminal juris^otion on this line 
was ceded (No. XIII) by the Begam to the Briti^ Government in 1888. 

For some years previous to 1886 the administration of thecBhopal 
State had suffered ohiefiy owing to the ill^vised interference of the 
Begam’s husband in public affairs, the Begam having retired behind the 
purdah. The British Govemment, after repeated expostulation, was at 
length reluctantly obliged to interpose. The Nawab was depriv^ of his 
title and honours, and forbidden to interfere in any way with the trans- 
aotum of public business. The Begam was at the same time advised by 
Govemment to nominate, to assist her in the conduct of puUic affairs, a 
lespoBsible minister who should be approved by the Govemor-Geneiil in 
Council. It was the wish of the Government that an Indian minister 
should be appointed; but the Begam pressed for the nomination by the 
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Vmroj of * Britiih ofliceri and Colonel Ward was eeleotad lor the pMt 
in 1886. In 1888 an Indian gentleman waa chosen by the Begam» with 
Uie approval of the Government of India, to succeed him. The ee-Nnwab 
Saddiq Hasan died in 1890. At the time of his death the Government of 
India had under consideration the Begam’s request that the honours of 
which he had been deprived in 1885 might be mtored to him : and it was 
subsequently decided that, in official conespoudence, he should be referred 
to as the late Nawab Consort 

In 1890 a further supplementary Uailway Agreement (No. XIV) was 
executed by the Government of India and the Begam, providing that the 
profits accruing, or the losses iucuned on, the Bhopal section of the rail* 
way should be divided in perpetuity between the British Government and 
the Darbar, in pi'oportion to the capital contributed by each party, at the 
dose of the period for which the accounts should be made up. 

In 1891 the Begam and her successors were exempted (No. XV) from 
the obligation to present nasurs.at interviews with the Viceroy, 

In the same year the Begam consented to give the laud for a new line 
of railway running from Ujjuin in Gwalior rid Sehore to Bhopal, to con- 
nect the Bajputana and Indian Midland Railway systems. In 1896 the 
Begam entered into an Agreement (No. XVI) for the working of the 
railway by the Indian Midland Railway Company. 

In 1897 the State coinage was abolished and British currency walk 
introduced in its stead; since when the State’s annual contribution 
towaids the Bhopal Contingent has been Rs. 1,01,290. 

Special Arms Rules were introduced into the State in 1898. 

In April 1899 the Begum entered into an Agroement (No. XVII) for 
the discipline and control of the Bhopal Jniperiul Service Troops when 
serving beyond the frontier of the State. 

Shah Juhau Begam died in 1901 and was succeeded liy Sultan Jahaii 
Begam, born on the 9th July 1858. Sultan Jahaii’s husband Ahmad Ali 
Khaii, who was recoguise<l as Nawab Consort with the title of Nawab 
Ahtasham-ul-Mulk-Alijah,” died in 1902. 

i n 1906 the Bhopal Battalion (which had been placed under the orders 
ie Commander*in*Chief in India in 1897, and renamed the 9th 
Bhopal Infantry) was delocalised, and its place at Sehore taken by another 
Indian Infantry battalion, in ordinary relief. Sehore was almndoned at 
a military cantonment in 1922 and its rendition to the .Bho|Nil Darbar 
was effected on the 15th October 1929, when the headquarters of the 
Political Agent in Bhopal were transferred to Bhopal. The present 
designation of the battalion is 4th Battalion (Bhopal) 16th Punjab 
Regiment. 

In 1908 the Bhopal State post offices were amalgamated, on cMain 
conditions, with the Imperial Post Offices in India. 
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la oOBMqiMaee ol ili# ainalgamatfam of th« ladiia Xidhuid Biihray 
wMi ft# OfMt Indiia Peniatola Biilwaj/lht Bhopil itelim agiia 
Mat imdtr maiiag«iiMiit of tko httor in IWl: oad m 11)11 oa 
Agroement (No. X VIII) wm exocuted betwcon tho Secrotoiy of Stoto 
dit Bliopol DorboTi Bubtiitoting tko Socrotoiy of &|jkate far tlio ladian 
Midland Bailway in tha Agraomont of 1806. Iho eontraot boiwoin tho 
Somtaiy of State and tba Oreat Indian Peninanla Bailway Oonpany 
tiniiinated in 1025, when the Oreat Indian Peninenla Bailway trane- 
lined to the Ooremment of India. Since then, the railway owned Vy 
the Bhopal Darbar has been worked directly by OoTenunent agenqr. 

In 1926 the Oovernment of India, at the recdt of a representation from 
the Begam, decided that her only itirnYing son Nawab Mnhaminad 
Hamidnlla Shan Bhould be recognised as her heir, to the enclnsion of the 
sons of herelder deceased sons. This decision was based on certain rplings 
of the Ooremment of India in a number of analogous cases of jiaoeession 
in Muhammadan States whidi had occnrred during the last century : and 
on the riew that, in the absence of any local custom to the eontraiy, the 
mle then followed was appluwble to the succession m Bhi^l in the 
existing circumstances. On the 17th May 1926 Her Highness the Begam 
voluntarily abdicated, and the present Nawab Muhammad Hamidulla 
Khan liecame lluler of Bhopal. Her Highness the ee-Begam died on 
the 12th May 1930. 

The area of the State is 6,902 square miles; the population, according 
to the Oensus of 1921, 692,448; and the rcTenue Bs. 62,10,000.

TUs CBuelih^ wm fowided bj an Afghan .named Mnbammad Dibi* 
Uan, a Finn lAal of the Timh or Khybm diitriot, and a oontemporaiy 
of Ooet Muhammad of Bhq^l^ with whom ho wao at one time in aUianoo 
lor tho diviiion of their oommon acquiiitioni in Central India. He fint 
entered the eenrioe of the Baja of Uatia in Bnndelkhand^ and afterwaida^ 
abont 1726, that of the Haja of Baipda. On the death of the Chief of 
Knrwai he leiaed the State. On the death of Nawab Hnhammad Diler 
Khan the State waa dirided between hie loni/the elder, Mohammad Lnat 
Khan, receiving Knrwai, and the jonnger, AhaanuUa Khan, receiving 
Muhammadgarh and Baeoda. 

Doling the decline of the Moghol Empire Knrwai obtained power and 
dominion eqoal, if not anperior, in extent to that of Bhq^, bnt aofered 
great (foliation at the hands ^th of the Mahrattaa and Pindaria. In 
1818 the Chief applied to the Resident at Bhopal for protection against 
the oppression of Scindia’s local officials in the neighbooring districts : 
and in 1820 he received an aasorauce (Bo. XU) that the Bri^ Govern- 
ment recognised his hereditary right to the possession of Knrwai. 

In 1820 Mohammad Akbar Khan, an ill^timate son of Nawab 
Hoimat Khan, the socceasor of Mohammad Iiiat Khan, sailed the fttate. 
The legitimate son of the Nawab, Iradat Mohammad Khan, applied to the 
British Government; hot it was not considered advisable to distorb the 
arrangements which existed previoos to the introdnction of British sopre- 
macy into Malwa. Throogh the intervention, however, of the British 
Government compensation in the shape of an annuity of Bs. 6,000 a year 
was paid to Iradat Mohammad Khan on his formally abandoning his 
daim to the masnad. The amount now actually paid to the family of 
Iradat Muhammad Khan is Rs. 2,230-4*4), British currency. 

Muhammad Akbar Khan died in 1843, leaving two sons, Mohammad 
Musaffar Khan and Muhammad Najaf Khan. Tim Nawab had wished to 
set aside the elder son ; but Government would not accede to this request, 
and •Muhammad Musaffar Khan succeeded. He died in 1868 withoot 
male issue, bnt leaving a grandson, his daughter’s son by the Nawab of 
Basoda. Government ruled that Mohammad Najaf Khan had a preferen- 
‘ tial claim and recognised him as Nawab. In 1874 Mohammad Najaf 
Khan, being then fiffy years of age and having no male issue, selected his 
grandiNm Monawar Ali Khan, son of his eldest daughter, as his heir. 
The Government of India, in accordance with the wish of the Chief, sane* 
tioned the socesssion. 

The Knrwai Darbar abolished transit duties within their territory in 
1884. 
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Muhammad Najal Khan died in 1887 and waa ancoeeded hj Mvnawai 
Ali Khan, whose father Maahar All Khan was appointed to carry on the 
administration oi the State during his minority. 

CKtU and criminal jurisdiction on the lands occupied by the Indian 
Midland (now the Gteat Indian Pmiinsula) Bailway waa ceM (No. XX) 

the Kurwai State to the British UoTemment in 1888. In 1890 the 
Government of India sanctioned, as a special case, the payment to the 
Chief of Bs. 10,880-12-0 on account of the land taken up for the railway. 

Munawar Ali Khan died in 1896 and was succeeded by hia brother 
Yakub Ali Khan. Owing to heavy indebtedness, the State was placed 
under the control and supervision of the Political Agent. 

Nawab Yakub Ali Khan died on the 1st October 1906 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son the present Nawab Sarwar Ali Khan, bom in December 
1901. During hia minority the State was managed under the direct super- 
intendence of the Politii'al Agent. He was formally invested with ad- 
ministiative powers on the 9th April 1923. 

In 1921 the State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
Kathora-Kurwai road lying in its territory. 

All matters connected with the succession to Kurwai are regulated by 
the British Government. 

Several members of the Kurwai family, outside the ruling branch, 
draw pensions from the Kurwai revenues. They reside at Sehore, Sironj 
(Tonk;, and other places in the neighbourhood. 

The area of Kui-wai is 142 scjuare nn'les; the population, according to 
tike Census of 1921, 19,851; and the revenue Bs. 2,04,000. 

The State pays Bs. 220 a year as tanka to the Thakur of Agra Bark- 
hera. 

The State maintains (1^6) a force of 59 Armed Police, with 2 service- 
able and 7 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasaraua rules up to 
1911 when, on the oocasiou of the Coronation Darbar, all auchi Jevies 
were abolished. 

3. MIJHAMMADGABH. 

This State was originally part of Kuraui, and was given as a portion 
to a younger son of the Chief in 1753. It pays no tribute to any State 
and is directly dependent on the British Government. 

In 1884 the Chief abolished transit duties within his temtories. 

Hafls Kuli Khan, who succeeded in 1842, died in 1896 and was sue- 
oeeded by his only son Hatim Kuli Khan. In 1909 he resigned the Chief- 
ship and waa succeeded by his eldest son the present Nawab Siddiq Kuli 
Khan, bom on the 26th December 1890, during whose minority the 
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adminitiration was carried on under the direct orders of the Political 
Agent'. He was granted administratiTe powers in 1912. Owing to the 
illness of the Nawab the administration was subjected to the superrision 
of ithe Political Agent in 192&-26. 

The area of JAuhammadgarh is 29 square miles; the population^ 
according to the Census of IMl, 2^647; and the revenue about Bs. 90,000. 

The militarj forces of the State consist (1926) of 8 Oavalrji 26 
Infantry and 29 Armed Police, with 6 serviceable and 12 unserviceable 
guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Naiarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

(11) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 

1. BsiosnR. 

The power of the Umat Bajputs was established in the district known 
as Umatwara in the seventeenth century by two cousins named Mohan 
Singh and Parasu Bam, who assumed .the titles of Bawat and Diwan and 
made a division of their possessions, the Bawat retaining five villages in 
excess of the portion of the Diwan as an acknowledgment of his superior 
birthright, ^e ancestors of the family, who were proprietors of large 
herds of camels, came from Mewar in 1442. Out of the division above- 
mentioned, which took place in 1681, arose the separate Ghiefships of 
Bajgarh and Narsinghgarh. On the Mahratta conquest of Malwa in the 
eighteenth century, the Umats were compelled to submit in common with 
other States; but th^ appear to have obtained unusually eaiy terms. 
The successors of the Bawat, who fixed their residence at Bajgarh, became 
tributary to Sciiidia; while those of the Diwan, now established at Nar^ 
singhgarh, ranked themselves among the dependants of the Holkar 
family. Tribute was imposed on each in equal proportions; the amount 
apiiears to have varied between Bs. 65,000 and Bs. 85,000 a year. The 
town of Talen was taken from Bajgarh and Narsinghgarh and assigned 
to Scindia and Holkar as a position to which their agents might repair 
for the purpose of receiving their tribute. 

In 1818 the Chief in possession of Bajgarh was Nawal Singh, who 
succeeded to the gaddi after the assassination of his brother. On the 
introduction of the British authority in Central India, the mediation of 
the British Qoverument was exercised to effect an arrangement lor the 
payment of the tribute due to Sciudia. In 1819 Nawal Singh executed an 
Agreement (No. XXI) making over to Scindia 171 villages in commuta^ 
tion of all Ikindta’s (^ims against him: and, at the same time, it was 
agreed that the British Oovemment alone should have the right to mediate 
the affairs of Bajgarh. In 1820 the Bawat received Sanads (No. XXII) 
from the Puars ai Dewas for the settlement of his claims on the Downs 
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diftrid o( Smagpv. Thm cldaii «m to a dum u tiM laad^ 
•ttoofttiiig m mm Tilhgit to a fourth and in othm to a third, a eoifo- 
ifondiiig ihaio la thojiajiar and tmniit dutiat. and an indolnito ftogot^ 
iion of rent-fNe lands in oveiy village. The olainis on the land revenue 
wore commuted to an annual payment of Bhopal Bs. 4.101, and the other 
daimi to a payment of Bs. 1.001. 

'In 1881 Nawal Singh oomniitted suicide, aud was succeeded hy 
his son Moti Singh. In 1834 Scindia restored (\o. XXIll) the 171 
villages made over to him in 1819. on condition that the Bawat should pay 
the ibrnier tribute of Bs. 86.000. This restoration included Scindia’s 
half share of the town of Talen. 

In 1846. in consequence of the maladministration of Moti Singh, the 
British Oovemment interfered and placed the State under management. 
The Ohiefship was restored to Moti^Singh in 1856 free of debt, on the 
expiem itndentanding that the revenue leases, which had been made for 
twenty years, should be maintained. 

In 1867 the Buler of Bajgarh was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

In 1871 Moti Singh announced his conversion to the Mussalman 
religion and took the name of Muhammad Abdul Wasih Khan. He 
received the title of Nawab from the British Government in 1879. In 
1876 he went on a pilgrimage to Mecca. 

In 1881 the State executed an Agreement (No. XXIV) abolishing 
transit duties on salt, and received as compensation from the British 
Government 150 maunds of salt annually, to be delivered at Indore free 
of cost. In 1888 this compensation, in common with the payments in 
kind made to other StatM in the same circumstances, was oommifted 
(No. XXV) to an annual payment of Rs. 618-12-0. 

Nawab Muhammad Abdul Wasih Khan died in 1880, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Bakhtawar Singh who, notwithstanding his own 
adherence to the Hindu faith, retained all the Muhammadan officials 
appointed by his father. He died in 1882 and was succeeded by his son 
Bel Bahadur Singh. On the occasion of Bal Bahadur Singh’s instal- 
lation. he and other members of the Bajgarh family were, ij the help 
of the Chiefs of Narsinghgarh and Khilchipur, again admitted to the 
biotherhood of their Gaste-*a concession which Bakhtawar Singh had 
shown much anxiety to secure. 

fn 1888 the Chief agreed (No. XXVI) to abotiah all transit duties 
within his territory, wi& the exception of that on opium. 

In 1886 the hereditary title of Baja was conferred (No. XXTII) im 
the Bilor el Bajgmdi. 

Bal Biladir Singh died without issue in 19M and was succeeded by 
hie un^ Bane Singh. 
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1m ItOf atm yriXkfm of Liiiina oad Kwidflli of Bajgtrli wm, wttb 
iho opprotil of tho GoYoniiiio&t of India* ozchangod witk tho Indore 
Oarbar’s half eiiaro in the town of Talen and the Tillage of Latakheri. 

In 1910* on the death without heire of Thakur Sambhu Singh* holder 
of the guaianteed Eitate of Suthalia {tee (III), lApaed Eotatea), the 
GoTommeat of India permitted the escheat of the Estate to Bajgarh. 
The Darbar haTo, howerer, continued certain villages in jagir to the 
adopted sueoessor of Thakur Sambhu Singh. 

In 1015 the State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
portions of the Biaora-Sehore and Rajgarh-Biaora roads lying in its 
territory. 

Baja Bane Singh died on the 9th January 1910 and was succeeded 
Iqf his son the present Baja Bir Indra Singh. 

In 1916 the Qwalior Barhar advanced claims to suierainty over Baj- 
garh; but the Government of India held, in 1921 that tlinir claims were 
untenable* 

In 1920 Baja Bir Indar Singh received a sanad granting him, subject 
to oertain provisos, full powers in criminal cases, to be exercised by him 
personally. In 1^1 these powers were made hereditary by a Kharita 
(No. XXYIII); which, however, does not apply to any criminal case in 
which the person accused, or any of the acchs^, are Europeans, Euro- 
pean Britiidi subjects, Americans or Government servants. In granting 
these extended powers. Government desired that persons sentenced to 
death, transportation, or imprisonment, for life should be given ever}' 
facility to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor- 
General: and that, pending the consideration of such petition, the 
execution of any person sentenced to death should he stayed. These 
powers may, in oertain conditions, be delegated to a properly qualified 
Court. The Kharita may be suspended or revoked at the will of the 
Government of India) 

iSie area ol Bajgmih is 962 square miles; the population, according 
to the Oansus of IKl, 1144nf2; and the revenue about Bs. 12,60,000* 

The Bi^a pays a tribute of Ohanderi Bs. 80,172 to Soindia, under 
the terms of the Agiessasnt (No. XXni) of 1884, and Kbtoh Bs. 1,000 
to Aalawar lor Kalipit He lecetves annually, on account et tanka, 
Hali Be. 8,187 from Scindia, and British Bs* 8,0084M1 inm the Senior, 
and Be* 2,008-1041 from the Junior Bieneh of Dewas* His tribute to 
Soindia is paid through iike Political Agent. 

The mOitaiy torms of the State consist (1929) of 80 Cavalry, 140 
Inftoitry, 204 Armed Friice and 0 ArtillmT asen, with 6 serviceable a^ 
2 unserviosabk guns. 
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' The State wai liable to the qpeimtioii of the Kaaarana up to 1911 
when, on the oocaeioo of the Coronation Parbari all euch loTiee were 
abolished. 

• 2. KAnaiifOROAnH. 

Parasu Bam, the founder of the Bajpnt State of Narsinghgarb, suc- 
ceeded his father Ajab Singh in 1600 as Minister to the Bawat of Baj- 
garh. In 1681 he compelled the Bawat to divide his territory with him, 
and Narsinghgarh thus became a separate Chiefship. 

In 1819, with the approval of the Holkar Darbar, the settlement of 
Narsinghgarh afairs was taken np by the Britisf* authorities : and in 
diie course the mediation of the British Oovemmeni was exercised to 
effect an arrangement for the payment of the tribute due to Holkar 
(No. XIIX). 

In the same year Subhag Singh, fourth in descent from Parasu Bam, 
heeame imbecile and was suceeeded by his son Chain Singh: who, owing 
to a difference with the Political Agent at Sehoip, attacked the British 
forces near that place and was killed in the engagement. Upon Subhag 
Singh recovering from his imbecility, he was again entrusted with the 
rule. After his death in 1827, Chain Singh’s widow adopted Hanwant 
Singh, who died in 1873, when his grandson Pratap Singh was recog- 
nised as his succeiuKir. On this occasion Holkar demanded succession 
nasarana, but his claim was not admitted by Government. 

In 1867 the Buler of Narsinghgarh was granted a permanent salute 
of 11 guns; and in 1872 the hereditary title of Baja was conferred 
(No. XXX) upon him. 

In 1881 the State execu^ an Agreement (No. XXXI) abolishing 
transit duties on salt, and received as compensation from the British 
Government 150 maunds of salt annually, to be delivered at Indore free 
of cost. In 1883 this compensation, in common with the similar pay- 
ments in kind made to other States, was commuted (No. XXXII) to ah 
annual money payment of Bs. 618-12-0. 

In 1884 the State abolished all transit duties within its territory, with 
the exception of that on opium (No. XXXIII) : and in the same year 
the Chief contributed Bs. 66,000 towards the construction of the Biaora- 
Sehore road, which passes through his capital. This road was main- 
tained from Imperial Funds up. to 1015. when the State assumed respon- 
sibility for that portion lying in the State territory. 

Pratap Singh died without issue in 1890 and was succeeded I 7 bis 
unde Mahtab Singh, who died without issue in 1896 and was succeeded 
by bis oousin’s son, Arjun Singh. During his minority the State was 
managed under the direct superintendence of the Political Agent. 
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In 1821 a Xharita, tiiniUr to ike one granted to Bojgerli (lee 
No. XXyill) WM granted to the Bnler of NeninghgiMi, conferring on 
him and hie suooeMors enhanced criminal powers to dispose of trials of 
all classes of criminal offences committed within the State by the subjects 
of the State or others. 

Baja Arjun Singh died on the 22nd April 1224 and was succeeded by 
his only son the present Baja Vikram Singh, horn on the 21st September 
1202. During his minority thes administration of the State was carried 
on by a Council of Begency of which the Political Agent was President 
with the Dowager Bani as Begent. The Baja was iniested with ruling 
powers on the 7ih October 1222. 

The area of Narsinghgarh is 734 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1221, 101,426; and the reyenue Bs. 2,24,2^. 

The State peye a tribute of Heli Bs. 85.000 to Holkar (No. XXIX) : 
and the Baja receiyes tankas of Hali Bs. 1,200 from Scindia, and 
Bs. 5,103 from Dewas (me No. XXII), under British mediation. These 
tankas are paid direct, without deduction. 

The military forces of the State consist (1226) of 40 Caralry, 22 
Infantry and Aimad Police, with 4 serriceable and 6 unserviceable 
guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1211 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

Si.lCHiLnnFini. 

The ffrst member of the IDiilchipur family who settled at the capital 
was named ITgar Sen ; he founded the Khilnhipur branch of the Khichi 
clan of Bajputs in 15M, being compelled to leave his ancestral home at 
Ifan Gagron by the Emperor Hnmayun of Delhi. The representative of 
the family accorded allegiance to the ICahratta rulers and became 
tributary to Scindia in 1723. 

Oh the death in 1812 of Diwan Durjnn Sal. Chief of Khilchipnr, his 
mother and widow placed in power a youth named Balwant Singh, whose 
to the eneceseion was inferior to that of many other memhere of 
the ^mily, and nartienlarly of Aman Sinrh. The different claimants 
appealed to the Gwalior Dariw*. who invested that the oaee miirht he 
decided bf tbf Brituh Government. Aman Singh was proved to he the 
nearest heir; bnt, as he wae at fend with the other Wnehes of the 
Ihmilv, it was decided in 1812 (Np. XXXIT) that his infhnt son Sher 
Singh should succeed under the nominal supremacy of the elder Bani 
the mother of Durjan Sal. On this occasion the Gwalior Derbar w>lui}i 
tarily remitted the namrane which they were entitled to claim, 
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A iribvte of Bondi Bf. 13,500 wni pojnUo hf tto OUof io Soindin 
wbo, howoTor, ningnod (Vo. XXXT)* it to ilio Britidi Ootinunoni in 
1844, lor the mnintenniice of tho Owolior ContiBgont, 

Slior Singb woi tOiOOieded in 1800 1^ his nephew Amor Singh, whom 
adoption had previoAdy, been reoo^ieed by the Gwalior Darbiur and 
confirmed by the Britich Government. 

; In 1^73 the hereditaiy title of Bao Bahadur was conferred (No. 
XXXVI) on the Boler of Khilchipor: and in 1878 he was grant^ a 
permanent salute of 9 guns. 

In 1884 the Chief remitted all transit dues, except those on opium 
(No. XXXVII). 

Amar Singh died in 1899, and was succeeded by his son Bhawani 
Singh, who died on the 18th January 1908 and was succeeded by his 
son the present Baja Durjan Sal Singh, bom on the 26th August lOlOT, 
During hie minority the State was managed under the direct superin- 
tendence of the Political Agent. 

In 1008 the Gwalior Darbar advanced claims lor suserainty over 
Xhilchipur; but •the Government of India held, in 1911, that the claims 
were untenable. 

Bao Bahadur Duijan Sal Singh was invested with ruling powers on 
the 22nd Vebruaty 1918. 

In 1921 the Government of India conferred on the Ruler of Ehilchi- 
pur and his successors, by means of a Kharita (No. XXXVITI), enhanced 
vriininal powers to dispose of trials of all classes of criminal offences 
committed within the State by the subjects of the State or others. The 
Kharita, the terms of whjch are practically identical with that granted 
to the Buler .of Rajgarh, does not apply to any criminal case in which 
the iierson accused or any of the accused are Europeans, European 
British subjects, Americans or Government servants. 

In 1928 the hereditary title of Baja was conferred (No. XXXIX) on 
the Buler of Xhilchipur. 

The area of Xhilchipur is 273 square miles; the population, accordiBg 
to the Census of 1921, 40,043; and the revenue Bs. 2,74,044. 

The State pays, as tribute to the British Government, Bs. 11,134-3-6, 
the equivalent in British rupees of the tribute assigned by Scindia in 
1844 (Np., XXXV). It is paid in three equal instalments. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 9 Cavalry, 70 
Inf||i|i7> 3 Armed Police and 13 Artillery men, with 6 serviceable guns. 
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4. Bitoiu.* 

This Eftate, which wm criginallj a pari of Evrwai, wac tonsad ia 
1768 hj a grant of territory to Ahoanidla Khan« memai con ol IKlir 
K h an. The Chief ie fendaioiy to (Hralior, thongh ho pays no trihnte to 
that Darbar. In hie relatione with the Darbar, the Bai^ Chief reoeirie 
the conntenanee and rapport of the Political Agent in Bhopal, within 
whoee local jurisdiction t^ Estate lies, and who since 1822 has exercised 
the, same general authority in its affairs as in those, of the guaranteed 
Chiefs subject to his control. Heinous criminal offences are reported to 
the Political Agent, in whose court they are tried with the aid of assessors. 
The Political Agent is also the referee in ^1 cases of dispute arising 
between the CKralior Darbar and the Nawab.' 

Asad Ali Khan, who died in 1864, was at one time Minister of 
Bhopal, but was removed to Benares on account of hfs intrigues in 
favour of Dastgir, the illegitimate claimant of the succession in Bhopal. 
He was released in 1858 on payment of a fine of Rs. 25,000. On his 
death he was succeeded by his eldest son Amar Ali Elhan. 

In 1884 the Nawab abolished all transit duties within his territories. 

Amar Ali Khan died in 1896 and was succeeded by his son Haidar 
Ali Khan, who died on the 27th July 1929 and was succeeded by his" son 
the present Nawab Mohammad Ayub Ali Khan, bom in 1877. 

The area of Basoda is 40 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 4,237 ; and the revenue about Bs. 40,000. 

The Estate possesses 4 serviceable and 1 unserviceable guns. 

5. PiTHAXI. ' 

The Nawab is a descendant of Dost Muhammad, the founder of the 
Bhopal family. He formerly held certain villages in the Bahatgarh 
district, of which he was deprived by Scindia; but in 1807 Scindia 
restored the Estate, composed of the villages included in it as at present 
constituted, to Haidar Muhammad Khan. Nawab Abdul Karim Khan 
succeeded his father Haidar Muhammad Khan in 1850. 

In 1884 the Nawab abolished all transit duties in his State. 

Nawab Abdul Karim Khan died in 1913 and was succeeded by his 
son the present Nawab Abdul Bahim Khan. 

In 1921 the Estate assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
Kulhar-Pathari road lying in its territory. 

la the same year, as a result of the settlement with the Owalior 
Darbar in regard to the position of their feudatories, Pathari was declared 

* Peadieg a final dsoiiion as to the statue of this Bitolo its soeount has haan 
alleeed to fsaiini. 
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to be an unguaranteed estate. The Nawab appealed against this decision 
and after the position had been re-examined it was d^ded in 1928 that 
the status quo, whereby Pathari has been maintaining direct rations 
with the British %uthorities lor the past hundred years, should not be 
modified. 

The area of Pathari is 80 square miles ; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 3,494; and the reyenue Be. 80,000.

and that all articles d suj^fy lor them shall be putohased and pass throng^ your 
territories free d duties. In the present oendiliini d your tsnitoiy and resoutess 
the British Government does not reqube you to oontributo anytl^ to the pay- 
ment d its eipensss, but it must be understood that after any eventual increase 
of your dominions aooonipanied by the improvement which the restoration of 
tranquillity may be exped^ to effect in yoni resources, you will be ready to 
contribute in a fair proportion according to your ability. 

On these conditions the Britiah Government eogages to protect and guarantee 
your dominions against all enemies, and to recover and restore to your possession 
such parts of your terriloriss as have been seised and occupied by the findarees.

BtancM may put in its power to confer upon you end your own good conduct 
may merit. 

I am authorised by the GovenMHr-Gensral to inform you that it is only neess*

sion. The lands of the Baree pergunnah which are now khaka, together with 
the ousba of Baree, are allotted to Her Highness in addition to her old jaghire. 
The gai^en and tomb (of the late Nawab), with the land originally attaidicd to 
them yielding about Rupees 38,000 per annum, will remain in* her management 
and possession as also the palace, in which Her Highness now dwells, the Baolee 
Bagh, the Begum's psora, and the Nusnr Gunj shops and her mosque, etc. The 
Beg|um is to refrain from interfering in any way with my management of the 
aMrs of the State, and from seeking to do injury to my life in any way ; and I 
will i^rain froin molesting in any way tike Begum in the enjoyment of the above- 
motioned jaghire, etc., during the period of her life, and will not sedc to do any 
injury to her Itf e in any way.

you, and that in the case of a sentence of death you will not give effect to such 
sentence until intimation of the sentence being passed has been given to the Agent 
to the Governor-General who alter tmMag the presentation of a petitiott for 
mvtcf will communicate with you regarding the oxeention of sentence. The 
BritiA Government may at any time suspend or revoke the authority conveyed 
in this Kharita should circumstaaces appear to call for such action. The Govern- 
ment of India do not desire that as a condition of this grant of authority the Ruler 
himself must necessarily be burdened with the onerous work of iiying all heinous 
offences himself. In certain conditions where efficient machinery exists or is 
created and the Ruler maintains effective control and supervision over it, the 
Ruler may with advantage delegate his powers in the matter. The Government 
of India tove accordingly been pleased to decide that after the provision of effi- 
cient maehineiy, such as the nomination of a Bench of experienced judicial officers 
or of a Dewan or Judge possessing the e ss en t i al legal qualifications for a Court 
of this nature, the authori^ conferred on the Ruler to dispose of cases of a heUious 
nature Aay be vested by 1 ^ in such a Court subject to the necessary supervision 
and control of the Ruler himself, who as Ruler remains responsible for the proper 
perfoimaiire of these important and onerous duties. If you desire to establish 
such a Court, or to make alterations in such a Court or Courts after eetablishment» 
yon wiU no doubt elect to do so in consultation with the Political Agent who will 
be able to afford you useful advice on thosubjedti

The SoQihmi Sitiei of Ctntnl India (fbrm^lj Riopainr) Agonej 
was oonstitntod on its prosont footing in ItSSi, hy iqmrating tto dntiiM 
of tile Pditieal Agent, Bhopawar, stationed at Sardarpnr, from those 
of the Commandant of the Malwa Bhil Corps who till then ^Id the dual 
charge, and by abolishing tiie Depnty Bhil Agency at Manpnr and in- 
clnding his charge in that of the Political Agent, Bhopawwp. In 18B1, 
however, the earlier system, by which the Commandant of the Malwa 
Bhil Corps held the dual chiffge, was temporarily renewed; bat the 
charges were afterwards again separated. In October 1911. the head- 
quarters of the Agency were transferred from fiardarpnr to Meapnr and 
in 1914 its designation was changed. 

In May 1926 the Malwa Agency was amalgamated with this Agency, 
hy placing both under one Political Agent designated tho Political 
Agent in the Southern States of Central India and in Malwa* The 
Agency is now known as the Southern States of Central India and 
Malwa Agency* 

The Agency also includes the charge of a small tract of British 
territory, Manpnr, surrounded by States aisd Estates. In 1924 j^is tract 
was declared to be a Chief Commissioaorship and the Agent le the 
€kivemor-Oeneral in Central India was appointed to be Ghisf Gommis- 
aioner and Local Ooveniment for the purpose of all enactaMats in force 
therein. The area of Manpnr is 49 square miles; the populafion, aoeord- 
ing to the Ceosus of 1921, 4,566; and the revenue Bs. 54,900. 

The outlying portions of the Indore State, with the eoeeption of the 
Parganas Kandwai and Alampur, are in the political charge of this 
Agency for the purpose of routine natters such as entraditicn.

Nino of the ebore Esteiee are held hf foaraateed Bhamiae (allvrial 
proprieiori) Bharndpara, Ohhota Barkhera, Oarhl, Tamaia, Kali Baorl, 
Kothide, Mota Barkheim, Nimkhera aad Bajgarh. Th^ are Bhilalae 
1^ foiita aad trace their origin from Xarwar. Their holdiage ooaeiet 
of villages held on lease from suaerain Darbars, and hamlete called 
' paras * or ^ paras \ These hamlets were originally held on a anifom 
payment of a fixed rent at Bs. 3, sabseqaently redaced to Ba. 2, per 
plough. The rent has now been fixed at 50 per cent, of the land revenae. 

The holdings mentioned in the original deeds have, in many cases, 
undergone considerable changes. In some oases certain ‘of the villages 
were relinquidied by thq holders soon after the settlement, without the 
knowledge of the British Government: and in others there was either a 
change in possession of land, or a village was never made over by the 
saierain Barber. The actual holdings at present in the possession of 
the Bhumias are given in the individual accounts. 

The Estate of Larawat, which was then in the Bhopal Agency, lapsed 
to the Dhar and Dewas Darhars in 1879. 

In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Besidency from the Central 
India Agency, it was decided that the Bhumias of Jamnia (who holds 
from Gwalior, Indore and Dhar) and ICota Barkhera (who holds from 
Gwalior and Dhar) should deal with the Resident, Gwalior, in respect of 
their Gwalior holdings. In the same year these two Estates came under 
the settlement then made with Gwalior with regard to their holdings 
from the Gwalior Darbar. 

Diua. 

The Puar family was one of the most distinguished in the early 
irnhmtta history. Anand Rao Puar is usually considered as the founder 
of the principality of l^ar which, with some adjacent districts, and the 
right to receive the tmute payable by certain Rajput Chiefs, was 
assigned to him by the first Baji Rao Peshwa. Anand Bao died in 
1749. and was succeeded by his son Jaswant Bao Puar, who was slain 
in the defeat of the Xahrattas at Panipat. He was succeeded by his 
son Kbande Bao Puar, and he by his son Anand Bao Puar, who' died 
in 1807 and was succeeded by his posthumous son Bamchandar Bao 
Puar, on whose mother Maine Bai the administration temporarily 
devolved. Bamchandar Bao died early; but Maine Bai, with the 
consent of the neighbouring Chiefs, adopted her sister’s son under the 
name of Bamchandar Bao Puar. 

For twenty years before the Britidi conquest of Malwa, the Dhar 
State was subjected to a continued series of spoliations diiefiy at the 
hands of Soindia and Holkar, and was preserved from destruction only 
by the talent and courage of Maina Bai. Jfy a fDreaty conoluded in 1819 
(Bo. I) Dhar was taken under the proteetioB of, and agreed, to act in

which it hsd lost wm noormd and restored to it; its tributary rights 
Ofor the Bajpot States of Baaswarm aad Oungarpur were coded to the 
British Gofemsttt; and it was arranged that the British CkiTenunent 
should hold the Berasia pargtna for fiTs years, to liquidate a Iban of 
Be. 2,60,000 which the OoTsinment agreed to make to the Dhar State. 

In 1821 the British Ooremment mediated an Agreement (Bo. II) 
between Holkar and the Dhar State. Both States brought forward 
claims for lands near Bijaur and Dipalpur: and, as it proved iisipoB||ible 
to ascertain the boundary correctly, it was agreed that the lands should 
be left neutral fOr Vht purpose of jpasturing cattle. 

In the same year, by an. additional Engagement (No. Ill), Dhar 
ceded the pargana of Berasia and the tribute of Ali Mohan to the British 
for an annual payment of Bs. 1,10,000. In 1831 the pargana' was 
restored to Dhar, as the collections from it were less than the sum paid 
for it by about half a lakh of rupees; but, as the Dhar authoritieo could 
not manage the district owing to its isolated position and separation 
from the rest of their territories, it was again taken under British 
management in 1836, on the understanding that the surplus revenues, 
after meeting all expenditure, should be paid to Dhar. The pi^ents 
contmued to be made till 1860, when they were stopped as a penalty 
for the misconduct of those who directed the counsels and forces of the 
State during the events of 1867, and the pargana of Berasia was made 
over to Bhopal as a reward for the services of Sikandar Begam of Bhopal 
dii^ng the mutiny (tee Part II, Bhopal). 

in 1828 the pargana of Nimanpur Makrar in Nimar was made over in 
perpetuity to the management of the British Oovemment (No. IT), on 
condition that the surplus revenue, after payment of all expenses of 
administration, should be annually paid to the Dhar State. It was, 
however, restored to Dhar in 1830. 

Bamchandar Rao Puar died in 1833 and was succeeded by his adopted 
son Jaswant Bao Puar, who died in 1867 and was succeeded by his 
half-tyother Anand Bao Puar, then 13 years of age. In 1867 bands of 
Tilayatis and Makranis, who had been encouraged by the weakness and 
intrigues of those in authority, obtained control and established them- 
selves in the fort, whence after a siege they were eventually dislodged 
by a British force. In consequence of the failure of the State to fulfil 
its treaty obligations on this occasion it was confiscated, but was subse- 
quently restored to Baja Anand Bao Puar (with the exception of the 
Berasia pargana, as narrated above). It was, however, reUined under 
British management until he should attain the age of 18 years, or until 
he should beme competent to manage his own idfairs. The adminis- 
tration of the State was entrusted to Anand Bao in 1864. 
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\ ' ■ 

In 1882 Bvkr of Dhiir tAtmi * Soiuid oi Adpptfam (jm Ifalwo* 
No. lY): and in 1887 ho was gnkUd a ptnaanant lalnla of 1& gttna. 

In 1884 the Baja angagod (No. T) to oade to the BritUh Govmment, 
with aoToreigii righto, tnoh land ao might ho loqniiOd lor the oonitrno- 
tion of a railway through his State, and to eximpt all through traffic 
from traneit dntieo. 

In 1879 the Eotate of liorawat lapoed to the Daihan of Dhar and 
Dewao in proportion to the tribute formerly paid by the, Estate: namely 
two thirds to Dhar and one third to Dewas. The Darbars prorided 
albwanoeo for the maintenance of the sumring members of the Larawai 
family, for their lives. 

In 1886 the Ooremment of India acknowledged the jurisdiction 
(civil and criminal) of the Buler of Dhar over the guaranteed Thakurs 
within his State, in all cases where such jurisdiction could be fairly 
proved to have become an established prescriptive right by reason of 
its long continuance. This agreement has now been accepted by all 
guaranteed holders. 

In 1887 the Baja abolished all transit duties in the State. 

In 1894 the Darbar adopted the British rupee as the sole legal tender 
in the State. 

Anand Bao Puar died in 1898 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Udaji Baq Puar, younger son of Anand Bao’s half brother Samba^i 
Bao Puar, Appa Sahib of Multhan. 

In 1904 agreements in connection with a long standing dispute 
between the Darbar and the four guaranteed Thakurs of Multhan, Eachi 
Baroda, Bhaisola (Dotria) and Bakhatgarh, regarding the collection of 
sayar revenues, were amicably arrived at. A mutual agreement was also 
concluded between the Berber and the nine guaranteed Bhumias in 
regard to the right of the Darbar to levy sayar or royalty on the produce 
of the forests of the Bhumias’ villages held from the Dhar Darbar, when 
such produce is removed from the land on which it grows and is exported 
elsewhere. ^ 

In 1914 the village of TJmrod, in the Sundarsi pargana, was trans- 
ferred with full rights to the Dewas State, Senior Branch, knd the 
villages of Tanda and Oowla, in the same pargana, to the Junior j^ranoh, 
in exchange for their assignments on the Nimanpur pargana. \ 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. Vl) on 
the Buler of Dhar. 

I 

Several questions in dispute between the Darbar and the guaranteed 
Thakurs and Bhumias in respect of their holdings from Dhar, regarding 
;.the suaerain claims of the Darbar, were enqui^ into by the Political 
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t)ffic6n and finally decidad by the Qovariiiiiedi of India in 1920* The 
decisions are a aeries of findings on importani points such as (he right 
of the Darbar to exercise siiserain rights over the Fetiduiories in respect 
of civil and criminal jurisdiction, forest, excise, etc. 

Maharaja Udaji Bao died on Uie fiOth July j92G, leaving no male 
Issue. On the ist August the Dowager Haharani, in accordance with 
the wishes of Udaji l^o expressed lietore his death, adopted Vikiiitii 
Singh llao, bora on the 20th Noveinlier 1020, elder son of Udaiji Itiio’s 
half-bnither llao Bahadur Setaraiii Puar of Mult ban. (In his succes- 
sion which was recognised and cotifirined by the Oovei'iiinont of IndiUi 
he took the name of Aiiaiid Rno Puar TV. During his iiiiiiority the 
administration is carried on by a Council with the Maharaiii as President. 

The Stnte has abolished customs duties and established town or 
octroi duty in lieu. 

The Darbar have forest and abkari rights in the subsidiary Bhuinats 
in respect of the villages and Bbil paras that they bold from Dbar. 
The Darbar have grants civil and criminal powers to their subordinate 
Thakurs and Bbumias, guaranteed and unguaranteed, in respect of their 
holdings from the State. 

The area of the State is 1,777*85 square miles; and population, accord* 
ing to the Census of 1921, 230,333; and the revenue Bs. 16,58,500, 
exclusive of the alienated holdings. 

The iState pays an annual contribution of Rs. 6,601-12 towards tlie 
maintenance of the Malwa Bbil Corps; the payment of a sum of Bs. 
1,200 having been capitalised by the Dalbar in 1880, by the surrender 
of Gk>vemment promissory notes aggregating Bs. 3 lakhs.

(II) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 

1. JjuavA. 

Jhftbna wan thia principal guaranteed Ohiefriitp under the Bhil 
Agency an formerly conetituted^ and was originally tributaiy to Holkar. 
The family are Bathor Bajputs, and are descended from one of the 
former Bajas of Jodhpur. 

Eesho Das^ a Bathor Bajput, did good seirice in the time of Jehangir 
in suppressing the lawless bands in south western Halwa. In return 
for his services he was granted certain lauds in the district. During the 
Mnhratta invasion of Malwa in the early part of the eighteenth century, 
Anup Singh, fourth in descent from Eesho Das, was the Baja of 
Thandla, now Jhabua, and his brother Indra Singh, was Baja of 
Amjliera, now lapsed to Ghralior. On the conquest, followed the 
division of Malwa, the tribute from Jhabua fell to the share of Holkar. 
Subsequently, in return for the help promised by Holkar to Bahadur 
Singh, infant son of Indra Singh, to restore him to the ffoddi of Jhabua, 
an annual tribute of Bs. 36,000 was imposed. Owing to the distracted 
condition of the country, Holkar was never able to realise the tribute : 
and an arrangement was made which Holkar, by way of security for 
the payment of the tribute, to^ certain villages in the districts of 
Tkniidla and Petlawad and reserved to himself three fourths of the 
•ayar of the whole State. He also received assignments amounting to 
Salim Shahi Be. 15,888 on certain of the feudatory Thakurs of the State, 
who in addition pay British Bs. 5,153-11-3 to their own Ruler. Such 
was the relative position of the two States on the British Government 
becoming paramount: and the arrangement was confirmed by Sir John 
Malcolm, although no written engagement was concluded. 

In 1821, in consequhnce of the disturbed state of the country and 
the imbecility of Baja Bhim Singh, he was required to abdicate in 
favour of his son Partab Singh. The arrangements for t&e adminis- 
tration of the State were made through the mediation and under the 
guarantee (No. VII) of the British Government. Bhim Single died in 
1822: and on his death the three Parganas of Banapur, Eanas and 
Bhagor, retained by him on his abdication for maintenance, reverted to 
the State. Partab Singh died in 1882 and was succeeded his adopted 
son Raton Singh. Owing to the disturlmd conditions in the State at 
the time, it was for some years taken under the direct superintendence 
of the British Government. 

In 1835, in order to terminate the dual government resulting from 
the arrangements for the collection of the tribute referred to above, it 
was arranged that Holkar’s demands on the lands in Thandla and 
Petlawad, on the sayar colleGti/.«U8 and on the Jhabua Thakurs, should 
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be leaied to Jbibiia for an annnat rental of Ri. 35,000. The lease was 
lor 5 yean in the first instance, but was renewed for a further term of 
6 yean, at the end of which the arrangement previously in force was 
revived. 

Ratan Singh died in 1340 and was succeeded by his infant son Gopal 
Singh. 

Raja Oopal Singh did good service during the mutiny of 1857, in 
consideration of which he was allowed to exercise limited crimlnol 
powen within his State. All heinous offences are reported by the Darbar 
to the Political Agent, who ordinarily tries murden and other coses of 
exceptional importance in his own court, but has a discretionary power 
of making over to the Darbar for trial such cases as may seem advisable. 
The proceedings of the Darhar in ouch oases are snbject to revision 
by the Political Agent. All sentences of death require confirmation 
liy the Agent to the Oovernor-Geiieral in Central India. 

In 18C4 the Raja agreed (No. VIII) to cede in full sovereignty such 
lands os might be required for a railway through his territories and to 
abolish all transit dues on through traffic. 

In 18G5 Raja Gopal Singh, having permitted the mutilation of a 
person confined under suspicion of theft, was fined Ro. 10,000'^ and 
required to settle a pension of Rs. 15 a month on the injured man, this 
pension being under the guaitintee of the Rritisli Government. 

In 18G7 the Ruler of Jhabua was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

Frequent and vexatious disputes resulted from the joint ^rstem of 
government in Thandla and Petlawad and of sayar collection : and, in 
order to terminate them, an exchange of lauds and villages was bronght 
about in 1871, by which Petlawad remained with Indore and Thandla 
with Jhabua. All sayar dues were in future to lie collected hj Jhabua, 
who were to pay Salim Shahi Us. 7,172 per annum for Holkat’s thcea.- 
quarters share in the whole State excepting Petlawad, which had ^ssed 
to Holkar. 

In 1887 the- Raja alKilished nil transit duties in the State: and, on 
their abolition, ^e yearly sum of Salim Shahi Rs. 7,172, paid to- Holkar, 
was reduced to its present figure of Salim Shahi Rs. l,278v> A further 
Slim of Salim Shahi Rs. 1,400 is also paid to Indore to equaliae the 
revenue of some of the transferred villages. The tribute of the Umraoe, 
amounting to Salim Shahi Rs. 13, #318, is still paid l^ them direct to 
the Indore State : and Salim Shahi Rs. 2,014 are also paid direct by 
the Ihabua Darbar on account of three Jagir Estates which have 
escheated to Jbabna. 

In 1891 the Raja ceded, free of cost and with full sovereignty, the 
land required for the Ratlam-Godhra Railway which passes through his 
State. 
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Oopal Singib died in 1806 and was sncceeded hy bis adopted son tbe 
present Raja tJdai Singb, born in 187G, son of Tbakur Bagbunatb 
Singh of Kbawasa, a tributary of Jbabna. 

Raja TJdai Singb was granted full administrative powers in 1898. 
Tbeae were eurtaiM in 1900, bnt restored in 1918. 

Tbe area of Jhahua is 1,880 square miles; the population, acc.'ord- 
ing to tbe Census of 1921, 11^,932; and the revenue Rs. 8,49,997. 

The State pays Rs. 1,271-3-0 a year towards tbe cost of tbe Malwa 
lihil Corps. 

The intliiary forces of tbe State c^iiisist (1980) of 24 Cavalry, 74 
Infantry and 211 Armed Police with 4 serviceable and 5 unsemoeable 
gnns. 

Tbe State was liable to the operation of tbe Nasaraua rules up to 
1911 when, on tbe occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

2. BanwAHi. 

Tbe Banas of this State are Sisodiya Rajputs of tbe Udaipur family, 
who separated from the parent stock about tbe fourteenth century. 
From the beginning of tbe eighteenth century tbe power of tbe Ranas 
of Barwani gradyally declined ; their country, originidly of considerable 
extent, was devastated by tbe Mahrattas; and at length only a strip of 
the Satpura range, 80 miles in length, with tbe lowlands on either side, 
remained to them. They did not, however, become tributary to any of 
the Malwa Chiefs. Mohan Singb was Rana at tbe time of Sir John 
Malcolm's settlement of Malwa. He was succeeded by bis son Jaswant 
Singb. \ 

In 1861, owing to tbe incapacity of Rana Jaswant Singb, tbe State 
was taken under British management and remained so until 1873, when 
it was restored to tbe Rana, on tbe understanding that bis continuance 
in power would depend on bis ability to administer bis State rightly. 
On the death of Jaswant Singb be was succeeded by bis brother Indrajit 
Singb, the administration of the State remaining in tbe bands of tbe 
Uiwan. In 1883 Rana Indrajit Singb, in order to test bis capacity for 
ruling, was put in charge of the Anjar pargana of bis State. Tbe ex- 
periinent proving fairly successful, be was recommended for further 
powers: and in January 1886 full administrative authority in bis State 
was conceded to him, on tbe distinct understanding that tbe measure 
was tentative and that, should it fail, it would be necessary to revert to 
tbe former arrangement. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Barwani was granted n permanent salute of 
9 guns. 
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A olftim WM pTtferred by Holkar in 1808 to aovaroignty orer the 
villago of Dotwara^ ntnated in tba heart of Banraaii on the ground of 
posBeaeion at the time of Sir John Malcolm’s settlement. This was 
disprored by the eridence, whioh showed that the Tillage had been 
granted by the Chief of Barwani in 1771 as a senrioe jagir to Naro 
(laneshji, IHwan of Ahalya Bai of Indore, and that for some years after 
1812 the Barwani State, having resumed the jagir, received the revenues 
of the village. There was no evidence to show how the village passed 
fro;m the successors of the Diwan to the Maharaja of Indore; but, as 
the grant to the Diwan did not include sovereignty, and as the Maharaja 
laiM to show that he held it on a different tenure, Oovemmeut pro- 
nounced his claim to be untenable. In 1886 Holhar’s right to collect 
excise revenue in the village of Datwara was disputed by the Barwani 
State: and it was decided that, as Holkar’s s^tus in that village was 
simply that of a jagirdar, he, in common with other jagirdars, had no 
title to the excise revenue of Datwara. 

In 1968, to avoid future disputes, the State, with the sanction of the 
Government of India, purchased the Indore State’s rights in the village 
for Bs. 60,060. 

Eana Indrajit Singh died in 1894 and was succeeded by his son 
Bana Banjit Singh. During his minority the administration of the 
State was carried on a Superintendent under the direct control of the 
Political Agent. He was invested with full ruling powers on the 12th 
January 1910. 

In 1911 Bana tUmjit Singh was granted the title of His Highness, 
with a personal salute of 11 guns. 

During the Great Wor Bana Banjit Singh served in France in 1915. 

In 1916 Bana Banjit Singh, was granted a sanad conferring on him 
certain powers, to be exercised by 1^ personally, in oriminid cases. 
In 1921 he received a Kharita ($€€ Part II, Bhopal No. XXXVIII) 
conferring upon him and his successors enhanced criminal powers to 
disjM^ of triab of all classes of criminal oBenoes committed within the 
State the i/ubjects of the State or others. The Kharita does not, 
however, apply to any criminal case in which the person accused or any 
of the accused are Europeans, European Britidi subjects, Americans or 
Government servants. In extending the powers the Government of 
India desired that persons s e ntenced to deaA, transportation, or impri- 
sonment for life should be given every facility to present a petition for 
merqr to the Agent to t)la.(Glovemor-General, tlie consideration of which 
would iia the subject of communication between the Agent to the Gover- 
nor-General and the Chief: and that^ in the cose of a sentence of death, 
effect didttid not be given to such sentence until intimation of the 
passi|ig of the sentence had been given to the Agent to the Governor- 
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(ienml wlio^ after awaiting the pmeaiatkm of a petition for men^o 
would oommuiiioate with ike Bnbr regarding ike execution of tke 
sentence.

In 1921 ike permaneni salute of tke Bukr of Birwani was enhanced 
(u 11 guns. 

Kuna Banjit Singk, died on tke 21ct April 1930^' and was succeeded 
l»y Ills son tke present Sana Deri Singh, horn on the 19th July 1922, 
during whose minority tke administration is being carried on a State 
Council. 

The urea of Barwani is 1,178 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 120,160; and the revenue 10,81,495. 

The State pays Hali Rs. 4,000 a year towards the cost of the Malwa 
Hhil Corps. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 19 Cavalry,* 247 
Armed Police and 7 Artillery men, with 2 serviceable and 11 unservice- 
able guns. 

The Slate a*as liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1011 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

3. Au-RAn>on.* 

The early history of this State is very uncertain; but it appears to 
have been founded by one Anand Bao Bathor about 1440. When the 
liritish |iower was established in Malwa, the State was under the control 
m 1* HU adventurer named Musafir Makrani. Partob Singh, the Chief of 
\li-llttjpur, had died leaving a napbaw Kesari Singh, who endeavoured 
to supplant Pariah Singji’s {losUiumous aon Jaswant Singh. Kesari 
Singh was driven out ly ^Musafir, who was the only Makrani leader 
allowed by the British Government to settle in Malwa. Ue had long 
been luaiiager of Ali-Kajpur and was recogiiiseil as manager of the State 
during the minority of Jaswant Singh. An Engagement (No. IX) was 
mediated in 1818 between him and the Dhur Darbar by which, ih lieu 
«d tribute, alleged to have formerly been Be. 20, 000, the sayar duties 
ill Ali-Bajpur were made over to Dhar. 

The sayar dntiee, however, were not only unproductive, but the 
«*«illection of them by Dhar officials led to disputes. To remedy these 
dilliimlties, the first arrangement effected was an agreement on the part 
of the Dhar State to pay a sum of Bs. 1,200 a year to Ali-Bajpur in 
commuiation of all claims of individuals on the sayar duties. By this 
Nvitlemeiit, all pretext for interferenew on the imrt of the officials of 
Ali-Bajpur was obviated. Disputes, however, still ctmtinued. For this

HMMOn, And with • view to prauotiiig ficilitiM of oommorco wilh 
Gujarat, tha British Govemmant procured from Dhar the ceeeiou of the 
tribute pf Ali-Rajpur at the time when Dhar made oyer Beraaia to Britiiih 
management,*' and agreed to pay Dhar Htli Be. 10,000 a year in lien 
of the tribute claimed by Dhar tern Ali-Rajpur.. Thia auin ia collected 
from Ali«>Rajpur by the British Government and paid to Dhar. The 
tribute having been alienated from Dhar, all supremacy of that State 
ceased as regards Ali-Rajpur. 

Jaswant Singh died in 1862, leaving a will by which he dividm the 
State between his two sons. It was a qjiesiion whether this partition 
should be pennitted. The neighbouring Ohiefs were consulted by tho 
Political Agent:* and it was at last decided by the British Government 
that the will should be set aside and that Gangadeo, the elder son, 
should be recognised as heir to the CSiielship, subject to a provision in 
land for his younger brother. 

In 18G4 the Rana undertook (No. X) to give, with full jurisdiction, 
any lands that might be required for the construction of a railway. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Ali-Rajpur was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

The incompetence of Gangadeo, and the anarchy which had pre- 
vailed since he was entrusted with power, compelled ^ British Govern- 
ment in 1869 to depose him and take the State under management. 
Muhammad Najaf Khan was appointed Superintendent, and Gangadeo’s 
brother Rupdeo was associated with him in the administration, with a 
new to his beiiig properly trained for the duties which would ultimately 
devolve upon him as Chief. The allowance of the deposed Chief was 
fixed at Rs. 1,000 a month. 

Gangadeo, whose excesses had rendered Jkim imbecile for several 
months provious to his death, died in 1871 and Rupdeo was recogaiasd 
as his successor; but it was decided to make no ebuge ia the manage- 
ment of aiairs until^he should fHWve himself capablii of admiaisterb^ 
the State. Rana Rupdeo was entrusted tentatively with the manage- 
ment of affairs in 1873, on the understanding that his continuance in 
poweir would depend on the manner in whidi he carried un the adminis- 
tration. Ue dM in 1881 without male issue. 

As the privilege of adoption had not been granted to the deceased 
Chief, the State might have been treated as an escheat to Government. 
It was decided, however, to forego the right, and to appoint a sn c csssor 
to the ffoUA, Att» carefully investigating dm qualiflcadons and daims 
of several penoas, including the Chiefs of Dharampur and the Thakurs 
of Mayagaon and Thulwal, the choioe of OoveruMt fell upon Bijai 


g«s Dhar, lapni. 
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Singli, the Thakur of Sondwa, then a minor, whose family was an off- 
shoot of the direct line of the Ali-Bajpnr Chiefs and whose daims were 
warmly supported bf the Banis and die most influential persons in the 
State. 

The succession of Bijai Singh was, however, displeasing to Jit Singh, 
Thakur of Phulwal, who in the time of the previous Chief had, on 
acoount of his wealth and influence, ranked above the Sondwa Thakur. 
Owing to the lax administration of the Diwan, and more particularly 
by reason of his interference with the hereditary customs of the Bhil 
Patels and Tarwis, the Bhil population had for some time been in a 
disoontented state. Thakur Jit Singh, taking advantage of this, induced 
the Bhil and Bhilala leaders, Bhawan and C&tu, to join him in a rising 
in which many Makranis, headed Dad Muhammad, joined, as well 
as a number of Yilayatis from Gujarat and Khaudesh. The malcontents 
plundered the towns of Nanpur, Bhabra and Chaktalla, and threatened 
Ali-Bajpur; but on the arrival of the Malwa Bhil Corps th(^ diqmrsed, 
and Dad Muhammad, the Makranj leader, was shot in a skirmish. 

Eventually the leaders, Chitu and Bhawan, were captured and 
brought to justice. Thakur Jit Sii^h escaped into GKijarat, where he 
seen after died; and his Estate WM forfeited and ’lapsed to the State. 
When the rising had been put down, the claims of concerned were 
examined, the hereditary rights pf the Bhil Patels and Tarwis were 
restored, and Thakur Jawan Singh, of Jhaknaoda, in Jhabua, was 
appointed Superintendent of Ali-Bajpur. , 

In 1887 all transit duties were abolished throughout the State. 

Ip July 1880 Government sanctioned the tentative administration 
by Bana Bijai Singh of the parganas of Nanpur and Katali; but, before 
he could be invested with these limited powers, he died on the 16th 
August 1890. 

As Bijai Singh left no male issue, his cousin Partab Singh of Sondwa 
was selected in 1891 by the Government of India to succeed him. At 
the same time it was intimated that, as there were no heirs, dfiect or 
adopted, the State 'had ag^ become liable to be treated as an escheat; 
and that Partab Singh succeeded in virtue of his selection by the Govern- 
ment of India, and not as a consequence of any relationship, natural or 
artiflcial, to the late Chief. A claim to the Chkbhip, which was 
advimced the Dharampur family on this occasion, was rejected. 
Sana Partab Singh, who was bom in 1878, was formally installed in 
March 1892. During his minority the State was managed ^ a Kamdar 
snder the supervision of Gie Pcditical Agent. He was grsia^ adminis- 
trative powers in January 19M. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Baja was conferred (Ko. XI) on ikhe 
Ruler oi AU-Bajpur. 
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In 1915 Bnjn Pnrtab Singh wm gnuited n sanad oontering npon 
him certain powers, to be exercised by him personally, in criminal 
eases: and in 1021 he received a Kharita (see Part II, Bhopal, No. 
XXZTin) conferring upon him and his snccessors powers similar to 
those granted to the Ruler of Barwani (g.v.). 

In 1920 Baja Partab Singh was granted a personal salute of J1 
guns : and in 1921 the permanent salute of the Euler of Ali-Bajpur was 
enhanced to 11 guns. 

The area of Ali-Bajpur is 836 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 89,364; and the revenue Bs. 5,60,690. 

The State pays Bs. 1,271-3-0 a year towards the cost of the Malwa Bhil 
Corps. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921, the authorised 
strength of the State Forces consists (1930) of:—

The State also possesses 2 serviceable and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


4. JOBAT. 


The Jobat family are Bathor Bajputs, being an oSshoot of the Ali- 
Bajpur family. The founder of the family is stated to have come ori- 
ginally from Fysabad in Oudh in the train of the Rajput Chiefs who 
spread over Mdwa, and to have acquired his possessions by his own 
exertions, making Jobat his remdenee. 

In 1864 Bana Banjit Singh agreed (No. XII) to cede such land as 
might^be required for a railway passing through his territories. 

Banjit Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by his son Sarup 
Singh, who died in 1897 and was succeeded by his son Indrajit Singh. 

Indrajit Singh abdicated in March 1916 leaving no heir. The 
Government of India selected, as his successor, the present Bana Bhim 
Singh, second son of the Thakur of Borjhar Jagir, a collateral of the 
e#-Ghief. Bana Bhim Singh, who was born on the 10th November 1915, 
was installed on the 18th June 1917. During his minority the adminis- 
tration of the State is carried on by a Superintendent under the direct 
orders of the Fulitical Agent. 

All transit duties have been abolished in the State.

the State waa liable to the operation of the Naiarana rulea up to 
1911 when, on the ocoaaion of the Corohation Darbar, all auch levies 
were aboliahed. 

6. KATUXWiJU. 

The early history of Kathiwnra is obacure. The Thakura are Jadon 
Rajputa. Thakur l^rawar Singh, on hia death in 1866, was succeeded 
by his brother Bahadur Singh, who died in 1903 and was succeeded by 
hia grandson the present Thakur Onkar Singh, born in 1891. 

The Thiikur exeix^iseg full powers in revenue and civil matteie, and 
those of a Magistrate of the First Claw in criminid cases, residuary 
jurisdiction being exercised by the politii^l authorities. 

The area of Kathiwara is 70 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 5,200; and the revenue lls. 47,803. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Naaarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolidied. 

6. Mathwae. 

The Thakura of Hathu'ar are Puar or Pramai' Rajputs, said to have 
sprung originally from the same family as the Puars of Dhar. 

Thakur Bam Singh was found guilty of harbouring rebels in 1859 
and forfeited hia right to the State, the administration of which was 
awumed by his apn Onkar Singh. On the death of Onkar Singh in 
1865, hia infant son Banjit Singh succeeded. During the minority of 
Banjit Singh, the management of the State was temporarily entrusted 
to the Ali-Bajpur Darbar, in accordance with the wishes of the deceased 
Thakur. In 1869, on the deposition of Oangadeo, Chief of Ali-Bajpur, 
the management' was entrusted to Muhammad Najaf Khan, Superinten- 
dent of Ali-Bajpur. 

Banjit Sin^ died in 1901 and was succeeded fy the present Bana 
Bakhat Siagh, bm in 1870, brother of the Jagirdar of Ptorlabpura and 
the neareit relative of the late Thakur. 
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Unlkwar, UutaniMd and Bakk^tgmih. 

Tii« TliMkor exereiiMNi full powers iu metiie aiid eitil meitm usd 
those of a Melinite of the First Class ui crinniial oases, residuary juris- 
diction being exercised by the political authorities. 

The area of Mathwar is 1:^9 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921. 2.995; uUd the retettue Ks. 10^997. 

The State u'us liable to the operation of the Naiarana rules up to l9ll 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. all such levies were 
abdlished. 

7. BaTaNMAi^. 

The early history of Ratanmal is very obscure. The Thakurs are 
Puar or Pranuir Rajputs. 

On Thakur Abbey 8iugh*s death in 1879, his son Dhirap Singh 
succeeded. Ue died in 18t^ and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Dasrath Siiigli, born in 1992. During his minority the State 
was managed under the supervision of the Political Agent. It was made 
over ill the Thakur in May J916. 

The Thakur exen'ises full powers in revenue and civil matters, and 
those of a Magistrate of the First Class in criminal cases, residuary 
juri^iotion toeing exercised by the politioel euthoriiies. 

The^rea of Raiaumal is 32 square miles; the population, eccording 
to the Census of 1921. 1.790; and the revenue Rs. 38.403. 

The Stale was liable to the operatkm of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. all euch levies 
were abolished. 

8. BAKUATQAin.* 

The Thakur of Bakhatgarh pays uonually to Dhar Hali Rs. 16.502 
under a Settlement (No. XIII) made in 1818. In 1819 a dispute 
between the Thakurs of Bakhat^rh and Knchhi Baroda was settled 
(No. XIY) through British mediatiott. and the claims of the Bakhatgarh 
Thakur on the villages of Dhangikheri and Dttdwal were recognised. 
Thq| portion of the engagement which relatee to these two villages is 
still in force; but the former part of the engagement, regarding the 
Mandloi dues, is said to have been modified by Sir Gland Wade in 
1842. 

In 1853 Thakur Bhagwant Singh succeeded his burner Sawai Singh, 
who was the son and successor of Pirthi Singh, the Chief with whom the 
settlement was originally made. Bhagwant Singh died^n 1809 without 
having adopted an heir, and left the sdection to his widou(« Hef choice, 
with the coneent of the Dhar Darbar. fell on Partab Singh; and this 
was oonfifined by the British Oovemmeni.

Pifteb Singh died in 1892| hewing adopted Sardar Singh of the 
Bhamhori ftunily, to which he himsdf alao belonged; and his succession 
was sanctioned by the Gorernment of India. Sardar Singh died in 1912 
and was sncoeed^ I 7 his son the present Thaknr Rai Singh. 

In 1901 Thaknr Sardar Singh claimed that the villages of Bhat 
Bamanda and Barodia, which are mentioned in the Sanad of 1818, bnt 
which have l<mg been in the possession of Eachhi Baroda, shonld be 
restored to him. Oovernment decided in 1904 not to admit the claim, 
on the gronnd that Eachhi Baroda had been in nnintermpted possession 
of these villages for over a hundred years. 

The area of Bakhatgarh is 66 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 10,414; and the revenue Us. 74,192. 

9. Bhaisola on Domu. 

Under a Settlement (No. XV) made in 1818, Thakur Chandra Singh 
engaged to pay annu^y Bs. 2,601 to Dhar. Chandiu Singh was 
suoeei^ed in 1839 by his brother Hamir Singh, and he in 1842 1^ 
his adopted nephew Bhim Singh. He died in 1M2 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Thakur Onkar Singh. 

The area of Bhaisola is 27*7 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 2,40L; and the levenue Rs. 24,777. 

10. BBAmUDPUlA.* 

Two engagements were mediated in 1820 and 1821 with the Dhar 
State by Sir John Malcolm on behalf of Manrup Singh, Bhumia of 
Bharudpura. The first (No. XYI) granted six villages in pargana 
Dharampuri in pe^petntty on an annual payment of Rs. 525, one village 
on an annual payment oi Rs. 201 and fifteen Bhil paras or hamlets, 
some of which have been taken out of the Bhumia’s possession as a 
result of subsequent decisions 1^ the political authorities. In conse- 
quenos of a subsequent agreement between the Bhumia and the Dhar 
State, without the mediation of the British Government, he now pays 
only Be. 827 lor the three villages still in his possession. The gutilnutee 
is held still to extend to that portion of the original settlement that is 
still in force by the terms of the sulisec|tt«iit initdifteil engagement. 

By the second (No. XVII) Manrup Singh was to rerieive Rs. GOO 
annually ftrom the Dharampuri pargana, and was answerable for all 
robberies between the Man and Earam riveiu. In view of the dis- 
appearance of his liability for watch and ward, and for payment of com- 
pensalion in case of thefts, the Bhumia now receives Hritisb 
Rs. 2IM3-10. 


•Msloalia’s "Malwa’% No. 6 of 8ch|Ade No. IIL 
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TI 10 Bhmnia abo holds (No. XYIII) the Tillago of Kantdipura in 
Mandtt in porp^ty, paying mi 40 a year; and i^ roium holds 
himtolf responsible for ^ robberies in the village, and is liable to 
render military service. 

tTdai Singh, son of Manmp Singh’s son Bishah Singh, died in IHOb 
and whs snooeeded by his eldest son Sawai Singh, whio die«l in 1005. 
On his death the Gbvemnient of India recognised Uie snccessiou of his 
son the present Bhnmia Hnkat Singh. 

The present Estate consists* of four villages and eleven hamlets or 
Bhil paras held from Dhar. 

In 1899 Bishan Singh granted Chiktiabar and other lands to his 
brother Amar Singh. The last holder, Kidien Singh, died in 1908 
without heirs. The family arrangement of 1889, which, though 
countersigned by Captain Sandys, the Political Agent, was not recog- 
nised as a separate guarantee, then ceased, and Chiktiabar reverted to 
Bharudpura. 

The area of Bharudpura is 32 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 2,046; and the revenue Bs. 18,838. 

11. CBHOTA BABXHBlA.t 

According to th^ original Settlement (No. XIX) mediated U 1820 
by Sir John Malcohn between the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera and the 
Dhar State, the Bhumia was to have hdd two Inam villages and five 
on farm, on payment of Bs. 853. In 1822, however, by mutual agree- 
ment between the Bhumia and the Dhar State, without the knowledge 
of the British Government, the arrangement was altered, the Bhumia 
relinquishing four of the five villages and retaining in his possession 
one village for which he now pays Eo. 151. He was also to hold jointly 
with the Bhumia of Ifota Barkhera (q-v,), fifteen paras but the Dhm 
Darinur actually gave possession of only eleven which were subsequently 
partitioned between the two, the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera retaining 
six and ICota Barkhera five. In the original lease the Bhumia was 
wpfAti answerable, jointly with the Bhttg^ia of Mota Barkhera, under 
pengUj of forfeiture of his villages, for/robberies in fifteen villages. 
The guarantee is held still to extend to that portion of the original 
setdemeni that is still in force under the subs^uent modified engage- 
ment#

The pneeiit Bhumift Bhiinm Singh enooeeded hie leiher Hnkat Singh 
in ]904. 

The Estate oonsiste^ ol three TQlagee and six hanlete hdd Isom Dhar. 
The Bhumia is also in aotoal posessrion of the Tillago of Qnlha, one of 
the eight guaranteed Tillagee held hgr tte Bhnniia of Mota Barkhera 
(q.v.) from Gwalior; which, in the diriaion between the two Est^tee of 
Mota and Ohhota Barkhera, passed to Ohhete Barkhera and has hmm held 
by. that ijstate e?er since. 

The area of Ohhota Bkrkhera is 28 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 2,682; and the rofenne Be. 26,64T. 

12. Oaxri on BHAxaAKHo.t 

The Estate of Oarhi was founded by Barjw Singh, third in descent 
from Jujhar Singh, the first of the Rajgarh ffimily who settled in 
Kothide. By the mediation of Sir John Malcolm in 1819, (No. XZ). 
Barjor Singh and his' cousin Hathi Singh (who went to Kothide) were 
jointly granted the Dhar Darhar six Tillages in the pargana of 
Dharampuri, vis., Pipalda, Balwari, liodhipura, Dudhi, Kailaltoo and 
Bhodal. In return they were to be answerable for robberies committed 
by Bbils of their Tillages and were not to harbour robbers. Their 
claims on ten panrOs or hamlets were also recognised. Hathi Singh, 
however, relinquished his claim oh the villages; three were given up to 
the Dhar State and the reaiaining three, Pipalda, Balwari and Iio^i- 
pura, were granted on lease to Barjor Singh. The guarantee is held 
still to extend to that portion of the original agreement which is in 
force by the terms of the subsequent modified agreement. 

Bhumia Nahar Singh was fourth in descent from Jujhar Singh. 
He was the son of Baqor Singh, who was included in Sir John Malcolm’s 
settlement, and succeeded his brother Lachman Singh in 1884. He died 
in 1890 and was succeeded by his adopted son Roghunath Singh, whose 
succession was sanctioned by the Oovemment of India in February 1892. 
At the same time the status of Oarhi as a guaranteed Bhumat was 
affirmed. Raghunath Singh died in April 1930 ai^d the questijm of a 
successor is still under consideration. 

The present Estate consists of three villages— Pipalda,' Lodhipura 
and Balwari; and three Bhil paras — ^Piplaj, Imlipura and Dehrya— held 
from Dhar.

18. Jaiihu.* 

The Bhumia of Jamnia ia descended from Nadir Singh, the principol 
freebooter in the western Tindhyas at the time of the settlement of 
Malwa. 

In 1806 Nadir Singh received from Semdia a Sanad (No. XXI) ^ 
granting him in perpetuity lour villages in IKkthan pargana on poy- 
ment of Rs. 261 annually. This Si^d, which was guaranteed by 
Sir John Malcolm, bears an endorsement dated in 1820, and this was 
probably the date of the guarantee, though the grant ran from '806. 
Sir John Malcolm also m^iated an agreement by which Nadir Singh 
was to receive from Holkar a tanka of Bs. 2,664 and to protect the 
country from Jam to Nalchha. 

On Nadir Singh’s expulsion from Malwa, his son Dhiman Singh 
rec.eived from Sciiidia, in 1819, a Sanad (No. XXIII), guaranteed by 
Sir John Malcolm, granting him the village of Kunijrod on paymeni 
of Bs. 401 annually. The Bhumia now |Miys the Cwalior State Rs. 097, 
including cesses, lor the five villages. 

In 1820 Bhiman Singh received, through the mediation of Sir John 
Malcolm, a Sanad (No. XXIY) continuing to him the tankas which 
his father had received from Holkar (see No. XXII, under which the 
Bhumia receives tankas totalling Rs. 2,606 from various districts) : and 
in the same year Sir John Malcolm mediated an Agreement (No. XXV) 
between Holkar and Bhiman Singh for the lease of the village of 
Kheri on Ijara Istimrar tenure, at a rent of Rs. 701, from which an 
abatement of Rs. 160 was made for tiie protection of the Durjoiipiir 
pass. 

In 1821 Sir John Malcolm mediated an Agreement (No. XXYI-- 
tee also note to No. XYII) between the Dhar State and Bhiman 
Hingh,t under which he receive<l Rs. 66 from the Ilharampiiri pargana 
on condition of holding himself responsible for robberies. In view 
of the disappearance of his liability for watch and ward, and for pay- 
ment of compensation in case of thefts, he now receives Hali Rs. 824M). 

In 1888 Bhiman Singh received (No. XXVII) the village of Dabar 
in Dharampuri pargana, on a quit-rent of Rs. 160. 

In 1862 Bhiman Singh’s lease from Holkar of the village of Ehcri 
was continued (No. XXVIII) at an increased rent of Rs. 901. It has 
been decided by Government that the Bhumia’s rights in this village,

Ill 18GH an enquiry was made iiiiii the rlaiiiiM of Scuiiditi, llolkar and 
Dliai* t4» Millie (if t\\fi 47 hamlets or paras held by the llhiimia of Jaiimitt 
in(1(*peiideutly of the lauds ^arantced to him by Sir John Malcolm, over 
which Nadir Singh and his successors had exercised a ^t/om-iiidepen- 
dent jiujsd lotion ever since tlie settlement of Malwn. Jjookiiig lo the 
length of time which had elapsed, and to the inconclusive and doubtful 
nature of much of tlie documentary evidence that hod been udduc^id 
in sitp|M>ri of these claims. Government decided to maintain the exist- 
ing arrangements and to continue to the Bhumia the exercise of juris- 
diction within the 47 paras, subject only to the control of the I’oliiical 
Agent and without interference on the part of the authorities of the 
adjoining States. A Sanad (No. XXIX) was granted to the Bhumia 
in 1871, confirming him in the possession of the 47 hamlets. An appeal 
against this decision was prefer^ Holkar, but Government declined 
to re-open the oaae. 

The Bhumia also receives an allowance of Bs. 80 per mensem from 
the British Government in virtue of his hereditary office of Bisaldar 
in the Bhumia* Police. 

Bhiman Singh was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, and he in 
1863 by Hamir Singh, who died in 1924 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son the present Bhumia Baghunath Singh. 

The Estate consists* of 47 villages held from the British Govern- 
ment, one from Dhar, one from Indore and five from Gwalior. 

The area of Jamnia is 39 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 2,042; and the revenue Bs. 33,624.

In 1818 a Settlement (No. XXX) was made by Sir John Malcolm 
with Bhagwant Singh of Kaohhi Bar^, by whidi the Thakur rmived 
sixteen vfllages, subject to an annual payment of Bs. 9,469 to* Dhar, 
and engaged to be responsible lor the peace of the villageo. Bhagwant 
Singh dM in 1866 without direct heirs. The matter was not reported 
to the Government of India; but, under instructions from Kr B.

Hamilton, tlmii Airont to the Oorornor-Oenoral at Indoro, tlia Dhar 
Stato wvM informed that, as the Thaknrai had become vacant, the 
guarantee of the British Oovernment was at an end. Bhagwant Singh’s 
u’idow, however, adopted Dalel Singh: and the adoption was confirmed 
liy the Dhar State. 

Ill 1864 the cane came under the notice of Goveninieiii : and it was 
decided that the abolition of the guarantee was contrary to the policy 
and previous practice of the British Government. The guarantee was 
therefore restored. 

Thakur Dalel Singh died in 1896 and was succeeded by his eldant 
son Zalim Singh, who died in 1906 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Thakur Beni Madho Singh. 

Ill 1901 the Thakur of Bakhatgarli claimed the two villages of 
Bhat Bamauda and Baroilia, on the ground that they were mentioned 
in the Sanad granted to him in 1818; but it was decided in 1904 that, 
as the villages had been in the uninterrupted possession of Kachhi 
Baroda for more than a hundsed years, they should remain in the 
possession of Kachhi Baroda. 

The area of BUichhi Baroda is 34 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 7,455; and the revenue Bs. 54,781. 

15. Eau Baobx. 

Two engagements were mediated by Sir John Malcolm in 1820 and 
1821 between Bhumia Sawant Singh and the Dhar State. By the first 
(No. XXXI) the Bhumia pays Hali Bs. 501 yearly in perpetuity to 
the Kamasdar of Dharampuri, in consideration of which he holds six 
villages and is answerable for the prevention of robberies. By the 
second (No. XXXII) he received Hali Bs. 1,377 as well as Bs. 123 
samindari from the pargana of Dharampuri, in return for which he 
undertook to guard the pargana and to be answerable for* robberies. 
In v|ew of the disappearance of his liability for watch and ward, and 
for payment of compensation in case of thefts, he now receives British 
Bs. 583-7-7. 

The present Bhumia Sumer Singh, fifth in descent from Sawant 
Singh, succeeded his father Bhagwant Singh in 1909. 

The Estate holds from Dhar, besides the six villages of Kali Bacri, 
Bama Dhama, Walipur, Hasanpur alto# Kala Paui, Dhapla and Chitri, 
the two Bhil paras oi Titipura and Bamgarh. 

The area of Kali Baori is 20 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 2,539; and the revenue 16,210.

The Estate of Kothide was founded liy Hathi Singrh, third in deM*ent 
from Jujhar Singh ($ee 12, Oarhi or Bhaisakho). By the mediation of 
Sir John Malcolm tn 1819 (see No. XX) Hathi Siiigh and hie couein 
Barjor Singh (who went to Oarhi) were jointly granted hy the Dhar 
Darbar six villages in the pargana of Dharampuri. In return they 
were answerable for robberies committed Bhils of their villngee 
and were not to harbour robbers.

Hoti Singh, grandson of Hathi Singh, died in 1895 and was . suc- 
ceeded by his brother Daulat Singh, who died in 1901 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Bbumia Mohan Singh.

17. Mota Babkrbra.* 

The Bhumia has relations both with Dhar and with Scindia, settled 
by Sir John Malcolm Sq 1820. By the settlement with Dhar (No. 
XXXIII) he was to hold in the pargana of Dharampuri seven villages 
on a payment of Rs. 1,526 yearly; in the pargana of Nalchha three 
villages on a perpetual rent of Rs. 201 ; and in the pargana of Jahangir- 
pur one village in perpetuity on payment of Rs 61 annually, l^e w « 
also to hold jointly with the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera 15 Bhil 
paras but tbe Dhar Darbar actually gave possession of only 11 which 
were subsequently partitioned between tbe two, the Bhumia of Mota 
Barkhera retaining 5 and Chhota Barkhera 6. He was to be' answerable 
for robberies within his limits, under penalty of forfeiting his villages. 
The Bhumia now pays Rs. 866 only for three villages in Dharampuri, 
four having been given back, and the payment having been reduced by 
ugreeiiient with the Dhar State, without the knowledge or consent of 
the British Government, in 1823 Inst document under No. XXXIII). 
The guarantee, however, is lield still to extend to that portion of the

Tile original settlement with Scindia (No. XXXIY) was giren to 
Bhumia Fateh Singh. By this the Bhumia is to hold certain Tillages 
in the Sagor pargaim in jierpetuity, paying a revenue of Rs. 1,503 
besides dues (as to which see No. XXXVII) which raise the amount 
of his payments to Rs. 1,041. The Bhumia also holds (No. XXXVI) 
in perpetuity five villages in Scindia^s pargana of Dikthaii; for these 
villages he now pays Rs. 1,403-8. 

Bharat Singh, grandson of Fateh Singh, died in 1890 and was suc- 
ceeded by his adopted son Daulat Singh, who died in 1912 and was 
succeeded his elder son the present Bhumia Nain Singh. 

The Estate of Mota Barkhera consists* of 7 villages and 5 Bhil paras 
held from Dhar, and 8 villages held from Gwalior. 

The area of Mota Barkhera is 53 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 4,782: and the revenue about 
Rs. 53,000. 

Kathona . — ^The family of Kathoria is an offshoot of the Mota 
Barkhera family. 

In 1834, owing to disputes between Chain Ringli and Hate Singh, 
son of Fateh Singh, a Settlement (No. XXXV) was effected by Cuplnin 
Sandys, under which the village of Kathoria (one of the villiigi*M held 
from Dikthan by Mota Barkhem through Sir John Malcolnrs ineilin- 
tion) was awarded to Chain Singh in return fur an nniiiml payment 
of Rs. 301-8-0 to Mota Barkhera. The Bliil pom of Sliikarpuru 
(one of the paras held jointly from Dhar by Mota and (Miliota 
Barkhera through Sir John Malcolm's niediation but subsequently parti- 
tioned between the two) was also awarded to Chain Singh, who liecame 
responsible for the yearly payment of Rs. 2 per plough (now 50 per 
cent, of the land revenue) to the Uarbar. and also fur the payment of 
samindars' haks. Two hundred and fifty biglias of cultivated land in 
two villages of Mota Barkhera were also granted rent-free to the Bhumia, 
and Rs. 14 yearly on account of bliet in seven villages. 
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Thd preteiii llhumia Khanik Siugh, fourth iu deseeui from Chain 
Siugh, MttcnetHled his uncle Eiehor Singh in 1916. 

The giuee reveuift of the Eetiite is Bs. 4,420. * 


18. MuLTiiAir.* 

The Thakur pays to the Dhar State Huli Its. 18,044 under an 
Eiigageiiieiit (No. XXXVIII) concluded with Thakur Sawai Singh in 
1818, ihinugh the metliaiion of Sir John Mah'olm. 

Thakur Sawai Singh died in 1849, and was succeeded hy his son 
Dnl]>nt Singh, who died iu 1900 leaving no heir, natural or adopted. 
Kunwar Bharat Singh, younger son of the Buja of Suilnna, was even- 
tually adopted hy the IWager Thakiirain of Mult haii and was selected 
hy the Qoveruinent of India as the successor of Dnlpat Singh. 

The area of Mulihan is 100 lujiuire miles; the iiopulatiou, according 
to the Census of 1921, 11,221; and the revenue ahout Bs. 91,000. 


19. NxUKHKBA.t 

Under a Settleiiient (No. XXXIX) effected hy Sir tTohn Molcolm 
iu 1820, the Bhuniia holds the village of Tirla in hereditary succession, 
paying annually Hali Bs. 500 tnnka, and is answerable for all robberies 
between Dhar and Sultanpur, under penalty of forfeiture of the village. 
The Bhumia further pays Bs. 60 as samindari and dami hhet. 

The original grantee wos Sheo Singh, who was succeeded hy his son 
Dhima Singh, and he by his adopted son Kanak Singh. In 1862 Gn- 
vernment sanctioned the adoption hy Kanak Singh of his cousin Dniyno 
Singh as his Kuccessor, in the event of failure of direct male heirs. 
Kanak Singh died in ]8(|4 without issue, and Danwo Singh accord inglv 
succeeded to the tanka. Bniyao Singh died in 1804 and was succeeded 
hy his eldest son Jndrajit Singh, who died in 1018. without male 
issue, and was succeeded hV his brnther Daulat Singh. He died in 
1922, and was succeeded hy his elde.st son the present Bhumia Gangs 
Singh. f 

The area of Nimkhera is 107 8C|iiure miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 5.253; and the revenue Bs. 61,677. 


20. BAJOABll.t 

The Bhumia held on lease from Dhar 12 villages in the Dharampuii 
pargann. By a Deed (No. XL) executed in 1821 he relinquished 10 
out of the 12 villages and retained possession of the remaining two 
villages of Chaiidawur and Bhawania on a yearly payment of Bs. *‘102, 
and an ugi-eeineiit to keep the roads ii-ee from thieves, and to be answer- 
able for all ruh1)eries.

At the Mine time an Agreement (No. XU) was mediated hy Sir 
John Malcolm, under which the Bhuima received Bs. 600 from the 
Dharampnri Eachehri in addition to British Bs. 21 from the samindni*:*. 

Tii 
view of the diMppearanoe of his liability toe watch and ward anil for 
payment of compenrotion in cose of thefts, he now receives British 
Bs. 211-1*3-10. In 1823 the Bhtviiiia entered into a fresh Engageiiieiit 
(No. XLII) with Dhar, a'ithont the knowledge of the British Govern- 
ment, for the lease of one only (Bhowania) of the two villages retained 
by him in 1821, on a payment of Bs. 101. The guarantee is held still 
to extend to that portion of the original agreement thui is still in force 
under the subsequent modified agreement. 

In 1M6 Sir B. Hamilton medinteil for the Bhmnin u routirnniiion 
(No. XTjIII) of his haks in 11 asllpur under whiih he now rendves 
Hs. 5(1 yearly from that Knchehri, and has ]>OMsession of 12 bighas nf 
iniguted land in Sihod, together with other dues in that village. 

In 18G9 the claims of Holknr and Dhar to the villages of liajgarh 
and Dhal, which hod been in the niidisputed poHsesHion of the Bhiiniia 
of Bajgarh since the settlement of Mulwn, were investigated: and it 
was decidetl by Government that the Bliunn'a should enjoy the same 
authority us he had hitherto exeroised in the villagt*s in (|nes(ioii, 
suhjecst only to the control of the Politieul Agent, and witlumt any 
interfeveiiee on the part of Indore or Dhar. A Saiiad (No. XIJ.V) 
was gi anted to the Bhumia in 1871 rniifinniiig him in the jiossessioii 
of these villages. He also receives an allowaiiee of Bs. :{() per ineiisein 
from the British Government in virtue* of his hereditary otiiee of 
demadar ill the Bhuiiiio Bolice. 

Ill a lioundnry dispute hctweeii Dhar and Indore il was derided 
that two of the purns, ITelnbtiwar and Bliedlin, with their piiras, held 
from Dhar (sre No. XL) lieloiiged to Indore State. The Bhtiniiii was 
dis|ms.<^sNed of them in 1880 by Indore, who eontCsted his right to 
their |M)ssession: and it was only in 1887 that he was tigain put in 
possesMioii of them. He holds them on the siime terms us he holds 
•laimiiijhiri from Dhar. The lihumin deals with the Indore llarbar in 
i‘es|iert of the villages of Heliilmwiir and Klieillia. 

The original fatikadnrs were Moliati Singh and his son Fateh Singh. 
Hnthi Singh suix reeled his father Fateh Singh; iiinl Ohaiii Singh 
Htirceeded liis brother Hnthi Singh in I8G4. Ghaiii Singh died in IHflO, 
ntid Utw sureemlecl by hts eldest son Uatan Singh who died in April 
19*30 and was succeeded by bis nephew the present Bhiiniia Bam Singh.

and sealed by himself to the said Bapoo Ragonaut, from whom he has recrived 
a counterpart of the same, bearing Lis seal and signature, and confirmed by that 
of Ramchunder Rao Puar,' '^jah of Dhar. 

Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, K.C.B. and K.L.8., engages that a copy

Translation of on Bnoaonnint izeentod between Holiai and Drar in 
regard to Hoosa Bijoie in Peignnnab Dbar and Mousa Sungrode in 
Pergunnab Depalpore in Indore, in tbe time of Qrnnral Malcolm, 
dated 19tb Sbnal 1256, A.H., correiq^nding with 210th Jnlj 1821. 

For many yean there has been a dispute between tbe lemindan of monia 
Bijore in peigunnab Dbar and mouia Sngrod in peignnnab Depalpore regarding 
lands situated on tbe boundaries of these two Tillages. As no agreement could 
be come to. Maharajah Mulhar Rao Holkar and Rajah Ramcbunder Rao Puar 
of Dhar referred the case for decision to Major Qen^ 8ir John Malcolm who 
'eputed Captain Dangerfield to the boundaries of the Tillages to enquire into tbe 
merits of the case. Captain Dangerfield, baTing snir^ed the dii^uted lands, 
submittiBd a report to Qeneral Malcolm, who fii^y decided that both parties 
should at all times respect the boundaries fixed and agreed to by the disputants 
in the time of the latp Abilla Bai and raise no objection thereto ; and that both 
parties should agree to tbe measurement made Ij Captain Dangetfield and re- 
corded in the GoTcmment office. For their gnidaiice ibis deed recording tbe 
boundary settlement made by the Bai Sablba is written. The lands lying between 
the bank of the Cbumbul and the point which tbe Bai Babiba has marked by 
sugar mill stones haTe, after due enquiries, been reaerred as grasing land for the 
cattle of the aforesaid two Tillages. Neitber of tbe contending parties will erer 
in future raise any dii^ute in respect to the boundaries of the abore lands, or 
bring forward any claim thereto. The cattle of both Tillages shall graae without 
let or hittderance on those lands. No person shall be permitted tu cultiTSte tbe 
above grasing lands. The Bijore people will eultiTate the remaining land and 
none or the contending parties shall interfere with such cnltiTation. Tbe buMhi 
of the village of Sngfod baving been measned under the anperintendenoe of 
Janardan Trimbak Amil of monsa Sugied in peignnnab Depalpore, Bundar Ramaji, 
karkoon of Holkar, Beniram hi tbe employment of tbe Fnar Giicar, and tbe patail 
and patwari cl Bijore in peigunnab Dbar tbe bonndarieo tbenof have been defined 
as follows 

Tbe eastern bcamdaiy extends to tiie bank of ike Ohumbnl and the weeim 
Iwondaiy to tbe mosqne. Bomidaiy piOafs have been erected on tbe eaet, weal, 
north and sontb. Tbe lands wbieh lie between tbe meeque aad tbe bonndaiy 
pillaie measese 804 betgsba. Tbe lands wUeb formed tbe snbjeet el diipnie^ 
and wbieh have been leseiTid as pastmags fee eatlle and will ever eenliiitte m,

the British Qovemment on the following terms 

All lands requirddfor the railway, its stations and worfas, shall be ceded, 
free of chaige, in perpetuity, with its sovereign authority to the British Qovem- 
ment. 

Such compensation as it may be necessary to award to private individuals for 
lands so taken up will be given by the Dhar State. ** 

All residents within the railway limits, whether subjects of the Britbh 
Government or of the Dhar State, shall be under the juriodiction of the railway 
officers and Qovemment authorities. 

All disputes between the officers and dependants of the railway and 
(he subjects of the Dhar State outside the railway limits shall be heard and settled 
by the officer in political charge of the Dhar State.

Translation of an Engaoriient entered into by Maharaj Srkb Gopaul Sing 
of Jhabua, No. 11, dated filst April 1864. 

1. All such land as may be necessary for the railroad, workshops, buildings, 
and bungalows, etc., wil^e given gratis. 

2. The British Government to exercise full sovereignty over such lands as may 
be given for the railroad and the buildings thereof. 

3. Any manner of dispute arising between the people connected with the 
railway and the subjects of the Darbar to be decided before the Political Officer. 

4. All persons residing within the railway limits, whether subjects of the 
British Government or of the Darbar, to be under the jurisdiction of the railway 
or Government officials. 

5. Should any loss accrue to any person by the construction of the railway 
within the Darbar territory, either by the destruction of any building or the occu- 
pation of any land, or by any other means within railway limits, the Darbar will 
be answerable for it. 

6. All through traffic by the rail will be free of duty, but goods arriving at 
the railway through the Darbar territory or leaving the railway within the Darbar 
territory will be liable to payment of duty to the Darbar.

1 will without any ob- 
jection act up to the orders of the Gircar’s Karkoon at the thannah. I will neither 
employ nor dismiss a sebundee without report to the karkoon. I will draw pay 
according to the rules of the mehal. I will serve wherever and whenever the 
Circar may direct me. 1 will adopt measures to prevent the Bbeels and Bhamas 
committing plunder ; I will reside at the thannahs of Naulcha and Dhurrumpooree 
and serve the Circar. If I fail to put a stop to the robberies and plunders of the 
Bheeb and Bhamas and to protect the roa^, the Circar shall resume all'the inam 
and Peshoush villages which 1 hold. And as the Circar has got the village of 
Pagan in Pergunnab Dhurrumpooree improved through a banker, I will give 
security for the anrount of money which the said banker may have disbursed 
on account of the above village, and redeem in the course of two months, from 
let Bfaugh Boodee, the^oument which has been given to the banker for the pur- 
pose of its being return^to the Circar.

Hutteh Sing, Bhoomia of Burkhera, represented to me that he holds five vil- 
lages in Pergunnah Dekthan in istnmraree tenure ; and that the kamaiadar rea- 
lised from him, as rent of those villages, a sum more than mentioned in the lease 
and engagement ; and prayed that the kamaisdar might be directed to collect from 
bins such an amount of ^^t as is laid down in the engagement. The said Bhoo- 
mis having been desired by me to produce the perpetual lease of the five villages 
held ty him said that the lease had been lost for some years. With a 4iew to 
make an esoquiry into, the matter the kamaisdar of Dekt^ was ordered to pro- 
duce the tagagonent ezeeuted by the said Bheeaua as well as the annual state- 
nmnis of rent cdleoted from him. 

Ballajee Punt Dewsn, on the part of the aforesaid kamaisdar, submitted this 
day to the Court irtatements of rent realised from the said Bhoomia from 1244 
to 1262 Pndee. Prom these it appeared that from 1246 to 1252 Pnalee the said 
Bhoossia paid yeariy, as rent for the above five villages, a sum of Rupees 1,403-8 
inelunve ol cesses such as ^'sarkaiee babtee,” ** aemindaree bhet, ” *'giiam/* 
*'bhetlarkliateei,’* bhet, Ac. The stalenmnts also diowed that in 1244 and 1245 
she iUioomia paid yearly a sum amre than the above amount. ,

Oobind Rio Knrkoon end Mngan Lell Kenoongoe pneented to me e peti- 
tion on the pert of the kemeiider of Segoxe. eteting thet Bhoomie Hutteh Sing 
of Berkhere holde three Tillegee litueted in the eforeieid pergnnneh end prey- 
ing thet, beiidee the earn of Rupeee 1,608, which hec been laid down in the leece 
end engegoment es the emonnt of rent for the ebove three villegee, the ceid Bhoo- 
mie might be directed to pey the oeieec or bhete due to emlehe, leminderi, fur^ 
neveee, gireinehi, etc., ee mentioned in the deoidon. With the petition they 
submitted e memorendum of the oessee for Rupees 144,i eis., Rupees 78 on eo- 
couht of the bhet of the troops ; Rupees 18 on eooount of the bhet of mehel kern- 
eisder ; Rupees 48 on eocount of the bhet of lemindsr ; end Rupees 6 on socount 
of the bhet of fumnvees ; and mentioned that out of the above amount of Rupem 
144 a sum of Rupees 72 only was paid yearly during the last four years, and that 
the remainder was due. . liie said Gobind Rso Karkoon and Mugun Lall Kan- 
oongoe were then asked to state why no petition was made before this, as the deci- 
sion in question was passed four years ago, and to give proofs t^t they received 
the cesses according to the memorandum. They said in reply that they used 
to take oesses, ** babtee,” etc., from the aforesaid Bhoomia, and the local arbi- 
trators having told them not to levy cesses, they wrote to their employer at Lash* 
kar on the subject, but, not having received any answer from him, they were un- 
able to act up to the decision. They also mention that they now, having received 
orders from the iLashkar to take oesses according to the decision, have waited 
upon me. In order to prove that thef received the cesses yearly, according to 
the memorandum, for 16 years from the date of the lease to the date of the afore- 
said decision, thi^ subndtted statements for that period. It appears that the 
bhet was paid every year. The said Bhoomia in answer asserted that, besides 
the rent laid down in the lease, he paid the sum of Rupees 72 on account of *' bhets * ’ 
due to amlahs, semiildarB, and fumavees, from the date of the said decision to 
1968 Sumbut. He further alleged that before the date of the above dedsion 
the iriiwiAiAr used to take by force from him yearly Rupees 100 on account of 
“ babtee kirkol," etc. ; Rupees 197 on account of *' doanni ; Rupees 54 on ac- 
count of amlidi bhet,*’ etc. ; and Rupees 1,508 on account of rent, etc., after 
deduction of a trifling amount of **ohuhoot*' and *'siropah.’* The Bhoomia 
also said that, with the exception of *' semindaree ” and '* fumavees bhets,'* all 
other cesses are paid. 

The fact that the ceases, ** amlah bhet,** etc., were paid to the kamaisdar of 
flsgore has, in my opinion, been established by usage, and is borne out in docu- 
ments. Hutteh Bing holds no paper in support of his assertion. He acknow- 
ledged to have paid the bhet.

TaaNSLATioN of an Istamrar Pacta granting in perpetuity the village of Tirla 
ill Diiar on. the part of Ramchundbr Rao Puar, Cldef of Duar, to ^no 
SiNO Bhumia\i(^ Niukubra in the Hindola Paroaka,>- 1820. 

The above-mentioned village has been continued to the Bhuniia and hia pre- 
decessors by the Kamasdar and the Dhar Government in accordance with the 
royal grants enjoyed by them from ancient date on the following conditions 

To protect the villages of the Dhar district from the borders^ of Bnltanpur 
to the town of Dhar. None of the Bheels or robbers, etc., were to be permitted 
to rob the villagers and the inhabitants of Dhar of their cattle and property. No 
travellers or merchants were to be subjected to any injury or molestation. 

The predecessors of the Bhumia held this village on the above conditions and 
paid annually to the Dhar State a tankha amounting to Hali Rupees 380 or three 
hundred and fifty only. 

The Bhumia having failed to observe the conditions above specified during 
the present anarchy, the ryots, merchants and others suffered serious losses. The 
Dhar State in consequence confiscated the village of Tirla, and was put to great 
eipenses on account of its management and repopulation and in erecting a fort 
and a wall.

In default of which tbe Gtovemment is at liberty 
to condscate tbe village. 

In consideration of tbe services rendered to tbe State in former times by tbe 
Bbumia, it has been settled, through tbe mediation of Sir John Malcolm, that 
the village be restored to him on tbe above conditions in perpetuity, be paying 
to tbe Dbar State an annual sum of Rupees 600, Ujjain or Indore Currency, as 
tankba.

Bhojakherii which is in the Southern States of Central India and’Malwa 
Agenc*y, is notic^ in this group although it has no guaranteed holding 
in ^Central India at all — its only guaranteed liolding being the village 
of Sidra in Jhalawar State (set Vol. Ill, Bajpiitana, Part IV, Haraoti 
and Tonk Agency — Jhalawar). Kayatha, though in the Central India 
Agency (q.v,, Part I of this volume), holds only from Dewas, and b 
therefore noticed in thb group. 


The Malwa Agency was in charge of the tyoinmaiidant of the Central 
India Horse, with headqunrtero at Agar, until 1895, when it was placed 
under an ofHrer of the Political DepaHiiieiit, with headquarters at 
Neemuch. 

So recently as 1861 the District of Malwa was subject to incessant 
inroads of Bhils from Banswam and Partabgarh ; and in that year it was 
considered advisable to make an EiigageiiKMit (No, I) with the frontier 
Thakurs, in whoee districts the bill passes are situated, to combine to 
oppose the incursions of the Bbils.

In 1907 the two Dewas Stiitee, with their feudatory Kstatea of Pathari 
and Borkhera (Dewas), which had formerly been under the immediate 
Hupenrision of the Agent to the Govemor^Qeneral, were placed in icdiarge 
of the Halwa Agency: and in 1908 the Sarangpur pargana of the two 
Dewae States, which had been in the charge oi the Political Agent, 
Bhopal, was transferred to the Malwa Agency. About the same time 
the Estates of Bagli, Earaudia, Tonk and Uni came under this Agency. 

In 1906 the following Estates, being feudatories of the Gwalior State, 
were transferred to the Gwalior Besidency (see Yol. V., Gwalior Media-

In 1910 it was brought to notice that the grant of a quarter diaie in 
the Tillage of U]^, n^e by the Jaora Darbar to the Thakur of Uplai 
in 1840, had bMU mediated by Major Borthwick: and in 1912^ the 
Goremmeat of India deeided. that ^e Thakur dionld be treated as 
guaranteed in ihie holdiag.

In the eame year, on the eeparation 
of the Gwalior Eesideiiny from the Central India Agency, it waa deeiided 
that the EHtatee named below who, beeides their holdii^ fnmi Qwallor, 
eitiier hold land or receive tankas from the States shown agaiiist iheii’ 
names, should deal with the Gwalior Bmidem^ in respect of their 
Gwalior holdings, and for the others with the Agency entered egaintt

To their lerenue 
was added an assignment oi-Bto tribute of certain districts to the amount 
of Bs. and at a hter date the province of Hamixpur in 

Bundelkhand^ yMdtng Bs. 76,000 a year, as well as the district of 
KaadiAa in the Doab. The territory acquired in common was partitioned 
between the two brothers at a sub^uent date. 

Few thirty years before the British oecuiwtion of llalwa, the Chiefs of 
Dewas had been plundered and oppressed by Scindia, Holkar and the 
Pindari Chiefs, and were deprived of meet of the tributary payments as 
well as of Hamirpur, Kandoba, and other districts; but in 1818 the two 
Chiefs then in possesMion, Tukoji, the grandson of the Chief of the same 
name, and Anand Rao, his cousin, adopted son of the grandson of Jiwaji, 
were by Treaty (No. II) taken under British protection. 

By article 7 of this treaty the two Chiefs agreed to ** act hy an unlpn 
of authority and to administer their affairs through one public minis- 
ter but by degrees this union was relaxed, until in 1841 a definite 
separation of administrative conWl was effected hy each Chief appoint^ 
ing his own Minister. The two Branches are now virtually separate 
States with distinct lands, revenue and administration. The jast matter 
determined in this connection was the apportionment between the two 
States of jurisdiction in the city of Dewas and in the town of Sarangpur. 
The lattrr airrangement was completed in 1888. 

In 1828 the Chiefs of Dewas made over to the adminiatrative charge of 
the British Government (No. Ill) the pargana of Bagod, an outtying 
district in Nimar which they could not lAciently control. The pargana 
was placed, lor administrarive purposes, within the limits of the 
Bhopawar Political. Agency, under the direct supervision of the Political 
Agent. The annuel surplus revenue of the pargana, after payment of all 
charges of administration, was paid to the Chiefs of Dewas. 
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Ify the Traaty cl 1818 the Dewas Siaia waa rel|aix«d to pforido a oon* 
tingant of 68 horaa and 60 foot, to ba doublaa wban tba ramiiaa im* 
pnnrad. In 1887 tba coniingant waa raiaad to 76 bona and 800 foot 
wbicb, with Batkar*a contingent of 400 bona, fmrmad .tba Eaatarn Ifalwa 
Contingent. On tba amalgamation of tba Eastern and'Waatafn Malwa 
Continganta^ the obligation to supply a quota of troops was commuted to 
an annual contribution of Us. 33,600 Hali coin, since conyartad into 
Rs. 28,474-8-2 Britiab currency. This sum is now the only, military 
contribution paid 1^ tbe Dewas State, and.is equally dirid^ Uatwaan tba 
two Cbiafaw 

Both tba Cbfafa of Dawaa rendered good aaryioa duribg tba^miitiBy< of 
1857. In 1862 they racaiyad Sanaijt of Adoption (Ifbi. lY). 

In 1864 tba Cbiefs of Dewaa.agread (NbSk Y and YI) to mtic oyw, 
free of coat, to tba Britiab Goyemmant Tands tiHat might be required. Ilsr 
railway purpoaea; to allow compensation for priyata property ifedm< up>: 
to cede full jurisdiction short of soyareifpi rights*; and to abolidi all 
transit and other duties on goods passing by rail through their territory. 

In 1879 Bia Estate of Tjarawat lapsed to tbn Dhar and Dawaa Dasbart 
in profNurtioin to tba tribute fbrmarly paid by tba Estate, nmuly twa- 
tbirda to Dbar and ona-tbird to Dawaa (saw Soutbam States af CMInd 
India, lapaad Estates). 

In 1881 both Chiefs agreed (Eb. YII) to remit all transit dbUm on 
salt passing through their territory; and, to eompensate them lor tba 
loss thereby incurred, Government engaged to daliyar at Indore to each 
Chief one hundred maunds af salt free of cost. When the payment in 
cash to Holkpr was substituted in 1883 lor tba payment in l^d, it waa 
considered adyisable to put all tbe Chiefs in Central India, cm tba same 
footing, and accordingly a Supplementary Article (No. YIII) was added 
to tbe original agreement, by wbicb it was stipulated that llwi Ckiyem- 
ment should pay to each of the Dewas Cbiefs a sum of Rs. 418-8-0 annual- 
ly in lien of tbe original compensation in kind. 

In 1886 tbe Cbiefs of both Branches abolished all transit duties 
within their territories, with tbe exception of the duty an opium. 

In 1880 both States ceded, free of cost, all land required fct tbe 
IJjjain-Bbopal Railway. 

In 1886 tbe States adopted British currency, in supe r session of tbe 
Hali coine current till that year. 

In 1801 tbe pargana of Bagod (see No. Ill) was restored to tbe Chiefs 
of Dewas and dirided equally iMtween tbe Branches, irrespectiye of 
treaty yillages. Tbe substance of tbe agreement entered into by tbe 
States is contained in a Memorandum (No. IX). 

In 1806 both Chiefs gave, free of charge, all land in tbe Alote (Senior 
Branch) and Guegncba (Junior Branch) parganas, required for tbe 
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Hijflft-Vttlin XiQwigr, Mid Mgnti to *tMdt pleiiMgr cml Mid orimiiiil 
jurifdidlioii Mwr iuch limda (Kot.

He died in 1880, and nne iieeeeded by bis adopted eon Xriehttaji 
Baou 

In 1887 An Bnler of Dewae (Senior Branch) was granted a peniuh 
neni ealute of li gnns. 

Fnem the time Erisbnaji Bao took charge of hie State, hie affairs 
began to fall into Reorder and bis ddbto Increased aannally ; he attempted 
to remedy mattors 1^ making over fbie mam^gement erf affaire to his 
adoptine mother^ but her adininistration was not soceesofnl. The debto 
rose to ton lakhe of rupees : and in 1275 it beenme necessary to place 
the State under an Indian Superintendent and to neeign a suitable allow- 
anoe to the Chief. In March 1881 the gneater portion of the debts of the 
State haring been paid off, and KrishnajI Bao haring giren proofs of 
iMprorement, he was permitted to assodato himsdf in Ae adminietra* 
iien wiA the Superiatondent, whose designation wae altered to that of 
IMwan. 

In 1888 it was found dtoessary to rerert to Ae form of administration 
saneUoned by Ae Goremment of Indie in 1281 : and an Indian Super- 
intendent was appointed to control the adininistration subject to Ae 
immediate superrision of the First Aseietant (new Secretary) to Ae Agent 
to the Govemor4}eneral at Indore, in 1888 Kiishnaji Bao was ^in 
inrested with powers of adminSetration, subject to certain restrictions. 

KriAnaji Bao died in October 1898, leariig no heir, natnral or 
adopted. Xeeho Bao Bapu Sahib, elder son of Baja Xiisbnaji £ao*s 
elder brother by blood, was recognised as hb sucoessor by Ae Goremment 
of' India, and was subsequently adopted by KriAnaji Bao’s widow. 
Kesho Bao> who was bom on Ae 1st January 1888, was installed on Ae 
4A April 1800 wiA Ae title of Tukoji Bao III. Doling his minority 
the State was administered by a Superintendent under Ae direct super- 
vision Ilf Ae First Assistant (now Secretary) to the Agent to the 
Qoremor-General in Oentral In£a. 
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Several qneetione in dispute between the Darbar and the Thakur 
of Pathari were decided during the minority. The villages held the 
Thakur from the Senior Branch are not guaranteed: and the Agent to 
the Governor-General ruled that jurisdiction therein vested with the 
Darbar, to whicii the Thakur was bound to report crimes occumng within 
their limits; that the Darbar had a right to levy sayar dues, including 
opium cess, on the holding; and that the Thakur was liable to pay 
nasarana according to the rules obtaining in the State in respect of all 
similar holdings. The Estate of Jawasia stands on the same footing. 

Raja Tukoji Bao was invested with niling powers on the 24th Feb- 
ruary 1908, subject to certain restrictions which were withdrawn in May 
of the same year. Only the general obligation was imposed, to consult 
the Political Agent in important matters and before making any import- 
ant change in measures which had been introduced during the minority. 

In 1914 the village of Umrod, in the Sundarsi Pargana of the Dhar 
State, was transferred with full rights to Dewas (Senior Branch) in 
exchange for their assignments on the Nimanpur Pargana. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XII) 
on the Ruler of Dewas (Senior Diunch). 

In 1922 Maharaja Tukoji Rao granted a Permanent Constitution, 
which included the creation of a State Council an<^ a Legislative 
Assembly. In this connection the Government of India desired to leave 
it on record that nothing in the scheme sliouhl be regarded as affecting 
the relations between the Government of India and the Darbar as 
established by Treaty, sufferance or usage. 

The area of the State is 449 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 77,005; and the revenue Rs. 9,99,900. 

The military forces of the State consist (1980) of 46 Cavalry, 105 
Infantry and 22 Artillery men, with 2 serviceable and 11 unserviceable 
guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 191 1 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished* 


3. DEWAS.

Annnd Rao Pitar died in 1840 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Haibnt Rno who, in 1858, adopted a son on the understanding that, if a 
legitimate son of his liody should be Iwni, the son by adoption should 
relinquish oil claims to the State. A legitimate son, Narayan Run, was

born in 1860 and succeeded Haibat Bao on bis death in 1864. Daring 
his minority the State was managed by a kamdar, subject to the direct 
control and sup^ision of the Agent to the OoTernor-General. 

In 1867 the Buler of Dewas (Junior Branch) was granted a perma- 
nent salute of 16 guns. 

Narayan Bao was entrusted with administrative authority in 1879. 
He died on the 19th January 1892, childless, ipid leaving no blood rela- 
tions. In accordance with his wishes He was succeeded by his adoptive 
brother’s elder son, the present Maharaja Malhar Bao, bom on the 10th 
August 1877. During his minority the administration, was under the 
direct supervision of the First Assistant (how Secretary) to the Agent to 
the Governor-General. He was invested with ruling powers in 1897 ; but 
in 1908 it was considered necessary, in the interests of the State, tem- 
porarily to impose some restrictions on his powers. These restrictions 
were removed in 1912. 

The Darbar’s right to levy sayar dues, including the opium cess, on 
the four villages held by the Thalrar of Pathari from the Junior Branch, 
was confirmed in 1906. 

In 1914, the villages of Tanda and Qowla, in the Sundarsi Pargana of 
the Dhar State, were transferred to Dewas (Junior Branch) in exchange 
for their assignments on the Nimanpur Pargana. 

In 1916-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
rektsd in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed with modifications in 1923 and 1925 {see 
Part I, Central Indih Agency, No. XV). 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XIII) on 
the Buler of Dewas (Junior Branch). 

In 1922, on the . cancellation by the Government of India of the 
guarantee for the holdings of the ^akur of Uni, the Estate was made 
over to Dewas (Junior Branch), on the understanding that the cancella- 
tion of the British guarantee meant rather its restriction to the mainten- 
ance of the Istimrar on a quit-rent of Bs. 501. 

The area of the State is 419 square miles; t^e population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 66,998; and the revenue Bs. 6,18,550. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 51 Cavalry, 116 
Infantry, 78 Armed Police and 22 Artillery men, with 8 serviceable and 
2 unsarvioeable gups. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. all such levies 
were abolished. 
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4. JAOBA. 

QHafur Shan, the fint Sawah of Jaora, was brother-m-hw of the 
predatory leader Amir Shan, whom he represented at the Court of Holkar 
when Amir Shan quitted Malwa on his expeditions into Bajpntana. The 
lands which had been assigned to him by Holkar were guaranteed to him 
by the 12th article of the Treaty of Mandasor (Mandsaur) (see Part I, 
Central India Agency, No. II), on condition of his maintaining a body of 
600 horse, the quota to be increased in proportion to the inoreasing 
revenue of his districts. Amir Shan himself claimed these lands, alleg- 
ing that the grants had been made to him although Ghafur Shan’s name 
had been used, and that he was entitled to them by virtue of his engage- 
ments with the British Government. Enquiry, however, diowed, that 
Ghafur Shan held them on his own account as a member of Holkar’s 
government, and that his real dependence on Amir Shan, which was the 
origin of his influence with Holkar, had ceased before the war of 1817. 
Amir Shan’s claim was therefore rejected. 

Ghafur Shan was succeeded in 18% by his son Ghaus Muhammad 
Shan, then only two years of age. The arrangements for the manage- 
ment of the State were made by the British Government; but, as 
Jaora was nominally subordinate to the Indore State, although really 
independent of it, the investiture of the infant Nawab was made in the 
name of Malhar Bao Holkar and confirmed by the British Government, 
and a liasarana of two lakhs of rupees was presented to Holkar. The 
elder widow of Ghafur Shan was appointed guardian, with her son-in- 
law Jahangir Khan as her agent; and they were required to keep open 
accounts of the State revenues for the inspection of the Resident at 
Indore. Two years afterwards, in consequence of gross mismanagement 
and neglect of the Resident’s advice, the Begum was removed from the 
guardianship. It was also decided that, in ^e event of Ghaus Muham- 
mad’s death, the male relatives of Ghafur Shan should succeed in pre- 
ference to his descendants in the female line. 

In 1828 the quota of troops to be maintained was permanently fixed 
(No. XIY) at 600 horse, 500 foot and 4 guns. In 1842 this arrange- 
ment was commuted to a yearly oontribution of HsJi Bs. 1,85,810, when 
the Western Malwa Contingent, consisting of the troops furr.ished by 
Jaora, was amalgamated with the Eastern Malwa Contingent fur- 
nished by Holkar and Dewas. The contribution was reduced to Hali 
Bs. 1,61,810-4-0 in 1859 as u reward for the Nawab’s services during the 
mutiny of 1857. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jaora received an Adoption Sanad (see Part II, 
Bhopal Agency, No. YII), 
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Xawab Gbaus Muhammad Khan died in 1805, and was succeeded by 
Ills son Muhammad Ismail Khan, then eleven years of age. If had been 
intended that, during his minority, Ghaus Muhammad Khan*s mothei 
should be the nominal head of a council of regency; but her death 
occuiTod within a few days of that of her son^ and it was decided that the 
administration of the State should be carried on as in the lifetime of 
Ghaus Muhammad Khan, subject to the control and authority of the 
Political Agent in Western Malwa. Muhammad Ismail Khan was ac- 
cordingly installed by the British Government in the name of Holkar, to 
whom, ateording to precedent, a nosarana of two lakhs of rupees was 
presented by the Nawab. In return Holkar offered a khilat of Es. 5,000; 
but this, with the permission of the Government of India, was declined 
by the Nawab as being out of proportion to the nasarana. 

'Attempts were made by the Nawab of Tonk, on behalf of his step- 
sister, the eldest widow of Nawab Ghaus Muhammad Khan, to interfere 
with the arrangements for the succession to, and the management of, 
the Jaora State. For these proceedings he incurred the severe displea- 
sure of Government; and he was forbidden to send any one to Jaora or 
in any way to interfere with the affairs of the State. 

Protests also were made by Holkar against the grant by the British 
Government of a ranad of succession, and against the recognition and 
installation of tfie young Nawab without his (Holkar*s) knowledge or 
consent. His claim tc be consulted on the succession was untenable under 
article 12 of the Treaty of Mandasor, by which the British Government 
distinctly guaranteed Jaora to Nawab Ghafur Khan and his heirs on 
certain conditions: and it would have been inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of that article ii Holkar had been allowed to intervene in the matter. 
The claim was also ojlposed to precedent, as no such reference had been 
made on .the succession of Ghaus Muhammad Khan in 1825. Holkar’s 
claims were therefore distinctly negatived : and bis objections as regards 
the sanad of succession were viewed by Government with special dissatis- 
faction. ^ 

In 1867 the Ruler of Jaora was granted a permanent salute of 13 
guns. 

In 1874 Nawab Muhammad lemail Khan was entrusted with the ad- 
ministration of bis State, Hairat Nur Khan, his father’s chief adviser, 
remaining as Minister. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. XY) we 3 made between the British Gov- 
ernment and the Nawab for the abolition of all transit duties on salt 
passing through the Jaora State. By this agreement the Briti^i Govern- 
ment undertook to pay to Jaora a sum of Rs. 2,500 annually as compensa- 
tion for the h&B thereby caused to the Siito revenue. 
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In ihe Mine yeer Ifnliainiiiad Ismail Khan dupeiu^ with the services 
of Hanrat Nur Khaii and wished to assume the sole management of the 
State himself; but, on the advice .of the British authorities, a council of 
four was appointed to assist him in conducting the public business. The 
Nawab, however, objected to their attempt to control his expenditure, and 
the councillors gradually withdrew from their position of advisers; with 
the result that in 18S5 the State finances showed a debt of over sixteen 
lakhs of rupees. A new Minister was appointed: and a loan of three 
lakhs; bearing interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, was made 
to the State by the British Oovemment. 

In 1887 the Nawab abolished all transit duties throughout his State, 
except on opium. 

Muhammad Ismail Khan died on the 6th March 1896 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son the present Nawab Muhammad Iftikhar AH Khan born 
in 1883. During his minority the State was administered by his uncle 
as Kamdar, subject to the general control of the Political Agent. 

At the time of the installation of the young Chief, the Indore Darbar 
raised the question of theit right to depute an Agent and present a khilat ; 
but the Government of India rejected the claim, and decided that the 
Nawab should be installed in the name of the Maharaja Holkar by the 
Agent to the Governor-General in Central India, and that the l^ilat 
should be presented on behalf of the Government of India. The re- 
presentative of the Indore Darbar was allowed to attend the ceremony as 
a spectator only. The customaiy nasarana of Indore Hali 9s. 2,00,000 
was paid, by Jaora to Indore on the occasion. 

Nawab Muhammad Iftikhar All Khan was invested with full adminis- 
trative powers in April 1906, 

In 1909 the claims of Batlam, Jaora and Piploda to ihe village of 
Amargarh, in the Sarwan Estate, were rejected by the Agent "to ihe 
Governor-General : and it was held that the lands belonged to Sarwan, 
under the suzerainty of Batlam. 

Thejpermanent rate of exchange betwsieh the British and Salim Shahi 
currencies, for guaranteed payments due by the feudatories of the Jaora 
nSfaie to the Darbar as well as for the Darbar’s payment to the Thakur 
of Tal, was fixed by the Government of India, with effect from January 
1916, at British Es. 100 equal to Salim Shahi Bs. 126. These orders did 
not apply to the payment due from Piploda State to the Jaora Darbar. 

In September 1916 the Government of India abrogated the guarantee 
an muitajirt of the Malbargarh Thakurs (g. w., infra). 

In 1916-17 Jaora, which contains the best poppy-growing lands in 
Malwa, entered inva an agreement with the Oovemment of India lor the 
production of erode opium, in circumstances already related in connec- 
tion with the similar agreement of Uie Indore Stats. The agreement was 
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renewed, with modificatione, in 1028 and 1926 (lee.Part I, Central India 
Agency, No. XV). 

In 1922, on a repreiehtation made by the Indore Darbar lor the 
attendance of the^Nawab of Jaora at all State functions daring the 
Viceregal Visit to Indore in 1918, and as regards the general status of 
Jaora Indore, the Goremment of In^ re-affirmed the proTious 

deoisionf that Jaora, though nominally a fief of Holkar, is really in- 
dependent of him. As regards attendance at a Darbar at Indore, the 
Government of India called attention to the admitted fact that the Nawab 
held not attended any Darbar at Indore since 1874; and ruled. that, 
irhatever the practice may have been in times long gone by, such attend- * 
once could no longer be regarded as customary. 

The Agent to the Governor-General has held that jurisdiction in the 
guaranteed holdings of the State vests with the Darbar; and that, though 
the Darbar are not entitled, as of right, to manage the Estates during a 
minority or owing to maladministration of the Estate holders, as 
a matter of politick and practical expediency they have been permitted 
since 1922 to manage the Estates on condition that they consult the 
Political Agent on matters afiecting the guarantee of the Estates. 

In 1923 the Nawab’s claim to feudatory rights over Piploda was held 
to be untenable by the Government of India, who re-affirmed their 
decision of 1905 that the Thakur of Piploda enjoyed the full status of 
a mediatised Obief. 

In 1926 the Government of India held that the Thakurs of Borkbera 
(Jaora), Eherwasa, Sadakheri stnd Sirsi had established a prescriptive 
right to excise revenue in their holdings, or to compensation in lieu. 

The area of Jaora >iii 601 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 85,^88; and the revenue a^ut Bs. 11,67,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 51 Cavalryi 125 
Infantry, 285 Armed Police and 16 Artillery men, with 16 serviceable 
and 2 unserviceable guns. • 

Th€ MMargarh Thakuu. 

In 1821 Agreements (No. XVI) were mediated between the* Nawab 
and the Thakurs of Malhargarh for 7 villages ; between the Nawab and 
Thakur Onkar Singh of Sanauda for 9 villages; between the Nawab and 
the Zamindar of Tal for 18} villages; and between the Nawab and 
Thakur Chhatar Singh for 2 villages. About the same period similar 
agreements were mediated between the Jaora Darbar fmd other Thakurs 
by British officers. Accounts of the Thakurs in question and of the 
nature of their holdings eud agreementi will be found later, 
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The Thahui of Malhargarh claimed the position of tributary jagir- 
daw, but tb^ were merely guaranteed leesees of the villages in their 
bands, the continuance of their holdings being dependent on their observ- 
ance of the terms of their lease. Moreover, it was agreed that the rent 
was, according to established general custom, liable to increase from time 
to time, with reference to the value of the lands. The Oovemment of 
India finally decided that this was their position. 

The Thakurs being recalcitrant and having refused to accept a ]il)erfll 
settlement for 30 years offered to them by the Nawab, it was found 
necessary in 1885 to allow the Darbar to attach the villages of the 
Thakurs of Harsor and Manderi until they should submit to his terms. 
These and the other Thakurs in the same position refused submission ' 
and abandoned their villages; but, finding resistance to the orders of 
Government unavailing, they with one or two estceptions returned in 
1886, and in 1890 all accepted the above settlement. This acquiescence, 
however, did not last long. The Thakurs continued to maintain an 
attitude of defiance to the orders passed, and remained obdurate in their 
claim to be treated ae guaranteed utimrardan ; until, in June 1916, on a 
memorial submitted by them conjointly with certain other unguaranteed 
Thakurs, the Government of India definitely decided that, unless (he 
Thakurs signified in writing, within a specified period of time, their 
submission to the orders of Government which had already been passed, 
the guarantee would be withdrawn. 

The Thakurs were notified of the decision and, on their fadure to 
submit, the guarantee was finally and irrevocably cancelled in Septem- 
ber 1916. The Darbar undertook, however, to make liberal arrangements 
for the Thakurs. 

6. PANTH PIPLODA. 

Panth Piploda, which now comprises 10} villages possessed by five 
different Thakurs, is held directly from the British Government without 
the intervention of any Indian State. In November 1938 the tract of 
Panth Piploda was declared to be a Chief Commissionersbip and the 
Agent to the Governor-General in Central India wao appointed the Chief 
Commissioner and liocal Government for the purpose of all enactments 
in force therein. 

An assignment of the revenue of ten villages of Piploda and 
Mandawal, amounting to Rs. 11,761,^ was originally made by the Peshwa 
Madho Rao I to the family of Gopal Samhaji, a Mahratta Pandit, and 
was renewed in the names of his nephews, Dhondu Gopal and Janardan 
Gopal, by tho Peshwa Madho Rao 11. By article 14 of the Treaty of 
1817 (see No. XV, tolume VII, The Peshwa), the Peshwa ceded to the 
British Government all his territories and rights in Malwa. By this 

6alim%hahi^^^ kave been mode of Ri. 11,142-84) Hsli and Rs. 022-114) 
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ceiwiou therefore the ten villages of Panth Piploda become Briti^ terri- 
torj; but Goveminent continued the state of things which had existed 
under Hahratta rule : and in 1821 Nani Dhondu and Wasudeo Janardan, 
sons of Dhondu Gh>pal and Janardan Oopal^ received fA>m Sir John 
Malcolm a Sana^ (No/xVil), which was confimed by the Supreme 
Government, whereby their right to receive tribute on ten villages in the 
district of Mandawal and the subah of Mandasor was recognised. 

Naru Dhondu was succeeded in 185(1 by his son Gopal Bao, who died 
in February 1906 and was succeeded by his son Dhondu Gopal dLia$ 
Nana Sajhib, bom in 1863. Wasudeo Janardan died in 1868 and was 
succeeded by his son Janardan Wasudeo, who was of weak intellect and 
the management of his affairs was entrusted to a kamdar, subject to the 
control of the Political Agent. Janardan Wasudeo died in 1886 and was 
succeeded by his son Narayan Bao, bom in 1870. He was entrusted with 
the management of his affairs in 1892. Govind has succeeded Narayan 
Boo on the latter’s death in March 1929. 


The grantees have no proprietary rights over the villages from which 
their assignment is drawn. To prevent disputes between the grantees 
^ and the proprietorsi the cash assignment is paid through the Political 
Agent, who directly holds the jurisdiction over these villages. The pro- 
prietors were held responsible for the peace of the villages up to 19U8 
when, owing to malad ministration, a Mniiager was appointed to discharge"^ 
judicial functions and look after the revenue and general administration 
under the direction of the Political Agent. The cost of the administra- 
tion is met from the revenues of the Estate, and the surplus is distributed 
among the Thakur proprietors.

(II) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 

1. Batlam.* 

The ruling family of Ratlum is descended from a younger branch of 
the Jodhpur family. The Baja of Batlam was considered the principal 
Bajput leader in Western Malwa, and in consef|uence received voluntary 
allegiance and assistance from the neighbouring Bajput Chiefs. The 
famous Baju Baton Singh, the founder of Batlam, was killed at the battle 
of Fatehnbud in 1058 and was succeeded by his eldest son Bam Singh, 
lie was killed in battle in ]()82 and was succeeded by his son Shiv Singh, 
who died without issue in 1084. His brother and succesimr Besho Das 
incurred the displeasure of the Emperor Aurangseb, who deposed him 
in 1095 and afterwards placed his uncle Chhatnrsal on the gaddu In 
1701 Aurangaeb granted to Kesho Das the pargana of Titrbd: and Eesho 
Das established himself at Situinau, whkh he made his capital. Sailana, 
which originally formed part of Batlam, became an independent State 
in 1730. 

Farbot Singh Raja of Batlam in 1819 when, under an Engage- 
ment (No. XVIII) mediated by Sir John Malcolm between him and Dau- 
lat Bao Scindia, Parbat Singh agreed to ,pay to the Gwalior Darbar an 
annual tribute of Salim Shahi Bs. 84,000, while Scindia tindertook never 
to send any troops into the country or to interfere in any way in the 
internal administration or succession. This tribute was assign^ to the 
British Government under the Treaty of 1844 with Scindia, in part 
payment of the Gwalior Contingent. It is now paid to the Govern* 
ment of India under the Treaty of 1860 with Scindia. 

Parbat Singh died in 1824. He had no children ; and, as disturbances 
were anticipated in the event of his death without proper arrangements 
for the succession, Sir John Malcolm recommended in 1821 that Balwaut 
Singh, a cousin of the Chief of Salumbor, whom Parbat Singh had 
selected to succeed him, should be recognised. This wae done, end 
Balwani Singh continued in possession of the State till his death In 
August 1857. He rendered good service during the mutiny, in reocig* 
nition of which his adopted son and suc^^essor Bhairon Singh received 
a khilat of Bs. 3,000 and the thanks of Government. 

* Malcolm's **Mslwa**, No 1 of Schedule No. L 
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Bhairon Singh died in January 18G4 and was succeeded 1^ his soil 
Banjit Singh, aged two yefura. Mir Shahamat Ali, an ’ofliotf of the 
British OoTemnient, was deputed to superintend the administration, 
and with him were associated Itanjit Singh’s uncle and the Thakur of 
Sa^an. Under the careful management of Mir Shahamat All the debts 
of the State, whioh fit the period of his deputation to Batlam exceeded 
ten lakhs ^of rupees, were paid off. 

In NoVember 18G4 the Raja agreed (No. XIX) to cede to the British 
Government any land required for railway purposes with plenary juris- 
diction, and not to levy transit duly on through traffic. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Ratlam was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. In January 1877, on the occasion of the Delhi Darbar, this salute 
was enhanced to 13 guns; but, later in the same year, the enhancement 
was altered and made personal to Raja Banjit Singh. 

Banjit Singh received independent charge of his State in 1880. His 
Minister, Mir Shahamat Ali, retired in 1881. 

In 1881 the Raja agreed (No. XX) to abolish all transit duties on 
salt in his State, in consideration of a compensation of Bs. 1,000 a year. 
In 1885 he abolished all transit duties except those on opium. 

In 1887 the British Government made an arrangement (No. XXI) 
between the States of Ratlam and Sailana, under which Ratlam received 
Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000 annually from Sailana as compensation for re- 
linquishing the right to levy customs dues in Sailana. This arrangement 
was modified in 1902 by a fresh one, made directly between the two 
States (No. XXIII) under which Ratlam agreed to accept British 
Rs. 6,000 in place of Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000, and to exempt Sailana 
goods from customs and other cesses. 

In 1890 the Government of India mediated an Agreement (No. XXII) 
between the Gwalior an^N Ratlam States for the construction of the 
Banija-Eachhrod road passing through a portion of Ratlam territory, 
on payment of a lump sum of Rs. 4,370 as compensation by Ghralior to 
the Batlam State. The Ratlam Darbar agreed not to exact any dues 
on Gwalior goods, except opium, passing through its territory hlong 
the road. 

In 1860 it was decided to make a railway line from Batlam on the 
Bajputana-Malwa systra to Godhra, a station on an extension of the 
Bombay-Baroda line. In August and September 1881 the Batlam, 
Sailana, Indore and Jhabua Darbars, through whioh Statee the line 
passes, agreed to cede all land recpiired for it, free of cost and with 
full jurisdiction. 

Raja Banjit Singh died In 1893 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Maharaja Sajjan Singh, bom in December 1879. During his 
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minority tho administration was carried on by a Dewan. He was in- 
Tested with mling powers in December 1888. 

In 1909 the claims of Juora, Uatlani and Piploda to the vil1ai^'.t of 
Amargarh, in the Sarwan Estate, were rejected by the Agent to the 
GoYemor-General : and it was held that the lands luslouged to Sarwan, 
nnder the suaerainty of Batlam. 

During the Oreat War Baja Sajjan Singh served in France: and 
he also served in Afghanistan in 1919. 

In 1916-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection vrith the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 {tee 
Part I, Central India Agency, No. XV). 

In 1918 the pennanent salute of the Buler of Batlam was enhanced 
to 13 guns. 

In the same year Baja Sajjan Singh was appointed Begent of 
Bewa, during the minority of the present Maharaja Giilab Singh : a post 
which he held until 1922. 

In 1921 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XXIV) 
on the Buler of Batlam; who, in the same year, was granted a per- 
manent local salute of 15 guns within his owu/territories. 

In the same year the Buler of Batlam received a Eharita (No. XXV) 
removing the restrictions theretofore imposed on his powers and g^ranting 
to him and his successors full criminal jurisfliction over subjects of the 
State. In 1930 he received another Khurita (No. XXVI) granting him 
and his successors criminal jurisdiction over all persons committing 
offences within his territories except Europeans, European British sub- 
jects, Americans and Government servants. 

The area of Batlam is 693 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 85,489; and the revenue Bh. 9,67,968. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 30 Cavalry, 81 
Infancy and 136 Armed Police, with 5 serviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


2. SXTARAU.* 

The Baja of Sitamau is descended from the same branch of the 
Jodhpur family as the Maharaja of Batlam; Kesho Das, the founder 
of the house, having been the grandson of the famous Baja Batan Singh 


*lCsloo1ni*s “Mmlws’*, No. of Schedolo No. I. 
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of llatluin. Tli«» origin of Sitamau dates from the begiimiBg of the 
eighteenth century, when the rarenuefi of Titrod (ue,, Sitamaii) U'ere 
granted to Kesho Dim by the Moghul Kmperor, in ciw^unmtancee already 
ineiitioued in the Kutlinn narrative. 

A tribute of Suriim flhahi Be. GO, 000 from Sitamau was guaranteed 
to Scludia by an Agreement (No. XXVII) mediated by Sir John Malcolm 
in 1820. 

Baja Baj Singh of Sitamau did good service during the mutiny of 
1857, and received from tiie British (Government a khilat valued at 
Bs. 2,000. 

In 1860, Qs a consequence of repeated representations from the Baja, 
Scindia remitted (No. XXVIII) Bs. 5,000 of the annual tribute due 
to him from Sitnmuu. 

In 1865 the Baja agreed (No. XXIX) to cede any land require<l for 
railway purposes with jilennry jurisdiction to the British Government, 
and not to levy transit duty on through traffic. 

in 18(i7 Ihe Biiler of Sitamau was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

Baj Singh, who was an able ruler, died in 1867 and was succeeded 
by his grandson Bhawatii Singh. 

In 1881 Bhawani Singh entered into an Agreement (No. XXX)«with 
the Britisu Goyeriiiueiit, by which the Darbar alwlished all transit 
duties on salt in consideration of an annual compensation of Bs. 2,060. 

Bhawani Singh died in 1885 and was succeeded by Bahadur Singh, 
elder sou of Thakur Tukht Singh of Chiklo, second cousin of Baja 
Bhawani Singh. On this occasion Scindia put forward a claim to be 
consulted regarding the succession; hut th:5 claim was held to be in- 
admissible under the terttis of the guarantee held by the Sitamau State. 
The Darbar also claimed to receive nasaraim, but this too was overruled. 
It was held that Sitamau, being a mediatised Stote of the first class, 
was liable to the payumnt of nusnrana to the Government of India 
alone. • 

In 1887 the Bajo almlishetl all transit duties in his State, except 
those on opium and wood. 

In 18m) the Baja of Sitamau raised the question of his precedence 
over the Baja of Sailnna in darbar, on the ground of his descent from a 
senior branch of the family of Bnja Batan Singh, the founder 
Batlam State. His claim was recognised by the Government of India, 
and orders to that effect were rommunicated to the parties concerned 
in 1902.

In 1916 the State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of 
the Mandsaur-Sitamau road lying in its territory. 

In 1916-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection with the similar agreement with the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 (see 
Part I, Central India Agency, No. XV). 

In 1921 the Government of India conferred on the Buler of Sitamau 
and his successors, by means of a Xharita (see Part II, Bhopal Agency, 
No. XXVIII) enhanced criminal powers by removing the previous 
requirement that all sentences of death, transportation for life or im- 
prisonment for life should be subject to confirmation by the Agent to 
the Governor-General. The Xharita does not, however, apply to any 
criminal case in which the person accused or any of the accused are 
Europeans, European British subjects, Americans or Government ser- 
vants. In extending the powers. Government desired that persons sen- 
tenced to death, transportation, or imprisonment for life should be given 
every facility to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General : and that, pending the consideration of such petitions, 
executions of persons sentenced to death should be stayed. These powers 
may, in certain conditions, be delegated to a properly qualified Court. 
The Xharita may be suspended or revoked at the will of the Govern- 
ment of India,

The State was liable to the operation of the Naiarana rules up to 
1911 v^en, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 


3. Saoma.^ 

Sailana originally formed part of Batlam. In 1709, on the death of 
Baja Xesari Singh of Batlam, his eldest son Man Singh succeeded to 
the lands forming the present State of Batlam, and his second son Jai 
Singh to Sailana, which he made into an independent State in 1730. 

In 1819 Sir John Malcolm mediated an Engagement (see No. XVIIl) 
between the Baja of Sailana and Daulat Bao Scindia, under which the 
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Raja agreed to paj to the Gwalior Oarbar an annual tribute of Salim 
Shabi Be. 42|000; while Bcindia undertook never to send any troope 
into the country, or to interfere in any way in the internal administration 
or suc6esaion. By a separate Agreement (No. XXXI) concluded in the 
same year, the Bsga bound himself to pay Scindia Rs. 75,000 as arrears 
of tribute. The annual tribute was assigned to the British Government 
under the Treaty of 1844 with Scindia, in part payment of the Gwalior 
Contingent. It is now paid to the Government of India under the Trea^ 
of 1800 ilith Scindia. 

Raja Lachhman Singh, with whom, the original settlement was made 
in 1819, was succeeded by his son Ratan Singh who, having no sons, 
was succeeded by his uncle Nahar Singh, and he by his son Takht Singh, 
who died in 18^, leaving an infant son Dule Singh. The State was 
administered by the British Government till the mutiny of 1857, when it 
was put under a regency headed by the chief widow of Takht Singh. 
As an acknowledgment of the services rendered during the mutiny in 
preserving order and furnishing troops, the members of the regency 
received khilats. Raja Dule Singh was put in power in 1859. 

In 1864 the Raja agreed (No. XXXII) to cede to the British Gov- 
ernment, with full jurisdiction, any land that might be required for 
railway purposes, and not to levy transit duty on through traffic. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Sailana was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. XXXIII) was made between the Gov- 
ernment of India and the Raja, by which he agreed to abolish all transit 
duties on salt, on receiving annually from the British Government 100* 
maunds of salt delive^eil, free of cost at Indore. By a Supplementary 
Agreement (No. XXXIV) made in 1883, this compensation Mas com- 
muted to an annual cash payment of Bs. 412-8. 

In 1885, at the request of Raja Buie Singh, the Government of India 
recognised as his heir Jaswant Singh of Semlia, whom he had 'adopted. 
In consequence of the adoption of Jaswant Singh, the Semlia jagir 
devolved on his younger brother Ghhatar Singh in 1888. 

In 1887 the British Government made an arrangement (see No. XXI) 
between the Ratlam and Sailana States, by which it was agreed that 
Sailana shduld in future levy their own customs duties, compensating 
Ratlam for relinquishing their right to levy customs dues in Sailana by 
an annual payment of Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000. This arrangement was 
modified in 1902 by a fresh one (see No. XXIII) mode directly between 
the two States, under which the payment by Sailana was reduced to 
British Re. 6,(N)0. 
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In 1887 ake Baja abolished all traniit duties in his State, eaneptmg 
those on <^iuin. 

In 1891 the Baja agreed to cede land, with full jurisdiction! for the 
Batlam-Cbdhra Bailway. 

Dule Singh died in 1895 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Jaswant Singh of Semlia. The Baja of Batlam advanced sonte claims 
in connection with the talwarbandi on the occasion of Jaswant Singh's 
installation, but they were disallowed. 

In 1896 Baja Bahadur Singh of Sitamau raised the question of the 
precedence of the Buler of Sitamau over the Buler of Sailana in &rbar, 
on the ground of his descent from a senior branch of the family of 
Baja Batan Singh. The claim was admitted by the Qovemment of 
India,, and in 1902 orders to that effect were communicated to the two 
Darbars. 

Baja Jaswant Singh died on the 13th July 1919 and was succeeded 
by his eldest son the present Baja Dileep Singh, bom on the 20th March 
1891. 

In 1921 a Kharita {tee Part II, Bhopal Agency, Bo. XXYIII) was 
granted to the Buler of Sailana, oonfhrring on him and his successors, 
on certain conditions, enhanced criminal powers to dispose of trials of 
all classes of criminal offences committed within the State by the subjects 
of the State or others. 

In 1923-24 the State entered into an agreement with the (lovemment 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1926 {tee Part I, 
Central India Agency, No. XT). 

The area of the State is 297 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 27,166; and the revenue Bs. 3,01,661. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 25 Cavalry, 46 
Infantry and 111 Armed Police, with 3 serviceable and 1 unserviceable 
guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


4. PXFLODA.* 

' » The Piploda family are Doria Bajputs, who emigmted several cen- 
turies ago from GHimal in Junagadh. 
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The Settlement (No, XXXY) of this Chieftthip» under which n tribuie 
of Salim Shahi Be. 28,000 ie paid to the Nawab of Jaora, in iMreordani'O 
with the 12th aiticle of the Treaty of Maiidaaor (Maiidsaur), was made 
with Prithi Singh by Sir John Malcolm in 1820. The Thaknr recoives 
from Dewas (Senior Branch) Bs. Itl8 a year ns tanka on six Villages 
and from the Junior Branch Bs. 115 on five villages in Garhguohha. He 
also holds a grant of laud in the village of Beiikheri in the Alot district 
from Dewas (Senior Branch).

The settlement made in 1820 pot the Thukur on the same footing us 
other mediatised Chiefs ; but in 18^, when Sir Claud Wude was Besident 
at Indore, a new Deed (No. XXXVl). was executed between the Thakur 
and the Ngwab of Jaora without the cognisance of the Government of 
India, by which the Thakur was placed in greater dependence on the 
Nawab, and the right of the Nawab to control the judicial administration 
of the Thakur was admitted. The existence of this deed was first 
brought to the notice of the Government of India in 1884; but it was 
resolved not to interfere with anungements whic‘h had lasted twenty 
years, so long as no dispute should arise on the subject between the 
Thakur and the Nawab. 

Thakur Prithi Singh was succeeded by his sou TTined Singh, and he 
by his son Onkar Singh, who died in 1863 and was succeeded by his 
adopted son Dule Singh. He died in 1888 and was succeeiled by his 
eldest son Kesri Singh. 

In 1901 the Thakur of Piploda memorialised the Government of India 
in respect of a long standing dispute lietween him and the Jaora Darbar 
on the Darbar's alleged right to levy customs duty in Piploda. The 
memorial prayed that the muchalka executed between the Nawab of Jaora 
and the Thakur of Piploda^jn 1844 under the authority of Sir Claud 
Wade should b^ abrogated; that the attendance of a Piploda Vakil on 
the Jaora Darbar should cease; and that, instead of a divisiou being 
made of the actual receipts of the sayar, a fixed sum equal to the average 
annual collection during the lost ten years should be paid annually by 
Piploda to Jaora. 

In 1905 the Government of India decided that the engagement of 
1820 gave the Thakur of Piploda the full status of a mediatised Chief. 
While accepting the claim of the Jaora Darbar to half of the sayar 
revenues of Piploda, they did not recognise Jaora*s right to interfere 
with the internal administration of Piploda : and they decided that the 
Darbar should only be paid through the Political Agent, their share of 
the sayar collections actually made by the Thakur himself. The ron- 
ieiitiuii of the Jaora Durbar, that the Thukur had no 'right to abolish 
sayar dues, was negatived; but it was ordei'ed that, in the event of his 
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doing ao, iho DnrW would be entitled to oompeneation. The engage- 
ment of 1844 wee held to be binding: and the right of the Jaora Darbar 
to demand the attendance of a Yahil from the Thakur was confirmed. 

In 1989 the claims of Batlam, jaora and Piploda to the Tillage of 
Amatgarh, in Sarwan Estate, were rejected by the Agent to the Ooveriior- 
General : and it was held that the lands belonged to Sarwan, under the 
snserainiy of Batlam. 

In 1916-17 the State entered into an agreement witn the liovernment 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances alreaily 
related in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore Stale. 
The agreement was renewed, with mod^cations, in 1923' and 1926 (see 
Part I, Central India Agency, No. XY). 

Kesri Singh' died in November 1919 and was succeeded by his sou 
the present Bawat Hangal Singh, bom on the 7th September 1893. 

In 1921, as questions regarding the status of Piploda eu-d-vu Jaoru 
and certain other cognate matters, had again arisen, a British officer 
was placed on special duty to investigate them. Piploda was unwilling 
to accept his decision: and the matters in dispute were eventually 
decided by the Government of India in 1923. As regards the status 
of Piploda, they held that the execution of the muchaika of 1844 had 
been obtained by coercion, and they were not prepared to allow 
any weight to it or to considerations arising from it. They re-affirmed 
' their ruling of 1905 that the Thakur enjoyed the full status of a media- 
tised Chief, and definitely held him to be independent of Jaora and on 
the same footing as other mediatised Chiefs. The question of the com- 
pensation due to Jaora, for the abolition of sayar dues in Piploda, was 
also decided, by setting off Jaora’s right to the dues against the right 
of Piploda to receive dimi from Jam on account of certain villages in 
the Tal and Mandawal parganas; both rights being formally recognised. 
As regards other points in dispute, the Government of India held that 
Jaora’s claim to nasarana was unsustainable: and that recognition of 
suooessicu, settlement of succession disputes, and administration during 
the minority of the Thakur, were matters for the decision of the Para- 
mount Power» They declined to admit Jaora’s demand for the attend- 
ance of the Bawat of Piploda at the Nawab’s Darbars. 

At the same time the Government of India authorised the use of 
the; title of Bawat in official correspondence with the Chief of Piploda. 

The Bawat exercises full crimimd powers except in eases exclusively 
triable by a Session Court, which are tried the Political Agent. The 
Bawat has full civil powers, but in cases of value over Bs. 10,000 a 
legniar appeal lies to the Political Agent, with a further appeal to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, who is the High Court on b^ sides in 
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Borkhm (/ooro). 

mattm beyond the powere of .the Chief. The Political Agent hai xeri- 
Bionaxy powers, both in civil and eriminal cases, lor the preveniion of 
gross injustice. ^ 

The area of Piploda is 69 square miles;, the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 9,766; and the revenue about Bs. 1,14,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies 
were abdished. 

6. ^BOJAKHSBZ. 

The original Agreement (No. XXX YII) was mediated in 1620, with 
Bawat Durjan Singh, ancestor of the present holder, guaranteeing 
to him the village of Sidra in Oangrar Pargana on payment of TTjjain 
Bs. 100 to the Xoiah State. In 1638 the village was transferred to 
the Jhalawar State, which now receives the payment. (See Yol. Ill, 
Haraoti and Tonk Agency, Jhalawar.) 

* Thakur Bhawani Singh died in 1912 and was succeeded by the present 
Thakur Dalpat Singh. 

The area of ' Bhojakheri is 6 square miles; the population, according 
' to. the Census of 1921, l,451pand the revenue Bs. 7,000. 

' 6. Belaud. 

The original grant of Bilaud was made in 1818 by Nawab Ghafar 
f Khan of Jaora to Hakim Mir Zafar Ali (No. XXXYIII). In 1819 Sir 
John Malcolm mediated the settlement of a dispute between the Nawab 
and the Hakim, on the terms stated in his certificate (the second 
annexuxe to No. XXXYIII). The existence of the guarantee to the 
Estate was lost sight of until 1885. 

Zafar Ali died in 1824 and was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
Saman Ali, who died in 1876 and was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
Zamin Ali. He died in 1884 and was succeeded his son the present 
Jagirdar Saiyid ,Ghulam Abbas. 

The area of Bilaud is 4*58 square miles; the population 349; and 
the revenue about Bs. 8,200. 

7. Boekheua (Jaoba). 

The Thakur holds a Pntta (No. XXXIX) signed by Major Borthwick 
in 1839, and a Parwana (No. XL) countersigned by Sir Bobert Hamilton 
in 1846, in regard to the villages of Borkhera and Bewas. He pays an 
annual quit-rent of Salim Shahi Bs. 9,201 to the j;aora Barber on the 
two villages. 
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Oakb Singh, with whom the settlement was originally made, was 
succeeded in 1850 by his son Zorawar Singh, and he by his nephew Nawal 
Singh in 1851. Bhairon Singh, who snoceeded Nawal Singh in 1873, 
died in 1902 and was succeeded by his son Kesrj (Kishore) Singh, who 
died in 1914 and was succeeded by his son the prmnt Thakur Mor Singh. 

The area of Borkhera is 7*15 square miles; the population 833; and 
the revenue Bs. 18,500. 

8. BoBKHxnA (DnwAs). 

The Thakur of Borkhera, in the Dewas State (Junior Brunch), receives 
yearly tankas of Rs. 484-4 from the Dewas State (Senior Branch), and 
of Rs. 2834 from the Junior Branch. The family hold no siinads 
authorising these grants, but a Parwana (No. XLI), addressed in 1818 
by Sir John Malcolm to Thakur Zalim Singh, shows that the Thakur 
then enjoyed certain money payments from the State of Dewa«. The 
amount of the payment is not entered in the parwana, but has since 
been ascertained. 

In 1889 the Government of India decided that the Parwana of 1818 
should be included in this publication. 

Amar Singh, grandson of Zalim Singh, was succeeded by his son 
Ram Singh, who died in 1924 and was succeeded by nis elder son the 
present Thakur Fate Singh.

By an EngtgwAnt (te# Note to No. LI) mediated in 1818, the 
Thakur receivee Be. l,4in a year from the two Ohieli of fiewae. The 
settlement was made with Moti Singh and his son Durjan Sal. The 
present Thakur Partab Singh succeeded his father Sheodan Singh, son 
of Durjan Sal, in 1912. 


11. SnmwASA. 

Thakur Takht Singh reoeired in 1839 a Patta (No. XLVIII), signed 
by Major Borthwick,. for the Tillage of Kherwasa; and this was con- 
firmed in 1846 by a Parwana (No. XLIX) countersigned by Sir Bobert 
Hamilton. The Thakur pays an annual quit-rent of Salim Shahi Bs. 
6,001 to the Nawab of Jaora. 

Takht Singh was succeeded bv his son Bhagoti Singh in 1866, and 
he by his son Zorawar Singh in 1886. In 1887 Zorawar Singh was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew the present Thakur Partab Singh. 

The area of Kherwasa is 3*46 square miles; the population, according 
to the Oensus of 1921, 608; and the revenue Bs. 11,000. 


12. KHOrAlfXBBU. 

The Settlement (No. L) made in 1823 with Daulat Sihgh guaranteed 
to him the villages of Khojankhera, Bahadurpura and Amiagujar on 
payment of Salim Shahi Bs. 2,300 as rent to the Jaora Darbar ; and also 
the rights of dami and sayar, on account of which he receives Salim 
Shahi Bs. 1,100. So^e 10 or 16 years after the settlement, Amiagujar 
and half of Bahadurpura were resumed by the Jaora Darbar. The 
matter was brought to the notice of the Pulitical authorities in 1886; 
when it was decided that there was no sniBcient reason for intervening 
on behalf of the Thakur, who had previously made no complaint. The 
rent now paid to the Darbar is about Bs. 1,400 a year. * 

Thakur Bakhtawar Singh, grandson of Daulat Singh, died in 1901 
and was succeeded hk iddest son Man Singh, who died in 1907 and 
was succeeded by his brother the present Thalror Dhul Singh. 

The area of Khojankhera is 6*24 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 410; and Ihe revenue about Be. 0,900.

The Thakur of Pathari receives a tanka of Indore Hal! Bs. 2,619 
from Dewas (Senior Branch) and Bs. 2,316 from the Junior ]^nch. 


e llaMm's ** Mshrs No. t7 of ScMult No. flT. 
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under a Settlement (No. LI) mediated by Captain Bortbwiok and Sir 
John Malcolm in 1818. The Thakiir with whom the original engagement 
was made was Mahahat Singh. The tanka is pai||d direct from tiie two 
States of Dewas. 

The Thakur of Pathari also holds four villages* from Dewas (Junior 
Branch) which are regarded as formally guaranteed. His status in 
regard to these villages was the subject of dispute in 1869, 1885 and 
19^, and on all these occasions it was held that the villages were 
guaranteed: a certificate (No. LII), granted in 18r37 by Mr. Johnston, 
Assistant to the Resident at Indore^ to Thakur Zorawar Singh, son of 
Mahabat Singh, having lieen considered to be strong corroliorative evi- 
dence of the existence of a guarantee. 

Onkar Singh, the present Thakur, succeeded bis father Bakhtawar 
Singh, son of Pritbi Singh, in 1894. 

The area of Pathari is 16 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 1,527; and the revenue about Rs. 16,000. 

14. SaDAKRXBI (SnBOOAHR). 

The Thakur received from the Nawab of Jaora, iq^ 1839, a Patta 
(No. LIII) signed by Major Borthwick, regarding the grant of the 
village of Sadakheri : and this was confirmed, in 1845 1^ a Parwana 
(No. LIT) countersigned by Sir Robert Hamilton. The Thakur pays 
to the Jaora Darbar a quit-rent of Salim Shahi Rs. 8,501 on the Sada- 
kberi village. 

These settlements were made with Oopal Singh, who was succeeded 
by his son Gambhir Singh in 1867, and he by. bis son Bahadur Singh 
in 1889. It was on the occasion of this succession that the existence of 
the guarantee was brought to notice. The succession was approved by 
Government: and it was notified that the Thakur was entitled to the 
protection of the Western Malwa Agency in respect of his guaranteed 
possessions. 

BahdBur Singh died in 1896 and was succeeded his brother Sadul 
Singh, who died in 1920 and was succeeded by his eldest son the present 
Thiter Raj Singh. 

The area of Sadakheri is 60 square miles; the populatbn, according 
to the Census of 1921, 5,053 and the revenue about Rs. 42,000.

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16. Sbviaota 

The Settlement (No. LY), which was originally made with Baghnnath 
Singh in 1823, guamnteee to the holder the villages of Shujaota, Sala- 
khera and Piplia*bn payment of Salim Shahi Be. 8,303 ae rent to 
the Jaora State; and also guarantees the rights of dami and sayar. 

The eaustenoe of the guarantee was brought to notice in 1884. 

Xhudial Singh, who succeeded in 1851, died in 1904 and was buo> 
ceeded Igr his nephew the present Thakur Bup Singh. 

The area of Shujaota is 6*7 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 386 ; and the revenue about Bs. 17,000. 


17. Snua. 

The original grant (No. LYI) from the Nawab of Jaora was mediated 
in 1824 by Mr. G. Wellesley, Besident at Indore, in consequence of a 
dispute between the Darbar and Thakuri Lai regarding the village of 
Sidri which, with some wells, had been held by the letter’s family long 
before the foundation of the Jaora State. 

Thakuri Lai, the original holder of the guarantee, died in 1863 and 
was succeeded hy his son Oopal Singh. He died in 1886 and was suc- 
ceeded his Sbn the present Thakur Gordhan Singh. 

The area of Sidri is 1*81 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 272 ; and the revenue Bs. 4,004. 


^ 18. Snas. 

The original Settlement (No. LYII) in respect of the three villages 
of Sirsi, Khemakheri and Khokhra, was made in 1839 by Major Borth- 
wick with Thakur Bhawani Singh, to whom he also gave a Bobkar 
(No. LYIII) for a quarter share of the village of Panchewu. under 
Piploda. This has recently (1927) been held to be guaranteed. 

Bhawani Singh was succeeded, in 1841, by his nephew Dalpat Singh, 
who in 1846 received a Parwana (No. LIX) countersigned by Sir Bobert 
Hamilton, confirming the original settlement with Bhawani Singh. The 
Thakur pays an annual quit-rent of Selim Shahi Bs. 12,301 to the Jaora 
Darbar on account of the three villages named in the original settlement. 

Dalpat Singh was succeeded by Samp Singh in 1872. He died in 
1922 and was succeeded by his son the present Thakur Sambhu Singh. 

The area of Sirsi is 7*56 square miles; the population, oqcording to 
the Census of 192J, 941 ; and the reveuuo Bn. 16,000,

Setdements between Thakur Ghander Singh and the Jaora State were 
mediated hj ICr. G. Wellesley, Beeident at Indore. In 1891 the Tillagee 
of Earwakheri and Melakheri were guaranteed to the Thakur in istimrari 
tenure (No. LX): and in 1822 the dami and other dues of the Thl 
pargana were guaranteed (No. LXI). 

Ohander Singh was succeeded by his son Jait Singh, who died in 
1888 and was succeeded by his son Lachman Singh. He died in 1869 
and was succeeded by his nephew Onkar Singh. 

The eztraTagance of Onkar Singh brought him heayily into debt 
and in 1880 nnd subsequent years he applied to the Jaora Darbar te 
assistance. This was granted and arrangements were made in 1889 by 
the Darbar, without preTious reference to the Political Agent, for 
managing the Thakur’s Estate and paying off the debts'. On the facts 
being brought to notice, it was decided that the arrangement concludml 
in 1889 by the Darbar with the Thakur should not be interfered with, so 
long as the status of the Thakur in respect of his guaranteed rights was 
not materially affected thereby, and provided that there was no infraction 
of the rule limiting to the holder s lifetime the power of alienating 
guaranteed property. The right of the Government of India to be oon- 
suited on all important points regarding the position and privileges of 
guarantee-holders, and to decide all questions of succession to guaranteed 
estates, was at the same time made clear to the Jaora Darbar. 

Onkar Singh died in 1901, and was succeeded by Madho Singh, whe 
died in 1916 and was succeeded by his brother the present Thakur 
Sambhu Singh. 

The area of Tal is 9*36 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 1,260; and the revenue Rs. 18,000. 

20. Tom. 

Thakur Niibhe Singh succeeded his father Balwant Singh in 1869, 
and was succeeded by Bijey Singh, who died in 1910 and was succeeded 
by his son the present liiakur Fateh Singh. He receives from Soindia 
and Holkar the following tankas: —

The area of Uperwara is 7‘10 square miles; the popidation, according 
to the Census of 1821, 974; and the revenue Bs. 23,400. 

22. Unsi. 

The Thakur holds from the Jaora Darbar a quarter share of the 
village of Uplai on istimrari tenure, on an annual quit-rent of Salim 
Shahi Bs. 401. ' 

The existence of the original Patta (No. LXTI), signed Major 
Borthwick in 1840 and granted to Bhopji, was brought to notice in 1910; 
and in 1912 the Ghivenunent of India held that 'the grant should be 
mted as guaranteed. 

Thakur Bheron Singh, third in descent from Bhopji succeeded his 
father Pirtiif Singh in 18M. Bheron Singh died in Hay 1930 and was 
snoceeded by his minor son the present Thakur Ishwar Singh bora in 
March 1928.

After the expiration of the abovementioned period of 
three years, I will for myself and descendants enter into a leasehold agreement 
to increase the rent of any village that may be found capable of affording such 
increase according to the established custom of the pergunuah of Mulhargurh. If 
I under any pretence fail to pay my rent I will submit to be considered an offender 
against the State. After the expiration of the aforesaid period of three years, 
in case any of the nine villages should be found depopulated, I will agree in the 
new settlement that may be made to a deduction from the sum total of the rent 
that may be fixed upon, proportionate U» the sum paid by such village during 
aforesaid period of three years, and that the village so depopulated (become 
khalsa) revert to the Nawab. I will on no pretence whatever attempt to evade 
the fulfilment of the last-mentioned Article, and I agree that all advantages and 
losses be laid to my acc.ount. For this reason I have written this paper of my 
own free will.

3. No transb duties shall be levbble on merdumdise conveyed by the railway.

The Rutlam State shall pay to Sailana Rs. 24,963 in full of its claims up to 
Fhagun Bidi 1st Sambat 1943. the date of the commencement of this arrange- 
ment, which sum includes the half amount of its share on account of the Bodina 
oustoms which is in deposit with Seth (lanesh Dass Kishnajee. The sum of

ARRANaKUKNT made by the British Govkkniiknt between the Gwauor and 
RutIjAII Statrs in connection with the construotion of the Kurua — Kachh- 
uoo Road,— 1890. 

Whereas tlu^ Gwalior Durbar is desirous of (xnistriiiting a metalled road be* 
tween the towns of Ruuija and KaclilirtHl of Gwalior Disirii-t, and whereas a 
IKirtion of this road extending in length to about U,(SN) feet will run tlirough land 
belonging to the Thukur of Namli, a Jagirdar of the Riitlani Hiatts it is expedient 
that an arrangement between these two States regarding this portion of the road 
should be made. 

The Governor-General in Council has, with the consent of the States of Gwalior 
and Rutlam, made the following arraiigomonts : — 

I. The Gwalior Durbar shall pay to the Rutlam Durbar a sum of Rs. 4,370 
(four thousand three hundred and seventy) Suglish curreiM^ on conclusion of the 
agreement. 

II. (n consideration of this sum the Gwalior Durbar shall have the right to 
const rintt a inetalhHl road in the Uittlam territory to the i^st of the village of 
Kamcr, extending in length to about 9,000 feet and in breadth 100 feet, in the 
immediate vicinity of the old District Road between the villages of Pachlaua and 
Kamthaua. 

HI. All jru'tal reqiiire<1 for construction of the above-mentioned road, ahd 
also for maiiitenanc^c of the same in after years, may be obtained free of charge 
frfim the waste land of the village of Kamer in the vicinity of the road and in 
Rutlam District. 

. IV. Metal rc(|uirc<l for construction and future maintenance of a further piece 
of the. same road in the Gwalior State, extinidiiig to a length of about six miles 
altogetluT beyond Rutlam State limits, namely, 2^ miles south of Paclilaiia to 1 
mile north of Kamthana, may be similarly obtained from the quarries mentioned 
ill Article 111. 

Y. The Rutlam Durbar shall not enforce any dues on Gwalior goods, except 
opium, passing through its territory along the road. 

VI. This arrangement shall continue in force as long as the road is required 
by the Gwalior Durbar, or is considered necessary to bo maintained in the interest 
of the public.
